HARD-LINE 
AND ON-LINE 


During the darkest hours of the attempt- 


ed coup of August 1991, supporters of 


Russian President Boris Yeltsin tapped into 
the world computer network to spread the 
news that they were alive and well. 

Now, in yet another sign of how much 
things have changed, it was supporters of 
the hard-liners holed up in the Russian 
White House who took to the Internet this 
past week, spreading the word about com- 
rades who'd been arrested and calling into 
question media accounts that Yeltsin’s 
crushing of the parliamentary opposition 
had overwhelming support. 

The dispatches, sent out over the Russian 
computer network GlasNet, were picked up 
almost instantly by PeaceNet, a San Fran- 
cisco-based on-line service with a leftist 
orientation. 

One correspondent bitterly denounced 
| “rich Russians, foreign journalists and busi- 
| nessmen [who] watched on like ghouls 
| from the roof tops of luxury apartment 

buildings, cheering while people were being 
shot.” He also spoke up for the “very large 
minority” of people who are anti-Yeltsin, 
commenting, “If they are going to carry out

safe from anarcho-syndicalism. 





| this election farce, those who oppose 
Yeltsin should have somebody who they feel 
| represents their interests to vote for. But at 
this point it is unlikely that this will be. After 
| all, look at what happened when there were 
| people who opposed Yeltsin. They were 
| turned into criminals.” 
Another writer, identifying himself as 
Mikhail Tsovma, charged that the rooftop 
snipers who Yeltsin’s government said 
were shooting innocent people were actu- 
| ally “KGB and special police troops loyal 
| to the government.” Tsovma lambasted 
censorship of both Russian and foreign 
media — the sound was cut during a 
CNN interview “with a person who was 
speaking unfavourably of president 
Yeltsin,” he wrote — and reported that 
“Soviet deputees [sic] were arrested and 
beaten at the police stations.” 

And, as evidence that there are complexi- 
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ties to Russian politics the Western media 
can barely begin to fathom, both writers 
lamented the government’s decision to ban 
something called the Confederation of An- 
archo-Syndicalists, which apparently — as 
befits good anarchists — refused to take 
sides in the confrontation.

A poll taken for Attorney General Scott 
Harshbarger shows Governor William Weld 
maintaining his high popularity with voters 
— but contains encouraging news for 
Harshbarger, should he decide to challenge 
the Republican governor in 1994. 

The statewide poll, by John Gorman’s 
Opinion Dynamics, of Cambridge, revealed 
that 68 percent of respondents viewed Weld 
favorably and 27 percent unfavorably. The 
favorable/unfavorable ratings for Harsh- 
barger were 54 percent and 10 percent. 

The poll showed Weld defeating Harsh- 
barger by 49 percent to 38 percent in an 
election for governor. But after pollsters 
read a litany of positive and negative state- 
ments about each candidate, the gap nar- 
rowed by nine points, giving Weld 45 per- 
cent to Harshbarger’s 43 percent. 

Although Harshbarger says publicly he’s 
running for nothing more than re-election, 
the poll does show he’d be a clear front- 
runner for the Democratic gubernatorial 
nomination. In a primary against the two 
declared candidates, he’d get 38 percent, 
with State Representative Mark Roosevelt 
receiving eight percent and State Senator 
Michael Barrett seven percent. Harshbarger 
would also defeat former congressman Bri- 
an Donnelly by 48 percent to 18 percent in 
a one-on-one contest, and Ambassador Ray 
Flynn by 43 percent to 38 percent. 

With Harshbarger now sounding more 
like a candidate for re-election, the topic of 
who might run against Weld will have 
added urgency for state Democrats, who 
gather in Worcester on October 16 for their 
issues convention. 

And since the Harshbarger poll shows 
that John Silber has a 37 percent/40 per- 
cent favorable/unfavorable rating, a replay 
of the 1990 race is almost certainly not in 
the cards.

COLLEGES, 
SANS HYPE 


High-school seniors trying to pick the 
right college might want to consult The 
College Finder: 475 Ways To Choose the 
Right School (Ballantine Books), by Steven 
Antonoff, former dean of admissions at the 
University of Denver. Antonoff’s book is 
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more intelligently written and compiled 
than the words on its cover (“Want to ma- 
jor in psychology and party?”) would lead 
one to think. 

Along with a breakdown of which 
schools are strong in the various academic 
disciplines, The College Finder features 
many other useful lists. Some of the book’s 
information about Boston-area institutions 
of higher learning is not likely to turn up in 
next year’s recruiting brochures. 

MIT, Brandeis, and Harvard, for in- 
stance, are listed among the 20 schools in 
the United States with the highest number 
of reported crimes on campus. Boston 
University receives a backhanded compli- 
ment when Antonoff names it one of the 
country’s top private schools “for the stu- 
dent with average grades and drive for cok 
lege success.” 

And although Harvard is listed as having 
the largest endowment, best-paid profes- 
sors, and some of the toughest admissions 
standards in the US, it also earned a dubi- 
ous distinction. High-school guidance 
counselors and education consultants who 
were asked to identify “those colleges 
where the actual undergraduate experience 
doesn’t measure up to the popular image 
of the school” named Harvard the most 
“overrated” college in the country.

“The Harvard Business Review ‘meets 
Rolling Stone.” That’s how co-founder 
William Taylor (no relation to the Boston 
Globe publisher) describes Fast Company, 
the fledgling Cambridge-based business 
publication expected to roll off the presses 
early next week and then into the hands of 
a carefully selected 40,000-person target 
audience. 

Taylor, 34, and his partner, Alan Web- 
ber, 44, both worked as editors at the Har- 
vard Business Review before launching the 
new venture, which is being bankrolled by 
a coalition of 16 “charter investors” in 
Boston, New York, San Francisco, Mon- 
treal, Toronto, and Tokyo. 

“As we looked at . . . the great genera- 
tional power shift going on in the world of 
business [and] the globalization of the 
economy, [we realized] the business world 
is profoundly different and there is an op- 
portunity for a profoundly different busi- 
ness magazine,” says Taylor. 

Taylor, who quips that the “formula for 
business magazines is white guys facing 
right,” notes that Fast Company’s debut 
cover features a painting of a bunch of old 
business geezers sitting around a table 
while a Fast Company baby cavorts around 
with a torch. The inside fare ranges from 
Monitor Company president Mark Fuller’s 
piece on how business can emulate some 
Pentagon thinking to an article by Bruce 
Tucker, who co-wrote soul singer James 
Brown’s autobiography, on what corporate 
America can learn from the feisty rap- 
record label Tommy Boy.

PISSING AWAY 
ELECTRICITY 


It’s a frigid winter day, and you turn 
your car key only to hear the familiar 
groan caused by an under-charged battery. 
But rather than curse, you’re calm. Before 
you left the house, you did something that 
will instantly recharge the battery: you 
peed into a bottle. 

That’s the kind of scenario Nelson Ca- 
mus, president of the California-based 
NEL Nithium, is banking on with his in- 
vention of the Urine Battery. Camus was 
one of the eco-entrepreneurs shilling 
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wares at the Eco Expo in Boston last week. 

The small company has grown accus- 
tomed to the smirks and short shrift given 
its technology. But staffers say it no longer 
fazes them because they believe Camus 
has discovered an environmentally benign 
technology that could transform energy 
production. 

“Some people said, ‘This is a hoax,’ ” 
says Leroy Essel, spokesman for NEL 
Nithium. “Some people said, ‘This is a 
miracle.’ Personally, I’m sleepless thinking 
about the various applications.” 

It was 13 years ago that Camus, a 
Chilean electronics engineer and nuclear 
physicist, began analyzing lithium salt in 
Chile. He then created a synthetic version 
of lithium salt, which he dubbed Nithium. 
In subsequent experiments, he found that 
when mixed with urine, the compound cre- 
ated a biochemical reaction that produces 
ammonia. (Feces produces a similar reac- 
tion.) The ammonia causes an electron- 
jump in the Nithium. That electron-jump, 
Essel claims, is what produces electricity. 

At the company’s Eco Expo exhibit, a 
boom box was being powered by a Urine 
Battery, but the company is also thinking 
on a much grander scale. The Sri Lankan 
government, Essel says, is considering a 
Nithium power plant that would use 
sewage, he says. 

“Twenty-five thousand people shitting 
and pissing are going to create 500 
megawatts of power a day,” he says, al- 
most giddy with excitement. Essel says the 
University of Massachusetts’s electrical- 
engineering department will soon begin 
testing the Urine Battery. 

The next step, he says, is to solicit sup- 
port from environmental groups that are 
interested in advancing a non-toxic, non- 
polluting form of energy. 

“We’re going to start a urine move- 
ment,” Essel says.

“Porn’im’age’ry: Picturing Prostitutes,” | 


the ‘video-and-photography show a group 
of law students and anti-pornography fem- 
inists censored during a University of 
Michigan Law School conference on pros- 
titution last year, is being reinstalled at the 
school and will be on display next week- 
end, October 15 and 16, 

Law students removed work from the 
exhibit, which the Michigan Journal of 
Gender and Law had commissioned to 
balance the anti-porn, anti-prostitution 
viewpoints that dominated the conference, 
at the behest of Michigan law professor 
Catharine MacKinnon, who was the 
keynote speaker. 

Carol Jacobsen, the outraged curator of 
the exhibition, sought help from the ACLU, 
which last spring won a settlement with the 


law school. The agreement called for rein- | 


stallation of the show, reimbursement of 
some of the artists’ expenses, and a law- 
school-sponsored conference that would 
consider issues raised by the incidents. 

The law school has not held up its end 
of the agreement willingly, according to 
Marjorie Heins, director of the ACLU’s 
Arts Censorship Project, one of the 
lawyers who hammered out the settlement. 

Though law school dean Lee Bollinger 
has agreed to let Jacobsen reinstall the ex- 
hibition, he’s balked at insuring the show 
and providing adequate security for it, ac- 
cording to Jacobsen. Nor has the school 
covered the more than $7000 in expenses 
that Jacobsen maintains she and the artists 
have incurred in planning the reinstallation. 

Bollinger, who could not be reached for 
comment this week, told the New York 
Times the artists in the show were making 
“extravagant and unfair demands.” 

The conference, which will feature a de- 
bate between Heins and Bollinger on the 
university’s response to the law students’ 
censorship and a panel discussion among 
Jacobsen, feminist art critic Joanna Frueh, 
and conservative New Criterion critic Roger 
Kimball, is “a farce,” in Jacobsen’s opinion. 

She claims that she and the University of 
Michigan ACLU have received threats that 
the exhibition and forum will be disrupted. 

Heins, for her part, says she’s surprised 
the forum is taking place. 

“They came as close as they could to vi- 
olating the agreement without actually do- 
ing so,” says Heins. “It’s clear the dean 
was trying to get Carol Jacobsen to back 
off and couldn’t.”

n Gray’s Anatomy, the master 
monologuist offers up a 
bard’s-eye view of his romance 
with mortality. “Bard’s eye” is 
the key; Spalding Gray has a 
bum peeper. Rather, he has a “macu- 
la pucker,” which sounds to me like 
something that’s wrong with your lip, 
not your eye, but then what do I 
know about Gray’s anatomy? 

More now than I did before, having 
vicariously soaked up the oft-hilari- 
ous saga of Gray’s search for a cure 
for a retinal problem that threatened 
the sight in his left eye. He could have 
just had an operation — well, a 
“macula scraping” — and been done 
with it. But being Spalding Gray, he 
first had to try everything from a Na- 
tive American sweat lodge to a Bali- 
nese healer to a “nutritional ophthal- 
mologist” to the gory quackery of 
“the Elvis Presley of psycho-surgery” 
— a Philippine phenom who sounds 
more psycho than surgeon and muti- 
lates Frank Sinatra when he 
isn’t sloshing in the innards of

For his 
own part, Gray wouldn’t look them in 
the eye if he had 20/20 vision and 3D 
specs. What he will do is immerse 
himself, with a touching if crackpot 
commitment, in any fleeting nirvana 
he can flag down on the highway of 
life. 

Trapped with 15 other purgation 
seekers in a steam-filled bunker knee- 
deep in Minnesota snow — where, 
presumably, the great spirits are to 
accept his eye condition as a sort of 
offering — Gray prays, with apparent 
sincerity, that he will not 
“pollute the sweat-lodge 
experience with heady 
analysis and ironic commentary, 
turning it into just another story to 
sell to the American public.” Of 
course that was a prayer that didn’t 
have a prayer. And it’s not the only 
one on Gray’s wit-tinged journey to 
that oddly peaceful juncture where he 
gives up on magic fingers — Jesus’s, 
E.T.’s, the psychic surgeon’s — and 
opts for the knife. 

Truth to tell, Gray’s Anatomy, with 
its narrower focus, does not resonate 
like Swimming to Cambodia, into 
which the monologuist managed to 
pack our collective awakening — to 
American hedonism as well as Ameri- 
can politics. Even Monster in a Box 
has ‘its sinister and deeply personal 
edges. It’s not that Gray’s Anatomy

doesn’t have meaning; it’s just that 
the underlayer — the trip through 
bounced faith and physical denial, 
batty rituals and raw vegetables, to a 
more mature acceptance of mortality 
— is a tad pat. Still, the final image 
— of the wedding of Gray and 
Shafransky on the beach, followed by 
his consumption and embrace “of ev- 
erything that would make me blind” 
— is a lovely fillip. 

This monologue also presents Gray 
as the bravura performer he’s become 
— albeit without any non-purist 
monologuing shenanigans like move- 
ment or props. Gray is just up there, 
relaxed but alert behind his shield of a 
table, his trademark plaid shirt spiffed 
by an insouciant pink, his silver locks, 
chiseled bones, and translucent skin 
making him one eerie-looking Brah- 
min — seeker, sucker, seer. 

Even without leaving his post, Gray 
makes the monologue a roller-coaster 
ride, just through the use of voice, 
gesture, and those water sips that 
serve as drum rolls or Pinter pauses. 
He can even create the image of a 
world careering out of control by al- 
most losing control of his words as a 
story hurtles toward some hysterical 
climax. And the characters! There are 
parts of Gray’s Anatomy that rival 
The Wizard of Oz, particularly the 


age to the Day-Glo New Jersey cot- 
tage of Dr. Ron E. Ax, a holistic eye 
doc with a mother like some cackling 
Tiresias, a brother at fever pitch to 
know how many burritos 
and sea cucumbers 
you’ve noshed in the last 
six months, and a demand for blood 
tests no lab in New York will perform 
on humans. 

Of course, this is the schizzy ge- 
nius of Spalding Gray — to be able 
to follow these insane shamans as if 
they were the Pied Piper, with one 
eye (the puckered one, I’d say) on the 
gonzo grail, the other one keeping a 
sharp lookout for rats. Not to men- 
tion for the absurd. (“The only thing 
I haven’t doubted,” Gray says, echo- 
ing Roosevelt, “is doubt.”) Here’s 
hoping he never stops seeing double. 
Or talking about it. QO

hese are heady times for the 
American Prospect, the four- 
year-old quarterly that calls 
itself a “Journal for the Lib- 
eral Imagination.” 

Thanks to Bill Clinton’s election, the 
magazine has gone from being a voice in 
the political wilderness to an influence in 
the corridors of power. Two of the maga- 
zine’s pioneers, editor Paul Starr and

“At long last, we have a 
president who just might be 
open to real progressive re- 
form,” stated the Prospect’s 
subscription-soliciting letter 
right after the election. “This 
could be an era of political and 
economic renewal — or disap- 
pointing muddle-through.” 
Which it will be is not yet clear. But one of 
the key speakers at the October 2 
Prospect-sponsored conference on “The 
Future of American Politics,” at the JFK 
Library, made any critical media approach 
to Clinton sound like treason. 

Speaking at the conference’s morning 
session, New Yorker Washington editor 
Sid Blumenthal lit into his fellow journal- 
ists, characterizing them as little more 
than a nest of vipers out to destroy the 
Clinton presidency. 

“Aside from Bob Dole and the Republi- 
cans, no other force caused more damage 
to Bill Clinton than the Washington press 
corps,” said Blumenthal, a former New 
Republic staffer widely considered to be 
Clinton’s most enthusiastic press backer 
during the campaign. 

In listing the press’s sins, Blumenthal: 

* Charged the media focus on Clinton’s 
character was a case of investigative zeal 
gone awry. 

* Claimed the press was mistaking the 
president’s need to compromise with 
Congress for “personal hypocrisy.” 

* Insisted that mainstream journalists

By sim- 
ply tuning in C-SPAN, how would Crich- 
ton know if in talking to Congress that 
day, Perot was contradicting an earlier po- 
sition, or playing fast and loose with the 
facts? Like it or not, the Times reporter 
would provide context unavailable to 
Crichton unless he spent a good part of his 
day watching Perot and his critics on C- 
SPAN. 

Crichton is closer to the mark when he 
criticizes the “institutional incompetence” 
that leads to so many unsatisfying inter- 
views between journalists and policymak- 
ers. This manifests itself in the often-vapid 
questioning of elected officials at press 
conferences and the thrust-and-retreat in- 
quiries that often take place, for example,

(And 
I’m sorry to say I missed exiting Boston- 
magazine staffer Steve Buckley, who does 
baseball analysis while wearing his cap 
backwards.) 

* Junk sports. If it doesn’t have the suf- 
fix “-ball” at the end, I don’t like it. So the 
“Outboard Grand Prix” boat race, the “Su- 
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percross” motorcycle races, and 
the bodybuilding contest didn’t 
do much for me.

man-services constituencies. 

Whether Bulger plans to move up or out 
— and nobody but Bulger himself knows 
the full truth — there is unprecedented 
activity on Beacon Hill by those who wish 
to hold his gavel. 

Among those interested are First Assis- 
tant Majority Leader Lou Bertonazzi (D- 
Milford), 60, and Senator Paul White (D- 
Dorchester), 48, who has traditionally 
been close to Bulger, and who could 
emerge as a more youthful heir to Bulger’s 
throne. (Majority Leader Walter Boverini, 
68, of Lynn, is next in line to Bulger, al- 
though some Senate-watchers predict Bul- 
ger’s exit would bring about Boverini’s re- 
tirement as well.) 

But at least three younger, more liberal 
senators are actively looking at the post, 
lobbying with senators and tallying the 
votes. Senators Bill Keating (D-Sharon), 
41, Lois Pines (D-Newton), 43, and Bob 
Havern (D-Arlington), 44, would all like 
to ascend to the presidency. Three other 
senators — Tom Birmingham (D- 
Chelsea), Shannon O’Brien (D-Easthamp- 
ton), and Linda Melconian (D-Spring- 
field) — have told colleagues that they 
could become candidates if the first tier 
falls back. 

Bids by Keating, Pines, or Havern 
would introduce ideology into a battle that 
has not in the past been about ideas. It has 
traditionally been about who can win. 

Then again, traditions are made to be 
broken. 


Agents of change 

The Senate has changed considerably 
since 1979, when Bulger won election to 
the presidency. That year, two prominent 
senators — the majority leader and the 
minority leader — were entangled in the 
so-called MBM scandal, and eventually 
went to prison for accepting bribes from a 
state contractor. Bulger was not first in 
line to replace Senate President Kevin 
Harrington, who was himself tarnished by 
(but not indicted in) the affair, but the 
MBM.-related troubles of those ahead of 
him thrust Bulger to the front. Bulger won 
the support of his colleagues, including 
Harrington, who stepped down from the 
presidency but remained a senator to vote 
for his successor. 

Though Republican senators may play a 
role in choosing the next Senate presi- 
dent, traditionally the election has been 
decided within a caucus of Senate 
Democrats. There are now 31 Democrats 


in the Senate, but only about 10 — in- 
cluding Bulger — are clearly linked to the 
old guard. 


The Senate of old has dispersed through 
retirements, indictments, and mostly failed 
efforts to seek higher office. Indeed, 
younger members gripe that the Senate is 
a poor place from which to move up the 
political ladder. The list of Democratic 
senators who have run for higher office 
and lost is a sobering one for today’s 
members to ponder. Sam Rotondi did not 
become lieutenant governor in t982.*Ger- 








ry D’Amico did not become lieutenant 
governor in 1986. George Bachrach did 
not become a congressman in 1986. Bill 
Golden did not become lieutenant gover- 
nor in 1990. Dick Kraus did not become 
state treasurer in 1990. And Paul Harold 
did not become a congressman in 1992. 

The only senators who have succeeded 
in recent bids for higher office are US 
Representative John Olver (D-Amherst), 
former Democratic congressman Chet 
Atkins, and Lieutenant Governor Paul Cel- 
lucci, a Republican. 

Other Senate Democrats not only 
didn’t make it to higher office, they them- 
selves were unseated by Republicans or 
fellow Democrats. Gone are Taunton’s 
Teddy Aleixo, Worcester’s John Houston 
and Tom White, Jamaica Plain’s Artie 
Lewis, Somerville’s Sal Albano, Everett’s 
Fran Doris, and Lowell’s Paul Joseph 
Sheehy. 

The remnants of the old Senate include 
Bertonazzi, Boverini, and White. Also 
among its ranks are Second Assistant Ma- 
jority Leader Fred Berry (D-Peabody), 
Ways and Means chairman Birmingham 
— who, though a newer member, is none- 
theless strongly allied with the old guard 
— Melconian, Senator Michael Creedon 
(D-Brockton), Senator Tom Norton (D- 
Fall River), and Senator’ Bob Wetmore 
(D-Barre). 

And there’s speculation that some mem- 
bers of the old guard may retire before the 
1994 election, most notably Norton and 
Wetmore, who have been on the state pay- 
roll long enough to qualify for their full 
pensions. 

“The view that a lot of people have of 
the Senate as a group that’s been there a 
long time really doesn’t meet with the real- 
ity,” says Bill Keating, one of the presiden- 
tial aspirants. 

Meanwhile, this year 13 freshman sena- 
tors — all of them Democrats — joined 
the ranks; another newcomer won a 1991 
special election. Five more are only in their 
second term, including Birmingham and 
Havern. That’s 19 out of 31 Democrats 
who, just three years ago, were not mem- 
bers of Bulger’s Senate. 

The choice for the next Senate presi- 
dent could be influenced by the close ties 
that many newer senators have as alumni 
of the Massachusetts House. More to the 
point, many were closely allied with 
House Speaker Charlie Flaherty (D-Cam- 
bridge). 

Flaherty showed his imperial tendencies 
when he engineered the election of his 
first assistant majority leader, Joan 
Menard (D-Somerset), as chairwoman of 
the Democratic State Committee — a 
post Flaherty himself held in the mid- 
1970s while also a state representative. 
Flaherty reps lobbied hard among state- 
committee members to put Menard in that 
post. Flaherty, who has bragged to col- 
leagues, “I think I have a quorum” in the 
Senate chambers, may try to spread his 
tentacles down the halls of the State 
House to the other chamber. 

Former state reps now in the Senate in- 
clude David Magnani (D-Framingham), 
Marc Pacheco (D-Taunton), Marian 
Walsh (D-Boston), Robert Durand (D-

Marlborough), Stan Rosenberg (D- 
Amherst), two of the potential candidates, 
Keating and Havern, and one of the less- 
likely candidates, Shannon O’Brien. (One 
alumnus Flaherty won’t be able to count 
on, though, is Senator Mike Morrissey, of 
Quincy, who was a member of Speaker 
George Keverian’s House-leadership team, 
but who was ousted from his committee 
chairmanship by Flaherty in 1991, after 
Keverian left the legislature.) 

In the early 1980s, when then-House 
Majority Leader Keverian (D-Everett) and 
Flaherty bolted from the leadership team 
of Speaker Tommy McGee, Bill Keating 
was the first member of McGee’s team to 
announce to the Speaker that he had 
joined the insurrection. Keating had been 
vice-chairman of the House Criminal Jus- 
tice Committee, and might be a favorite of 
Flaherty’s. And Havern was photographed 
by the Boston Globe Spotlight team with 
Flaherty and lobbyists on a beach in Puer- 
to Rico last December. The race for the 
Senate presidency might be the only elec- 
tion that photo-op could help him win, 
given legislators’ circle-the-wagons atti- 
tude toward the Spotlight series. 

If Bulger goes, there will be few, if any, 
recent battles in Massachusetts politics to 
compare with a race for the Senate presi- 
dency. The natural tendency will be to 
look back upon Keverian’s contest against 
the McGee forces. But there are more dif- 
ferences than parallels here. 

On the House side, there are 31 chair- 
manships — each with at least a $7500 
raise — to be distributed among 160 leg- 
islators. The Keverian-McGee race saw 
many deals made with promises of specific 
chairmanships to gain support of influen- 
tial legislators. But on the Senate side, 
there are 31 Democrats and 31 committee 
chairs, so every Dem gets a raise anyway. 
That removes much of the economic in- 
centive to take sides in a contest between 
colleagues, although some leadership posi- 
tions pay more than others. 

The issue of rules reform figured heavi- 
ly in the Keverian-McGee battle, which

culminated in 1985 with the election of 
Keverian. Talk-radio hosts, especially 
WRKO’s Jerry Williams, urged listeners to 
flood the phone lines of legislators who 
did not support key rules reforms in the 
House. The chambers were under siege. 
Then a dozen renegade legislators an- 
nounced to Keverian that they would sup- 
port him only if he would pledge to re- 
form significantly the dictatorial practices 
of the McGee regime. 

At first, Keverian tried to ignore this 
small but tenacious group. But in the end 
he saw that these House members were his 
only path to election. Reforms were 
promised and later implemented. 


Rules of order 

There is no such rules-reform insurgen- 
cy in the Senate, other than the sometimes 
lonely efforts of Senator Mike Barrett (D- 
Cambridge), who was also one of the 
House reformers almost a decade ago. 
Barrett is now walking across the state 
promoting his 1994 campaign for gover- 
nor, and may not even be in the Senate 
come January 1995. Whether his role will 
be taken up by one or more of the remain- 
ing 39 is doubtful. 

Still, some of the potential candidates 
for the Senate presidency are already tout- 
ing some reforms they plan to make. But

If by one of these deadlines it becomes apparent that Bulger is not running for re- 
election, the race for the Senate presidency will begin in 40 Senate districts across 
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so far, any discussion of rules reform has 
been unfocused, with different senators 
voicing different concerns. 

“I support limiting the number of years 
someone can be president,” says Keating. 
“I’m not for term limits in general. But a 
power position like that should be limited 
to eight years.” 

“T’ll give you one rules reform that will 
definitely go through,” echoes Havern. 
“There'll be a limitation of how many 
years the Senate president will serve. That 
will be a demand of the membership.” 

“We do need to make a lot of changes,” 
says Havern. “Staff should be under con- 
trol of each individual senator, like it is in 
Congress. You should be able to get your 
bill out to the floor and get it voted on, ei- 
ther win or lose. You’ve got to have the 
budgets out at least a month before the 
end of the session. It ought to be reported 
out maybe 45 days ahead in the House, 
30 days in the Senate. Now they do it in 
the last days of the session, and all kinds 
of stupid stuff gets in there. You’re going 
to have to take it off anyway. A new per- 
son who comes in will have his own way 
of doing things, much different than the 
old way, if only because times change.” 

“We could make the committee chairs 
more influential,” says Keating. “You do 
that by de-emphasizing the Ways and

The Bulger countdown 


illy Bulger-watchers are keeping a close eye on the calendar in an attempt to 
divine the Senate president’s intentions. Here are some key dates and dead-

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Means Committee. There will be some 
changes to the rules, like bipartisan 
scheduling at the beginning of the year.” 

But senators also say there is a wariness 
about rules reform in the Senate. 

“You have to be careful about rules 
changes,” says Keating. “Any time you talk 
about changes in the Senate you retreat to 
rules, because you don’t want to deal with | 
substantive things. You can get lost in the 
rules. In fact, we have rules to suspend all 
the rules.” 

“I would defer comment on rules until 
an appropriate time,” says Paul White, 
who nonetheless says he wants to see a 
change in the way the Senate schedules 
legislation so that bills under consideration 
don’t automatically die at the end of each 
session. 

Many of these arguments have little 
meaning to a public unfamiliar with the 
sometimes bizarre ways of doing business 
on Beacon Hill. Which is one reason many 
supporters of democratizing the Senate 
hope that if and when Bulger goes, he will 
do so by announcing in advance that he 
will not seek re-election. 

If that happens, rules reform could be- 
come a factor, especially if talk-radio hosts 
or organizations like Common Cause 
jump into the fray. 

And another issue would loom especially 
large: abortion rights. 

As Senate president, Bulger has thwart- 
ed every piece of pro-choice legislation” 
proposed in the Senate. He has done so by | 
preventing floor votes on the issue. If Bul- 
ger announces his retirement before next 
year’s election cycle, expect the issue of 
whether candidates will support a pro- 
choice president to dominate a number of 
races. 

“This would be the best time in history 
to have this debate, because we have such 
a strong pro-choice majority in the Senate 
and we had a hand in electing many of 
these people,” says Joyce Cunha, executive 
director of Mass Choice. “That would be 
something we could use in our question- 
naire-and-interview process, and help us 
target our candidates.” 

“Bob Havern is the type of person we'd 
love to see as Senate president,” says Cun- 
ha. “Bertonazzi, on the other hand, could

be potentially worse than Bulger. We would do whatever 
we could do that would be helpful. We will be strongly in 
support of a pro- -choice leader. 

“Keating is a good friend. Pines is a chief sponsor of 
much of our legislation. Birmingham is allegedly pro- 
choice but doesn’t vote in committee on it. He doesn’t re- 
turn calls. Melconian would be an absolute disaster for us.” 

Most senators are pro-choice, which divides them from 
Bulger and potential successors Bertonazzi and White. But 


not all of them say that they would insist on a pro-choice 


president. 

“I would have no problem voting for a pro-life Senate 
president if many of the other concerns I have are met,” 
says Shannon O’Brien, who began her political career in 
the House with an anti-choice position, but switched in her 
first term and is now considered a solid supporter of abor- 
tion rights. 

“The ultimate question is fairness to the members,” says 
Paul White, an anti-choice senator who appears to be ced- 
ing some ground to the pro-choice position. “If the mem- 
bers feel they’ve had the opportunity for a full debate, 
that’s the fundamental issue.” 

“That would be a difference,” agrees Mass Choice’s 
Cunha. “Speaker George Keverian was anti-choice, which 
surprised people, but he was more open in the process. 
Bulger has pressured leadership to not vote for us on a 
procedural move. We would be opposed to White, but if he 
would let things come to the floor, we would win.” 

The scenario of a Senate presidency debated by the pub- 
lic in 40 Senate elections statewide, with the active partici- 
pation of the state’s large and influential pro-choice move- 
ment, could lead to another scenario. Bulger could sud- 
denly announce his resignation as president mid-term, 
eliminating the election-year focus on his successor. 

That scenario might see Bulger declare his resignation as 
president without giving up his Senate seat, increasing the 
possibility that he could name his own successor. Such a 
move would lead to an avalanche of editorial criticism by 
newspapers and interest groups, but Bulger’s never cow- 
ered in fear of that. 

In a caucus of the Senate’s 31 Democrats, Bulger could 
carry the day. But those who are pushing for rules reform 
and abortion rights have a secret weapon: the Republican 
Party. 


The secret weapon 

“If Bulger resigns mid-term,” says one Republican insid- 
er, “we will play a major role. When it is not the regular 
time, when people are caught off guard, that is when Re- 
publicans can have some say. If he exits by not running for 
re-election, that will give the Democrats more than two 
months to solidify. But when it happens instantaneously 
and you have only two weeks because he resigns to take 
another job, the Republicans will be a major factor.” 

Minority Leader Brian Lees (R-East Longmeadow) 
agrees: “Should anything happen in mid-term, we could 
have an impact, we could be players. And we could have 
some say in the philosophy and the way that the next Sen- 
ate president rules and operates the Senate.” 

Eight of the nine Senate Republicans are solidly pro- 
choice, and the ninth, Third Assistant Minority Leader 
Richard Tisei (R-Wakefield), has voted on both sides of 
the issue. The GOP delegation’s overwhelming support of 
choice could make for an interesting alliance with liberal 
Democrats willing to make concessions to the GOP on 
rules reform. Only a dozen Democrats — together with 
nine Republicans — would be enough to elect a new 
president. 

And Republican senators told the Phoenix that Lees has 
asked them not to make any commitment to any of the 
Democratic candidates, so that in the event of a sudden 
Bulger exit they could vote as a bloc. 

Interestingly, the Republican influence could fade signif- 
icantly if Bulger announces in advance that he’s stepping 
down, but stays until the end of his term. 

A quick check of the GOP roster: Senator Arthur 
Chase (R-Worcester) is not seeking re-election, and is in- 
stead running for secretary of state. Senator Charles 
Shannon (R-Winchester) is considered Weld’s choice for 
the Middlesex County sheriff's job — if incumbent John 
McGonigle’s grand-jury problems lead to an indictment. 
Senator Henri Rauschenbach (R-Brewster) was recently 
indicted himself, so there’s no guarantee he’ll be around 
in 1995. 

Senator Cile Hicks (R-Wayland) is being pushed by 
party leaders to challenge US Senator Ted Kennedy next 
year. Lees himself is being urged by some Republican 
National Committee members to challenge Democratic 
Congressman Richie Neal, of Springfield (another pol 
facing the scrutiny of a federal grand jury). Senator Jane 
Swift (R-North Adams) is rumored to be leaving the 
Senate either because she is getting married or because 
she might run against US Representative John Olver (D- 
Amherst). 

If all those Republicans don’t seek re-election, there’s no 
telling whether there will be more than two left in the Sen- 
ate come January 1995. 

But whatever the make-up of the next State Senate, it 
will likely include even fewer members of the old guard 
with whom the Senate president amassed his power. 

The clock is ticking on Bulger. He is perhaps the most 
powerful figure in the state, and if he stays, he could re- 
main so for some time to come. But the system he knows 
so well has changed, and he would face unprecedented 
challenges if he chose not to step aside gracefully. Bulger 
might do well to heed the words of one of those so-called 
secular humanists he so often deplores, songwriter 
Michelle Shocked, who once noted: “The secret to a long 
life is knowing when it’s time to go.” Q 


























by Maureen Dezell 


he cast and crew of Blown 

Away blew out of town last 

weekend, leaving members 

of Boston’s small but scrap- 

py film-service industry 
hopeful that the shoot will change Bos- 
ton’s reputation as a bad place for making 
feature films. 

More Hollywood features have been 
filmed or partially filmed in Massachusetts 
this year than in any other year, according 
to the Massachusetts Film Office, a state- 
funded agency. Besides Blown Away, they 
include The Good Son, with Macaulay 
Culkin; Honors, with Joe Pesci; The Next 
Karate Kid; and scenes from The Firm and 
Malice. A growing, albeit small, number of 
independent filmmakers is making more 
movies in Massachusetts as well. 

Producers who have made movies here 
recently say they’ve been pleased with Bos- 
ton’s backdrop possibilities, including its 
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Moviemaking in Mass.; plus, 
Fort Point Channel revival 
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duction-crew members working on the 
film The Brink’s Job. They stole 13 reels of 
film, then tried unsuccessfully to demand 
ransom for them. (No one was ever arrest- 
ed, and the footage turned out to have lit- 
tle value.) 

The hold-up wasn’t the only shakedown 
attempted in making the $14 million film, 
which was based on the well-planned 
1950 heist of more than $2 million from 
Brink’s Security Company in Boston. Pro- 
ducers at the time’claimed the “reputed 
underworld figures” they’d recruited to 
ensure access to certain extras and loca- 
tions in Boston’s North End overcharged 
for their services. And The Brink’s Job’s 
producer, Dino De Laurentiis, com- 
plained on national television that Boston- 
based Teamsters had forced film produc- 
ers to hire dozens more union drivers 
than necessary, adding more than $1 mil- 
lion to the film’s final cost. 

The Teamsters’ alleged bilking of The 
Brink’s Job kept many Hollywood produc- 
ers from considering a Boston locale for 














skyline, its architecture, its varied topogra- 
phy and waterways, and its universities. 

Not surprisingly, they’re less enamored 
of local labor costs — which, though com- 
petitive with those in other East and West 
Coast cities, are extraordinary when com- 
pared with costs in some Canadian and 
Southern locations. 

Filmmakers who come to the common- 
wealth also discover the same contradic- 
tion many others in the arts find here: 
while taking pride in the state’s cultural re- 
sources, Massachusetts officials are stingy 
when it comes to supporting them. The 
state film office runs with a staff of six on 
a budget of less than $400,000. Neither 
the commonwealth nor the city of Boston 
provides any subsidy to the Boston Film 
Festival — whereas local governments in 
competing venues such as San Francisco 
subsidize such events as a matter of 
course. 

In addition, though state film-industry 
officials have launched an all-out cam- 
paign to make life in Massachusetts easier 
for moviemakers, there’s little they can do 
about New England’s weather, which al- 
lows filming only four months out of the 
year. Traffic tie-ups and the city’s endur- 
ing reputation as a tough movie town 
don’t help, either. 

In particular, Boston is still battling the 
bad name it acquired in Hollywood circles 
in 1978, when armed robbers held up pro-

shooting during the 1980s, according to 
industry producers and observers. So did 
the feeling that those incidents seemed less 
a slip-up than part of standard operating 
procedure for Teamsters Local 25. 

“The Teamsters have always been a 
problem in that city and New York,” says 
Patrick Palmer, who produced Mermaids 
here four years ago. “The older members 
basically encouraged the younger ones not 
to do work. They really hurt people who 
wanted to make films in Boston. They 
didn’t want to wake up to what was going 
on in the industry. But most Teamsters to- 
day are different.” 

In 1989 the FBI targeted Teamsters and 
local Mafia operatives in a sting operation 
set up to expose bribemaking that allowed 
nonunion filming in Boston. The elaborate 
scam — in which an undercover agent 
posing as a film producer paid $65,000 to 
keep Teamsters off the set of a B-movie 
sequel about a disco-loving dracula, star- 
ring George Hamilton — led to federal in- 
dictments last year of a former Local 25 
vice-president and the local’s one-time 
movie coordinator.

George Cashman, who took over as 
president of Local 25 in January 1992, 
says he’s since “cleaned house.” 

“Movies didn’t want to come here — 
for good reasons,” says Cashman. “I’ve 
done everything I can to change that. I’ve 
changed the people who work on films 
that come here.”

| look, because of all the brick and greenery, 


which is something we wanted, because 
the Next Karate Kid is a girl. 

“Could we have made the movie in Den- 
ver? Yes, but we wouldn’t have had the 
waterfront, the weathered-looking high 
schools. I loved what we were able to do 
there.” 


THE BOSTON PHOENIX = 


Despite efforts to boost Massachusetts 
as a filmmaking center, it will always suf- 
fer from at least one large but simple prob- 
lem: geography. Almost every other major 
urban location (most notably Chicago and 
Toronto) is closer to Hollywood than Bos- 
ton is. 

“Toronto can duplicate sites of Boston 
and of New York,” acknowledges Warren, 
of the state film office. “The made-for-TV 
movie Spenser for Hire [a story set in Bos- 
ton] was made in Toronto. They came 
here for four days of location shots.” 

Canadian provincial governments subsi- 
dize films made locally, and the 
Canadian exchange rate is fa- 
vorable to American producers, 
points out Warren. British 
Columbia, which enjoys those 
advantages and a location close 
to Los Angeles, is now consid- 
ered a “very hot” moviemaking 
location, she adds. 

Still, says Louis, “Boston’s an 
interesting town. It needs a little 
more public and private push to get people 
to come there. It could also use more re- 
sources — rolling stock: a production van, 
cranes, make-up trailers, a honey wagon 
[portable toilets]. I would encourage the 
city or state to look into [getting these] so 
producers know they exist. Things like a 
simple sound system could really make a 
difference.” 


Tunneling in 

Noise from trucks and construction 
equipment has drowned out portions of a 
few performances on Congress Street. 
Artists working in studios on Summer 
Street, wary of dust from the drilling and 
pile-driving outside their buildings, now 
regularly shut their windows. And no one 
can find a place to park anywhere in Fort 
Point Channel during the day. 

But for the 300 or more artists who 
work and live in Fort Point Channel, the 
start of the Central Artery/Third Harbor 
Tunnel project this summer has so far 
been more of a boon than a burden. For 
artists and others interested in the new 
and experimental, Fort Point is livelier 
than it’s ever been. 

The recession-era drop in rents 
throughout Boston, combined with some 
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businesses’ leaving in anticipation of the 
massive construction project, have created 
a surplus of space in the neighborhood. 

Young artists working in every medium, 
from sculpture to video to performance 
art, are snapping up studio space. In the 
past six months, tiny galleries, a vintage 
furniture store, and a real-estate agent 
specializing in lofts have moved into long- 
vacant spaces on Congress Street. 

“You hear a lot more music here these 
days, because there’s a lot more rehearsal 
space for rock bands,” says Nancy Adams, 
co-director of Mobius, the artist-run cen-

ter for experimental work in all media 
that’s been at 354 Congress since 1977. 

Established artists who have worked in 
the area since the late ’70s are taking ad- 
vantage of the ebb in the real-estate market 
to buy and develop buildings in which to 
live and work. 

A group of 41 artists, most of them as- 
sociated with the Fort Point Arts Commu- 
nity, last year signed an agreement to buy 
300 Summer Street and convert it into a 
limited-equity cooperative called the 300 
Summer Street Artists Coop, which will 
include 40 live-in studios for artists and 12 
arts-related businesses. 

The group, led by Fort Point Arts Com- 
munity president Ben Freeman, is now ne- 
gotiating lending agreements with several 
sources. “We hope to be under construc- 
tion in late December or early January,” he 
says. 

“We’re starting to see a kernel of a resi- 
dential community for artists in Fort 
Point,” says Freeman, who notes that the 
300 Summer Coop will be the second legal 
live/work space for artists in the area. 
(The first is 249 A Street.) 

Fort Point Channel, historically the site 
of printing and other light industries that 
have died in Boston, is still commercially 
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zoned for the most part. For that reason, 
most artists who rent space aren’t permit- 
ted by law to live in their studios, though 
many do. 

Artists’ groups like Freeman’s have long 
fought to obtain variances for individual 
buildings. And both the Mayor’s Office of 
Arts and Humanities and the Boston Re- 
development Authority are working with 
artists to make changes in city zoning laws 
that will allow artists to live and work in 
spaces they can afford. 

If artists become legally ensconced in 
Fort Point during the artery/tunnel con- 
struction, it’s less likely they’ll be 
displaced by businesses that 
move to the area when construc- 
tion is completed. In particular, 
an influx of law and legal-ser- 
vices firms is expected because 
of the new federal courthouse 
that’s slated for Fan Pier. 

“We want to continue to at- 
tract artists, but also to build an 
arts community in this place, 
where artists have been central for so 
many years, but where many people move 


out when they become established and | 





want a little more security,” Freeman says. | 
He adds that he and others want to see to | 
it that “Fort Point doesn’t turn into a com- | 


mercial neighborhood with a small, ever- 
changing arts ghetto in its midst.” 


Floating Space 

Those who feared The Space had disap- 
peared when it closed its doors on South 
Street at the end of the summer needn’t 
worry, according to Stella Aguirre McGre- 
gor, director of the experimental gallery 
and performance place. 


The Space is alive and well — it’s just in 
storage while she looks for a new home, 
McGregor says. 


She is still pursuing major Space pro- 
jects, including an installation in the 
pedestrian barriers that have been put up 
by the workers on the Central Artery pro- 
ject, and another focusing on Chinese im- 
migration that will be on view in what was 
once Boston’s leather district. 

While searching for a downtown gallery, 
McGregor plans to sponsor Space pro- 
grams at the Institute for Contemporary 
Art and the Boston Center for the Arts.

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Perot’s deficit-bashing adds to his millions

hen Ross Perot 
first began run- 
ning for the presi- 
dency, the Wall 
Street Journal sug- 
gested some possible movie models for 
the campaign. One was the simple- 
minded gardener in Being There who 
becomes a presidential contender by 
uttering platitudes that sound deep but 
say nothing. Another was Jimmy Stew- 
art in Mr. Smith Goes to Washington, 
the pure idealist who triumphs over 
corrupt insiders. Or perhaps, given his 
penchant for finding anti-Perot plot- 
ters everywhere, Captain Queeg in The 
Caine Mutiny. 





of American industrial revival was bet- 
ting heavily it would never happen. 

According to Citizens for Tax Jus- 
tice’s Robert McIntyre, only about 
eight percent of Perot’s holdings were 
in any US common stocks at all. More 
than three-quarters were invested in 
bonds, mostly tax-free municipals. 
Surprised commentators for the Wall 
Street Journal and the New York Times 
questioned Perot’s top-heavy emphasis 
on bonds, especially tax-exempts. But 
as Howard Stein, chairman of Dreyfus 
Corporation, said at the time, “If you 
had a couple of billion dollars, you’d 
do the same thing — a lot of tax-free 
income, rest and relax.” 

Two worries, however, keep giant 
bond-holders from relaxing complete- 


about a quarter-billion ahead. 

Of course, it’s conceivable that Per- 
ot has drastically changed his invest- 
ment strategy, liquidating his $2 bil- 
lion in tax-exempt municipal bonds 
and pouring the money into industrial 
America. But if he has done this, there 
is no evidence for it. When asked for 
clarification, Sharon Holman, Perot’s 
spokeswoman, said, “I have no knowl- 
edge of Mr. Perot’s finances.” 

Could Perot’s perpetual campaign 
have anything to do with the bond 
market’s year-long celebration? “Oh 
hell, yes,” says John Collins, research 
analyst at the Washington-based In- 
vestment Company Institute, the mu- 
tual-fund industry’s main trade group. 
“When Ross buys TV time, he’s talk-

But after Bill Clinton’s first 
200 days, with Perot still in 
continuous campaign mode, 
the most apt cinematic model 
of all appears to be The Trea- 
sure of the Sierra Madre. Per- 
ot’s wealth has been recently 
estimated at anywhere from 
$2.4 to $3.5 billion. The most 
common figure cited is $3.2 
billion. However many billions 
Ross really owns, he has made 
a staggering amount of money 
— probably more than $250 
million — as a giant dividend 
from his campaigning. And 
that’s just the amount he’s 
earned since the November 
election. 

How does Perot spin the 
straw of political rhetoric into the 
gold of financial net worth? Perot’s 
far-from-simple-minded strategy 
transforms the conventional pluto- 
cratic obsession with deficit reduc- 
tion into a campaign for national sac- 
rifice. It was to save America for our 
grandchildren, he says, that he decid- 
ed to use his fortune in an unprece- 
dented independent run for the presi- 
dency. Then, refusing to drop his 
heavy burden of concern for the na- 
tion’s future, Perot continued the 
fight against Clinton, becoming the 
administration’s most formidable po- 
litical opponent. 

Last fall, many Perot detractors saw 
the $65 million he spent on his cam- 
paign as colossal vanity, a billionaire’s 
self-indulgence. Now, along with the 
grass-roots “United We Stand, Amer- 
ica” movement, it turns out to have 
been a kind of prudent portfolio in- 
surance — one that’s paid off wildly. 

To figure out Perot’s game, though, 





| you have to understand what chips 


he’s playing with. Bonds. Most proba- 
bly, Ross Perot owns more bonds 
than any other individual in America. 
Simply put, his politics are about pre- 
serving and augmenting the value of

ly: economic growth and budget 
deficits. Both create a demand. for 
credit. More borrowing sends interest 
rates up and bond prices down. 

Clinton’s commitment during the 
presidential campaign to a big eco- 
nomic-stimulus program must have 
scared Ross. By creating a new, well- 
defined swing-vote constituency for a 
Herbert Hoover-style deficit-reduc- 
tion program, Perot’s faux populist 
campaign helped turned the Clinton 
administration away from its early 
economic-growth agenda. With Perot 
battering away on the outside, and 
Wall Street figures like economic 
counselor Robert Rubin and Deputy 
Treasury Secretary Roger Altman ap- 
plying pressure from the inside, the 
$20 billion stimulus package pro- 
posed by Clinton in February kept 
shrinking until it had been trans- 
formed into a $500 billion deficit-re- 
duction program. 

The bond markets, as Clinton kept 
telling us, were ecstatic with the 
change in direction. As yields 
dropped, bond prices reached all-time 
highs. According to Fidelity Fund’s 
Virginia Marans, municipal bonds 
have grown in value at an annual rate 
of 13 percent. Perot holds about $2 
billion worth. If you take the appreci- 
ation in their value since November, 
when bonds began to rally, he’s made 
12 percent, or $240 million. 

Next, consider the gains from 
Ross’s approximately $360 million in 
taxable bonds — about 11 percent of 
his $3.2 billion portfolio. The Lehman 
Brothers Treasury Index has gone up 
more than 20 percent since the elec- 
tion, so that would add another $70 
million to Ross’s pot. His approxi- 
mately quarter-billion dollars’ worth of 
stocks would have appreciated about 
14 percent — tack on another $40 
million. Which leaves the 11 percent 
of his portfolio invested in real estate. 
Real estate is down, So let’s say he’s 
lost exactly what he has gained from 
his investments in everything but mu- 
nicipal bonds. Ross would still be 








pretty shrewd.” 

To argue that Perot’s de- 
ficit-reduction campaign made 
Clinton flinch and sent the 
bond market soaring is to as- 
sume that domestic fiscal policy 
makes a difference to the bond 
market. Nowadays, Republi- 
cans are saying no. They have a 
partisan interest in denying that 
Clinton’s strikingly conserva- 
tive fiscal policy has helped 
their natural constituency — 
Wall Street investors. Interest 
rates have gone down every- 

_where, they point out. 

Not true. In Japan, after the 
announcement of a big gov- 
ernment-spending initiative, 
interest rates turned up 

sharply this spring. In August, French 
money-market rates rose from 8.5 
percent to 9.25 percent. Spain, Den- 
mark, and Portugal have all seen rates 
go up and bond prices go down. 

If Clinton had been a conventional 
Democrat, if he’d stuck with his 
February stimulus program, or more 
dramatically, the plan he outlined in 
Putting People First, his campaign 
manifesto, for $41.9 billion in new 
spending, then interest rates would 
probably have risen here, too. Cer- 
tainly financial writers wouldn’t be 
talking about “euphoria” and “buying 
panics” in the bond market, or worry- 
ing about investors’ “herd mentality” 
as they gobble up hundreds of billions 
in new bond offerings. Instead of be- 
ing a couple of hundred million 
ahead, Perot could easily have lost a 
couple of hundred million. 








Fortress Ross 

Given Perot’s position as the na- 
tion’s number-one deficit hawk, his 
famous charts illustrating imminent 
fiscal Gétterddmmerung, his choice of 
John White, Jimmy Carter’s conserva- 
tive budget director, as his principal 
economic adviser, and Warren Rud- 
man, the Senate’s chief deficit-basher, 
as the first name to surface publicly as 
his possible running mate, you could 
be forgiven for interpreting the entire 
campaign as a budget-reduction 
scheme. This would be wrong. Perot 
cares about taxes, too. After all, what 
benefiteth a man in capital apprecia- 
tion if he loseth it to higher marginal 
income-tax rates? 

Perot’s position in tax-exempt mu- 
nicipal bonds provides a mighty 
fortress against any imaginable tax 
scheme. But there are a couple of un- 
defended turrets. The interest income 
from the $2 billion in municipals is 
completely sheltered. But the remain- 
ing $1 billion stands vulnerable. This 
is where national sacrifice for the rest 
of us looms large. 

Does Perot suggest that the sacri-

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fice be offered chiefly in the form of higher marginal in- 
come-tax rates? Noooooo. He’s for truly national sacrifice. 
All Americans should sacrifice by paying across-the-board 
sales and energy taxes. In United We Stand, Perot recom- 
mended a 50-cent-a-gallon, $158 billion gas tax (phased in 
at 10 cents a year over five years) — far more than the 
four-cent-a-gallon tax passed by Congress. And though it’s 
true that higher gas taxes will make Perot’s cigarette racing 
boats more expensive to operate, higher tax rates on the 
upper brackets would obviously have a more damaging ef- 
fect on his billions. Spokeswoman Holman insists, howev- 
er, that Ross is ready for sacrifice. “He’s willing to give up 
his Social Security benefits,” she says. 

The tax plan finally passed by Congress does nick upper- 
income people an extra five percent. (Perot suggested rais- 
ing top rates only two percent.) So the individual with a 
taxable income of $115,000 will now pay a 36 percent tax 
instead of 31 percent. Families that make more than 
$250,000 have to pay an additional 10 percent surcharge 
over that. And Perot? Robert McIntyre, of Citizens for Tax 
Justice, estimates that Perot’s effective rate will go up from 
6.8 percent to 8.5 percent. 

In Robert Altman’s Nashville, still another possible cine- 
matic model for Perot’s campaign, the mysterious candi- 
date Hal Philip Walker manipulates his followers with his 
humble origins and homespun soundbites. Has Perot also 
acquired a following of sheep-like disciples too simple to 
figure out where they’re being led? 

No doubt some are lost in the tall grass of Ross’s 
metaphors. He excites their herd instinct with descriptions 
of the sharp teeth of dangerous predators — the wily 
Japanese, the DC lobbyist, the Mexican worker. But for a 
substantial number, a better zoological image might be the 
schools of pilot fish that swim in the wake of giant sharks, 
catching the smaller morsels that fall from their jaws. 

Since 1990, the fall in interest rates on money-market 
funds has launched a great migration into mutual funds. 
Investors crowded into the stock market. But the rush into 
bond funds was even bigger. Reporting recently about the 
bond binge, the Wall Street Journal noted that bond funds 
have grown nearly $100 billion this year, to a record $673 
billion. 

Are the 19.7 million Perot voters disproportionately into 
bonds? There’s no sure way to tell. But information sup- 
plied by the Roper Center suggests that voters who prefer 
Perot have an economic profile that fits the pattern of Bush 
voters much more closely than Clinton voters. Fewer than 
a quarter make under $25,000. More than a quarter make 
more than $50,000. 

Perot partisans are also far less likely than Clinton sup- 
porters to be the beneficiaries of the social programs Perot 
wants cut — his $141 billion in Medicare and Medicaid 
reductions; the $30 billion in taxes on Social Security ben- 
efits; the $57 billion in taxes on employer-paid health 
plans. 





Hoovernomics 

The deficit is a worrisome problem, but it’s not clear that 
cutting the budget and raising taxes during what may turn 
out to be the deepest downturn since the Great Depression 
represents a wise solution. Government-spending cuts on 
top of downsizings at IBM, General Motors, Eastman Ko- 
dak, Westinghouse, GE, et al. can only reduce consumer 
demand further. It would take an annual growth rate of 
four percent all through the rest of Clinton’s term to make 
up for the 3.5 million jobs lost since the recession started. 
Deficit reduction ensures this will never happen. No won- 
der Nobel Prize-winning economist Paul Samuelson likens 
the whole exercise to starving the patient to death to get rid 
of his tapeworm. 

If low interest rates were really the secret to economic 
growth, historians would look back fondly at the Depres- 
sion years. In the 1930s, government bonds paid one per- 
cent interest. The prime rate — the interest rate banks 
charged their best customers — was only slightly higher. 
Business still wouldn’t invest. 

Indeed, what is scariest about the Perot phenomenon is 
how he has popularized the principal economic strategies 
of Herbert Hoover. In 1932, running for re-election after 
the crash of the stock market and amidst record-high un- 
employment, Hoover campaigned in support of his three 
main initiatives — deficit reduction, a national sales tax, 
and defense of the protectionist Smoot-Hawley tariff. In 
other words, Hoover’s three principal issues are Perot’s 
chief issues. A striking coincidence? 

A karmic interpretation would suggest that Perot is an 
avatar of Hoover. Herbert has simply come back re-incar- 
nated as Ross. After all, both were rich, charismatic busi- 
nessmen. Neither had been elected to anything before run- 
ning for president. Both had become famous for feats of 
derring-do in communist countries — Hoover for deliver- 
ing food to starving people in revolutionary Russia; Perot 
for his attempts to deliver aid to American POWs in North 
Vietnam. And both computer-exec Ross and engineer Her- 
bert claimed to have achieved a higher form of conscious- 
ness from their wealth-earning experiences. 

A more materialistic explanation would stress that when 
the economy turns down sharply, the very rich, the banks, 
and the corporations all have similar interests that they 
promote. Banks don’t lend. Corporations don’t invest in 
new factories. The rich don’t want to risk their capital on 
new investments. Instead of lending, banks take depositors’ 
money and put it in government bonds. Instead of hiring, 
corporations use low interest rates to re-finance their debt. 
Instead of taking risks, the very rich buy bonds and, in 
Dreyfus chairman Howard Stein’s words, “rest and relax.” 
Budget-cutting and shifting taxes onto the proles masquer- 
ades as a recovery plan. A true recovery plan is what 
Hoover’s avatars fear most.

They had much better luck in Canada. Like most 
other countries that developed out of the British Em- 
pire, Canada doesn’t have a tradition analogous to that 
of the First Amendment. The role of the state in re- 
stricting what can be said has a firmer foundation in

Censorship sounds so good when literary crit- 
ics or legal scholars get together and discuss the 
boundaries of what’s in proper taste or what’s theo- 
retically disruptive to our civil society, but they always 
make the assumption — so dangerous for academics 
—- that they and their friends are going to be the ones 
who make the decisions. In Canada, courts decide only 
what Canadian publications are obscene. Do you see 
the rub in there? The Canadian courts do not rule on 
work published elsewhere and imported into Canada. 
That duty — judging the value of the rest of the 
world’s literature — is left to clerks of the Canadian 
Customs Office. Often, it turns out, the duty goes 
specifically to college interns. None of them is given 
any training. 

(That lack of training is the only hope Canadian civil 
libertarians have of restricting Customs’s power. The 
British Columbia Civil Liberties Association and the 
Little Sisters Bookstore, in Vancouver, have sued on 
the grounds that the clerks are inadequately trained to 
judge literature. The case has dragged on since 1990 
and has just again been continued.) 

Once the discussion 
left the university and the 
courthouse, whom do 
you think was hurt by the 
decision that freedom of 
speech should be cur- 
tailed? What would un- 
derqualified customs 
clerks find obscene? 
They weren’t bothered by 
Playboy or Penthouse. In 
fact, the Los Angeles 
Times reports that Cana- 
dian sex publishers are 
delighted by the law. In 
attempting to define just 
what materials are oppressive to women, the govern- 
ment has handed the major publishers a precise nation- 
al guideline on what they can publish without fear of 
interference by anything as bothersome as local-com- 
munity standards. The new laws haven’t hampered the 
business of the smut giants, they’ve helped them. It’s 
interesting that one of the major offenses in Canadian 
law is the depiction of anal intercourse, which is la- 
beled ipso facto a form of obscene male domination — 
something that gay men wouldn’t be alone in dis- 
agreeing with. 

In fact, customs officials were offended by all kinds 
of gay and lesbian writing. Almost all of the books that 
have been seized by Canadian Customs since the law 
went into effect have been shipments made to the three 
lesbian and gay bookstores in Canada. 

Do you think that multinational publishers are being 
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hurt? The huge companies that really do have an enor- 
mous amount of influence on what we think, hear, and 
see? Nah. All the books that have been seized were 
published by small presses. 

My two titles that are involved in the court cases are 
perfect examples of what the censors want to stop peo- 
ple from reading. I Once Had a Master and Other 
Tales of Erotic Love and Entertainment for a Master are 
both sexually explicit works of fiction, but they’re cer- 
tainly literary by any but the most restrictive measure. 
They certainly were written with a literary intent, and 
my critics say they show a nice touch of skill. But they 
are erotic homosexual stories; that’s their first problem. 
And they’re published by Alyson Publications, in Bos- 
ton, a small gay-owned press; that’s their second. 

I’ve recently edited two volumes of erotica, Flesh and 
the Word and Flesh and the Word 2. They are purpose- 
ly provocative and unreserved. They are also published 
by a division of Penguin, one of the largest publishers 
in the world. Do you think that Canadian Customs has 
stopped the importation of those books? Of course 
not. For one thing, it would inconvenience a huge 
multinational corporation that would quickly respond, 
and that could afford to respond, especially since it has 
a Canadian division. The lawyers are in place. 
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That’s what happens when you give the state the 
right to choose who can publish. There ceases to be a 
civil discourse in a university lecture hall, and instead 
you have bureaucracies making judgments that have 
everything to do with corporate power and nothing to 
do with literary qualities or social value or the rights of 
a minority to express itself. 

It seems that no one wants to be on the side of the 
devil. One of the most common strategies that censors 
have is to throw out the most vile material and demand 
that anyone who is opposed to censorship defend it. 
Only the most adamant civil libertarians are willing to 
stand up and do that. Even someone as smart as 
Jonathan Yardley, of the Washington Post Book World, 
felt it necessary to spend half his time in a recent col- 
umn attacking MacKinnon’s latest book, Only Words, 
talking about how distasteful the result of a lack of cen- 
sorship was — all those vile magazines on the news- 
stand offended not his legal sensibility, but his aesthetic. 

What can people do when they’re offended by sexu- 
ally explicit material? My mother is the town clerk of 
Medfield, Massachusetts, and a member of Medfield’s 
Republican Town Committee. She attended a reading 
that I gave with some other gay writers recently. Some 
of the readers got a little raunchy. There was a buzz in 
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the room: “What does Preston’s mother think of all 
this?” After I heard the question often enough, I asked 
her, was she offended? She looked at me askance and 
said, “If people have something to say, it’s more impor- 
tant they say it than worry about me. I could have left 
the room.” 

The truth is, you can’t get around a blanket defense 
of free speech. You just can’t do it. If you try, you’re 
going to end up censoring people you never really in- 
tended to hurt. The debate over censorship has been 
littered with clichés. Let me lob in my own favorite: the 
answer to bad speech is more speech. If erotica bothers 
you, create new forms and put them into the market- 
place of ideas and turn-ons rather than run around 
playing Cotton Mather and trying to shut down every- 
one else. Don’t believe it’s ever easy to stifle someone 
else without potentially harming yourself. Your own 
ability to speak is defined by everyone else’s access to 
the same right. 

Here’s proof: it seems that when Dworkin wrote her 
book Pornography she went a bit too far. When the 
Canadian censors read all the contemptible stuff 
Dworkin had found to illustrate her points, they decid- 
ed that her book, because of her copious quotes, was 
obscene. It’s been banned in Canada. Q

lice K. (not her real initial) stands in 
her kitchen, staring at a thin, blue stick. 

Blue. 

It is blue. 

Alice K. has taken a home pregnancy 
test, and there’s no mistaking the result.

In 
part, she’d just

she was terrified. Terrified of 
his reaction, terrified of having to 
discuss what happened (her feelings that night, her 
negligence), terrified of having to deal with the whole 
thing. It’s not that Elliot M. wouldn’t be supportive — 
he was always supportive — but on some level, Alice K. 
understood that to bring all of this up was to expose 
herself as false, as an imposter. 

She tries to explain this to Ruth E. “I feel like I’ve 
been operating under false pretenses with Elliot M., 
you know? Since we’ve been seeing each other again, I 
feel like I’ve been pretending that everything is hunky- 
dory, everything is just fine, let’s just take it a day at a 
time, all that. And the truth is that things have felt 
much more complicated to me.” 

“Complicated how?” 

Alice K. sighs. “Oh, I don’t know. Just complicat- 
ed.” Complicated in so many ways. The main problem, 
Alice K. understands, is that she never told Elliot M. 
why she’d returned to him. She never mentioned Mr. 
Cruel, her moody and complex ex-boyfriend who'd 
shown up in town after five years away and wanted 
Alice K. back. She never mentioned what the decision 
to choose Elliot M. over Mr. Cruel meant. She never 











discussed the mixed feelings behind it: how Mr. Cruel 
represented sexuality and allure and power and excite- 
ment, whereas Elliot M. represented stability and nur- 
turance and kindness; how on some level choosing 
Elliot M. felt like a practical decision, a compromise;

I'm asking this for my dad, Vern. Had the recent close 
vote on the budget in the House of Representatives been 
a tie, how would they have broken it? Also, not that I’m 
asking for any specific reason, what is the line of presi- 
dential succession?

You’re a good son, Paul, but you should tell dad not 
to be shy — I love hearing from guys named Vern. 
There is no formal method for breaking ties in the 
House, and no need for one. It’s different in the 
Senate, which is probably why people are confused 
about this. The Constitution empowers the vice presi- 
dent, who presides over the Senate, to vote only in case 
of ties. The Founding Parents (I’m so PC) presumably 
spelled this out because the VP is not a senator and has 
few specific duties, and they wanted him to feel he was 
doing something to earn his salary. 

In contrast, the presiding officer of the House, the 
Speaker, is a full member and can vote on any measure. 
By tradition, it is true, the Speaker votes only to break 
ties, but this custom is often breached. If memory 
serves, Speaker Tom Foley voted aye on the budget 
although there wasn’t a tie at the time. 

The main thing is, there’s nothing especially awful 
about a tie vote. Most measures require a majority vote 
for passage. Since a tie is not a majority, the measure 
fails — no sudden-death overtime, no nothing. 

The presidential succession is more complicated. 
There are two cases to consider. The first is when the 
presidency becomes vacant, but the vice-president is 
still On hand. In this circumstance, Article II of the 
Constitution has been interpreted to empower the vice- 
president to assume the office. The new president can 
then appoint a new vice-president under the 25th 
Amendment. Thus Richard Nixon appointed Gerald 
Ford VP after Spiro Agnew’s disgrace, and Ford, hav- 
ing been sworn in as president following Nixon’s 
departure, appointed Nelson Rockefeller. This process 
of appointment by appointees could have continued 
until the next regular presidential election. 

If the president and vice-president took it on the lam 
at the same time, a different law kicks in — namely, 
the 1947 presidential-succession act. This establishes 
the more elaborate line of succession most people are 
vaguely acquainted with, even though there’s never 
been a time when the offices of both president and 
vice-president have been vacant simultaneously, outside 
the normal quadrennial transfer of power. Should a 
dual vacancy occur, however, the presidency would 
pass first to the Speaker of the House, then to the pres- 
ident pro tem of the Senate, then to the members of the 
cabinet in roughly the order in which their departments 
were created — i.e., state, treasury, defense (replaced 
the war department in 1947), justice (attorney gener- 
al), interior, agriculture, commerce, labor, health and 
human services, housing and urban development, 
transportation, energy, education, and veterans affairs. 
That's as far as the official line of succession extends; 
one supposes Congress figured that if you ran through 
all of the above and couldn’t find somebody to be presi- 
dent, the situation would be so chaotic that there 
wouldn’t be much left to be president of. Guess we’d 
just have to call Alexander Haig.

Conceivably, if 
you had, say, a six-foot-diameter windmill mounted on 
top of the car, with the leeward side of each arm cov- 
ered with foil, it might throw off a Doppler-type radar.

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ne day in the mid 1980s, during a 
course in philosophical ethics at 
the University of North Carolina 
that had randomly featured 
movies about the Chilean labor 
movement, political screeds about Central America, 
and chats about local news, the professor dutifully 
handed out forms for students to rate the class. 
“This had just been a very unremarkable 
course,” recalls one student. “What we talked 
about in class wasn’t connected to what we read, 





! 3 and the movie wasn't really connected to 

anything. And when he distributed the forms, the 
professor announced, very matter-of-factly, that whatever the 
students said would have no effect on his career.” 


The professor was right. A scholarly publishing star, he soon left to chair the philoso- 
phy department at one of the country’s largest research universities. He’s there now, pre- 
siding over an academic Olympus, while the undergraduates whom he unremarkably 
taught a few years back are probably as long forgotten as the janitors who cleaned his of- 
fice. That he wasn’t a particularly good teacher didn’t interest the universities that courted 
him. So long as the professor wrote books and presented professional papers, that was 
good enough. And in a way, that’s fine. Complaining that research scholarship is antitheti- 
cal to the university is silly, an argument that belongs to people who take George Wal- 
lace’s caricature of “pointy-headed professors” literally. 

The real issue is why universities have let research become the alpha and omega of 
their culture. Because good teaching is simply assumed, the present system of professorial 
evaluation allows bad teaching to go undetected and unremedied. This means that pro- 
fessors who do well in the public sphere of publication rise to the top, leaving teaching 
stars in a professional steerage class. 

So why is there so little emphasis on teaching? According to the Carnegie Foundation, 
just 58 percent of faculty in four-year schools say their chief interest lies in the class- 
room. Since 1969, the percent of faculty agreeing that teaching should be the primary 
criterion for promotion fell from 78 percent to 62 percent. 

The rules of the academic road have followed those sentiments. Since the 1970s, average faculty 
workloads have dropped from 15 class hours a week to about six, and college costs have risen at five or 
six times the rate of inflation. Semesters are shorter, classes fewer. On average, full professors make 
$65,000 for about 90 minutes of class time a day for the eight months a year that school is in session. Not 
a bad deal at all. 

And, significantly, professors who teach the least make the most money. A new study from the National 
Center on Postsecondary Teaching, Learning, and Assessment finds that professors who spent fewer than 
six hours a week in class made $50,927, stomping on colleagues who made $36,793 for 12 hours of 
teaching. The best-known and highest-ranked professors teach sporadically, if at all. In other words, the 
reward for scholarly success is time away from students. 

When professors do teach, there is little sense of how well they’re doing it. And when teaching is evalu- 
ated, the results are often overlooked. What’s lost, of course, is a simple thing called education — the 
thing students and parents and taxpayers are writing checks for. The disturbing levels of American colle- 
giate academic achievement are well-known: our college graduates read and know mathematics at a lower 
level than their counterparts in other industrialized countries, and, in 1989, a National Endowment for the 
Humanities survey found that half of college seniors couldn’t identify the Emancipation Proclamation or 
The Federalist Papers. 

If any other business — an auto manufacturer, a bank, a supermarket — cut services and raised prices, 
customers would walk out. Universities, however, occupy an inviolate place in American life. Since the GI 
Bill made higher education a broad right instead of a privilege in the years after World War II, a university 
degree has been our intuitive engine of social mobility. 

The engine’s chief operators, the professors, like all other respiratory mammals, respond to systems of 
reward and sanction. Right now, the rewards are in research, and there are no significant sanctions for 
bad teaching over the years. Young academics swiftly pick up on that and tailor their careers accordingly. 
“The message in graduate school is, ‘If you want to get ahead, focus on publishing,’ ” says Robert Speel, a 
young political scientist at Penn State’s Erie campus. Curiously, too, Americans train their college teach- 
ers by forcing them to do labor-intensive research projects, and then expect them to emerge, after years in 
PhD darkness, as engaging teachers. 

Cultural change only comes in times of stress, and the conditions that cause stress are growing in 
higher education for the first time since 1945. Professors who took PhDs — the wonder credential — 
and began their careers in the ’60s are retiring. William Bowen, the former president of Princeton, pro- 
jects that 153,000 new arts and sciences faculty will have to be hired between now and 2012 — a virtual

out of an education? 


100 percent replacement rate for the 156,000 professors 
now at four-year institutions. And the number of people 
seeking a PhD is not keeping pace with expected enroll- 
ments. It’s an opportune time, if there ever was one, to cut 
through the credentialist kudzu and recognize that not ev- 
ery good teacher is good at research, and not every good 
researcher is good at teaching. 

Why do we pretend otherwise? For one thing, when it 
comes to pay and promotion, it’s easier to count publica- 
tions than assess teaching. Though the results of under- 
graduate surveys are published in student course guides at 
Harvard and a handful of the largest state universities, they 
are frequently undervalued by the institutions themselves. 

“Schools always say, ‘We have a file on every teacher,’ 
says Patrick Callan, executive director of the California 
Higher Education Policy Center, in San Jose. “But 
when the tough decisions come around, like tenure 
and promotion, teaching still doesn’t 
count for much.” a 


Good-bye, Mr. Chips 

How to assess classroom perfor- 
mance? For starters, ask the students. 
Measured over time, student evaluation is 
an invaluable resource. Too often, howev- 
er, the formulaic questions (“Was the pro- 
fessor well-organized?”) are too soft to ex- 
tract critical information. 

Formal interviews with students and tough 
questioning are obviously in order, but it’s rare to 
find evaluations that require any faculty participation, as 
interviewing would of course have to do. According to a 
three-year study published in 1993 by the North Carolina 
Center for Public Policy Research, only half of the nation’s 
academic departments use peer evaluation. The American 
Association of Higher Education estimates that 70 percent 
don’t review course materials. 

That lassitude provides cover for a multitude of teaching 
sins. At a graduate school at the University of Mississippi, 
for example, one teacher uses a lit overhead projector, a 
machine that displays material printed on clear plastic 
sheets on a screen for students to read. This man whisks 
the sheets on and off the machine so quickly that students, 
despairing of copying down things like biochemical purine 
ring formulas, try to calculate the professor’s TPM rate — 
transparencies per minute. The record is seven; the aver- 
age is usually five. “So every 10 seconds or so, he’s whip- 
ping off the sheet that’s chock full of information,” says 
one student. “Sometimes, when he slaps the sheet on the 
machine, it will slip off. But instead of putting it back on, 
he just tosses it in the out pile.” Without formal review and 
meaningful sanction, stories like these pass into student 
legend instead of getting corrected. 

North Carolina’s university system is fairly typical of the 
large institutions where a third of all American college stu- 
dents are enrolled. Whereas 99 percent of North Carolina’s 
departments use student forms, only 45 percent ask for 
self-evaluation; 30 percent have peer review; 26 percent re- 
view a teacher’s course assignments, syllabi, and tests; and 
one department in the state — one — conducts exit inter- 
views with graduating majors, presumably the most knowl- 
edgeable sources available. Oversight for tenure and pro- 
motion decisions is vastly more stringent than the evalua- 
tion full-time faculty get after they are permanently ap- 
pointed — a moment that usually falls when a professor is 
38 or 39. That leaves three decades or so of general unac- 
countability. 

Even when evaluation forms are circulated, they often 
get filed with little review. “Routinely, I think chairmen fail 
to look at them,” says Ted Leinbaugh, a tenured professor 
of English at North Carolina’s Chapel Hill cam- 
pus. What is reviewed is research. At North 
Carolina, for example, every March or April, 
full-time professors submit a report to their 
chairperson detailing annual scholarly activity 
to be assessed for salary increases. “In my ex- 
perience, teaching is not explicitly men- 
tioned,” says Leinbaugh. “There’s a tempta- 
tion to measure production, and it’s easier to 
measure publications.” 

A few years ago, Leinbaugh won a three-year distin- 
guished-teaching award that paid him a bonus of $5000 a 
year. After the award expired, the university didn’t give him 
a permanent salary boost. Another winner of that teaching 
award makes $40,000; the median for his rank in the En- 
glish department is $60,000. Publishing scholars are more 
likely to win the university’s endowed chairs, marks of pro- 
fessorial distinction that are held for life. The teaching 
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awards, however, run out. And it’s significant that one of 
the fastest growing segments of the nation’s academic la- 
bor force is in “non-tenure track” jobs in which temporary 
faculty do the bulk of the teaching — but aren’t rewarded 
with full, permanent status. 

Research, of course, is important, but that doesn’t mean 
it can’t be combined with good teaching. In Ohio, one 
campus has a plan in place that merits a serious look. At 
Ohio University in Athens — a 19,000-student school 
with 16,000 undergraduates — there’s a flexible way to 
figure salaries. If a physics professor, for instance, wants 
to be judged more on teaching, his annual 

salary can be computed at 60 percent 
for teaching performance, 20 per- 
cent for research, and 20 per- 
cent for service instead of the more 
familiar 40/40/20 formula. For 
each course the professor teaches, 
students fill out evaluations, usu- 
ally 13 questions to rate differ- 
ent factors from “poor” to “ex- 
cellent”; a salary committee as- 
sesses all the evidence, and a final 
rating is computed. Raises run from 
three percent to seven percent. That’s the 
system’s carrot. 

The stick? If the department doesn’t attract stu- 
dents, the state denies it new positions and money. 
By asking faculty to be realistic about how they spend their 
time, Ohio is doing more than mouthing bromides about 
quality control — it’s forcing teachers to decide where 
their best effort will repay them fi- 
nancially, and students benefit 
from teachers whose salaries are 
tied to the classroom. 

For teaching to become im- 
portant again, reputations built 
on publishing scholarship and 
research grants will have to be 
recast to showcase teaching, 
a tougher sell. Instead of 
building sports-and-fitness 
centers, alumni ought to en- 
dow teaching chairs and 
push for low student-faculty 
ratios and pay scales commensurate with 
teaching ability. And parents and alumni need 
to cultivate a keen sense of reverse snobbery. Snobbery, af- 
ter all, pushed us into this. 

The press for research is really the press for prestige, 
something legislators, alumni, and parents covet as much 
as professors do. In fact, accreditation and foundation 
funding depend, in part, on the percentage of faculty with 
doctorates, the number of research grants won, and how 
many graduate students departments can attract. 

Solutions more radical than declaring good intentions 
are needed, beginning with how teachers are trained. It’s 
one of the curiosities of the American university that a de- 
gree earned by independent research — dis- 
sertations on “oligopolistic structures” in po- 


litical science, for example, or “Anorexia in * 
















years) — is required to teach desultory 
young people. This isn’t a new complaint. 
Jacques Barzun, the wise Columbia profes- 
sor and dean, called the ranks of PhD hold- 
ers “the most expensive and least luxurious ‘ 
club in the world.” He went on: “The doctorate of course 
shows nothing about teaching. After seeing degree hold- 
ers and reading their theses, it is hard to say what 
the title shows.” That was in 1944. 

No question, the aspiring research 
chemist or literary theorist reasonably 
» wants to immerse her- or himself in a PhD 
program for six years to prepare to write or 
experiment throughout a career. But we’re 
curiously wedded to the idea that a PhD is 
the central prerequisite to teach, not just re- 
search. That’s mostly because World War II 
and Cold War defense research drove science faculties to 
require advanced degrees, and the impression quickly de- 
veloped that all faculty had to be treated uniformly. “A re- 
search degree, which is what we all have, doesn’t say any- 
thing about how you might teach,” says James Shinkle, a 

professor of biology at San Antonio’s Trinity University. 
By definition, a good teacher keeps working in his field, 
reading widely. But why the pressure to produce arcana? 
“There’s an obvious distinction between those who are 
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breaking new ground with original research and those 
who, under pressure to produce anything, digest and re- 
gurgitate other people’s original research,” says Daniel 
Cheever, the former president of Boston’s Wheelock Col- 
lege and president of the American Student Assistance 
Corporation. “But academe doesn’t make that distinction.” 


PhDoldrums 

And there’s no sign the university is even interested in 
such distinctions. “I’m not being trained to teach anything, 
even in my speciality,” says one doctoral candidate in the 
humanities at Northwestern University. “I am being 
trained to come up with increasingly outlandish ideas. Be- 
cause these topics, even in something as broad as litera- 
ture, have been gone over so relentlessly for so long, you 
end up pulling your hair out to find the tiniest niche possi- 
ble.” In a lot of ways, the PhD, because of its course work 
and the depths candidates have to plumb, has a salutary ef- 
fect, at least in making the young teacher confident he 
knows his stuff. Not everybody needs that formal training, 
however, and right now, because of university and union 
regulations, there’s no way around it. Except, of course, to 
bury blind credentialism and base college hiring on ability 
and general scholarship, not hyper-specialization. 

It’s not as radical as it sounds. Such a system worked 
here two generations ago, and even later at Oxford, where 
as recently as the ’60s a BA graduate who took a “first” — 
the Oxonian equivalent of summa cum laude — could get 
a fellowship, the English equivalent of an assistant profes- 
sorship. If a candidate who hadn’t taken a first wanted to 
impress a college, he did what used to be called a bachelor 
of letters, a limited research degree, to prove his intellectual 
stamina. And it was simply assumed, both at 

Oxford and in the American university, 
that these bright young dons or professors 

would, under their own power, keep up 
with their fields. 

In 1968, Barzun made a proposal: 
do away with the dissertation and in- 
stead judge a candidate’s writerly 
scholarship with his undergraduate se- 
nior thesis or master’s thesis. Already, 

master’s degrees are occasionally 

awarded by examination only, a conven- 
tion that demands student accountability 
without extracting a tortuously long pa- 
per. If the bachelor’s or the master’s de- 

gree results from rigorous work, the PhD is of increas- 
ingly dubious value. Past attempts at creating what was 
derisively called the “ABD” degree (All But Dissertation) 
didn’t go anywhere. But changing the requirements for 
the PhD is a sound idea. Since all universities have a sev- 
en- to 11-year probation period for faculty, there’s plenty 
of time to correct mistakes. If the PhD lock is picked, 
other institutional checks could go, too. Permanent 
tenure could perhaps be replaced by long-term, renew- 
able performance contracts — another reform that is pe- 

riodically proposed and rejected. 

Princeton’s Institute for Advanced Studies 
and Oxford’s All Souls College are two places 
that honestly acknowledge their missions. 
; Their faculties, interested in research, happily 
supervise others who are interested in re- 
search. There’s no make-believe that a good 
teacher of graduate students necessarily wants 
to teach undergraduates. Those who want to 
do the work of teaching can spend their time, 
equally paid and equally pleased, with younger students. 
Sabbaticals and summers allow plenty of time for the re- 
search most professors do. Frequently, in fact, the busiest 
and best teachers are the best publishers. Columbia’s Li- 
onel Trilling, for example, produced some of the most pop- 
ular essays of mid-century criticism while teaching 11 
hours a week; he wrote his novel during a sabbatical. Simi- 
larly, C.S. Lewis once noted: “I found, as always, that the 
ripest [teachers] are kindest to the raw [students] and the 
most studious have most time to spare.” 

Reward is the rub, of course: division of labor — an old 
idea that somehow never penetrated the ivy thicket — 
can’t mean division of prestige. If the distinction between 
genuine research and make-research is made, the faculties 
are back where they were before the herd mentality took 
hold. As George Lyman Kittredge, the legendary Harvard 
professor, is supposed to have said early in the century 
when asked why he had never taken a PhD: “But who 
would examine me?” Presumably, no one was qualified to. 
It’s too bad Kittredge’s successors in academe have inherit- 
ed his attitude rather than his skill. Q

CRUSHED TO DEATH 


Equal time for the crush-averse 


d: Lawrence Casler might be the grand scourge of 
crushdom. No one will credit him with writing the book 
of love. In fact, his well-known 1974 tome, Is Marriage 
Necessary? (which he’s now rewriting), treats the subject 
contemptuously. He once penned a manifesto for Psychology 
Today entitled “This Thing Called Love Is Pathological.” Not 
surprisingly, crushes don’t fare well in Casler’s worldview, 
either. 

“A crush is, by nature, pretty irrational,” says Casler, a 
professor emeritus at the State University of New York at 
Geneseo. “It’s nothing more than an immature stage of love, 
based on a first impression.” Crush-prone people, he says, 
tend to be emotionally vulnerable. They tend to ride a merry- 
go-round, going from crush to crush, and rarely see their attractions develop into “mature love.” 

“What’s positive about crushes?” he asks rhetorically. “Nothing. I enjoy classical music. I love Beethoven’s 
music; I would never say | have a crush on Beethoven’s music. Crush implies something temporary and promis- 
cuous. They are not desirable.” 

Call Joe Zwicker, a 32-year-old Boston attorney, vehemently anti-crush, also. “I don’t like crushes because 
they’re unrequited,” he says. “I don’t like them to be left to my imagination. My imagination isn’t that interesting.” 

Zwicker had a killer crush on a juror during a trial he worked on in 1985. Every morning, he says, he’d wait 
for her at the elevator. When the trial ended, he got her name from the bailiffs notes and called her. “I remem- 
ber her name was Lisa Denton, she went to Colby College, and she was great-looking. We had a very strained 
lunch together.” 

Five or six years later, Zwicker found himself face to face with Lisa Denton at a Rangers-Flyers hockey game. 
“She was with some investment banker,” Zwicker says. “We recognized each other, made awkward 
eye contact. A few seconds later, an usher kicked me out of my seat. 
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monster crushes for the ages. Allison from Melrose 
Place might surpass them all before she’s canceled. 

Now that I’m getting married, I feel very much at 
one with my crushes. I feel almost liberated, as if my 
engagement insulates me from the perils and indigni- 
ties of actual courtship. 

But my aim here is not to cleanse my conscience be- 
fore the wedding. Rather, it’s to celebrate what I be- 
lieve to be an absolutely healthy — and universal — 
yearning that lurks in most men and women alike, 
homo or hetero, single or connected. 

Crushes. A recent Time cover story on love credits 
the 12th-century troubadours of Provence with the in- 
vention of “courtly love,” an early synonym for crush.

The concept makes even more sense today. In an 
era of high-risk sex and gender-integrated workplaces, 
a good crush can bridge the gap between titillation and 
consummation. In today’s convoluted interpersonal 
universe, a good crush can provide a sweet morsel of 
emotional penny candy. A good crush is simple, harm- 
less, uncomplicated. And although it’s hardly a substi- 
tute for the euphoria of actual sex, or the excitement 
of actual courtship, a good crush has spiritual (if not 
carnal) benefits that deserve our respect. Experts 


agree. 
“We as humans were built to fall in love, become-at- 
tached, and be attracted on the 
side,” says Dr. Helen Fisher, an 
anthropologist at New York’s

History and the author of The Anatomy of 
Love: The Natural History of Monogamy, 
Adultery, and Divorce (W.W. Norton, 
1992). “Our society is very unrealistic 
about projecting onto one person all of 
our hopes and dreams and images of our- 
selves. Crushes can be very healthy, as 
long as they’re kept under control.” 


Guidelines for healthy crushing 

Alas, control. If not kept in the proper 
perspective, a crush can become some- 
thing entirely more complicated than it’s 
worth, and it can lose its charm in a hur- 
ry. Crushes can be tricky to manage, as 
are most things emotionally driven. Here 
are five basic rules to crush by: 


* Know your boundaries. Crushing is 
about energy, not action. It’s best done at 
a distance. This keeps things uncompli- 
cated. Act on it, and you enter the realm 
of courtship, which is something very dif- 
ferent, not to mention more dangerous. 
You risk rejection, dashed. expectations 
— or worse, a date. 

* Keep your crushes secret. (So much 
for me and my crush.)

¢ Have fun with your crush. Laugh 
at yourself. Be promiscuous and have 
multiple crushes, if you want. To my 
knowledge, crushes have resulted in ex- 
actly zero documented cases of AIDS. No 
abortions or palimony suits, either. 

* Choose your crushes carefully. Beware 
of any behavior that could signal you’re 
sinking into an unhealthy obsession. Start 
calling your crush and hanging up at 4 
a.m., and it’s unbecoming, not to mention 
harassing. Hint: crushes who remind you 
of a parent are potentially toxic. 

¢ Complement your crush with an active 
fantasy life. (Self-explanatory — reader’s 
discretion is advised.) 


Crushers 

Most people I know are pro-crush. 

Furthermore, most people I know are 
quick to assign their crushes an almost 
mythical place in their personal history. 
Take my friend Jim Pingeon, a 43-year- 
ad Boston attorney. His voice softens — 
almost cracks — on the phone. 








“I was in sixth grade,” Pingeon says. “I 
was madly in love with a little girl in my 
dancing school named Tina. She had long 
dark hair and dark skin. She was 
thoughtful, kind, and sensitive. I remem- 
ber dancing with her and thinking I was 
going to dissolve into the floor. I stayed in 
love with her for about a year. Even now, 
I look back at Tina fondly. 

“It was a great feeling, I wanted to 
maintain it,” he adds. Years later, when 
he was about 30, Pingeon happened upon 
Tina’s apartment in New York. He was 
tempted to ring her doorbell. “But I just 
kept walking,” he says, his voice trailing 
off. “I wanted to preserve her as I knew 
her.” 

This raises another cardinal rule: a 
good crush can stand the test of time — 
as long as you don’t pollute it with reality. 

Lauren Oelgeschlager, a 28-year-old 
corporate underwriter at WBUR, won’t 
talk for the record about her life’s crush. 
“It was only back in high school, and I’m 
still in love with the guy,” she says. Still, 
put Oelgeschlager down as bullish on 
crushes. “It’s great to have a secret crush 

on someone,” she says. “It makes the 

world go round. It makes you 
smile.” 

Sean Lambert, a 25-year-old 
musician from Andover, says he 
has a crush on “anything that has 

a pulse and a semi-nice figure.” 
The beauty of crushes, he says, is 
that your crushes can be anything you 
want them to be. “In my crushes, I’m al- 
ways amazing in bed,” he says. “And the 
person I have a crush on always knows 
better than to seduce me during Sports- 
Center.” 

Lambert had a major thing for Bob 
Newhart’s wife on The Bob Newhart Show 
in the 1970s. “Not Suzanne Pleshette, but 
the character she played,” he says. “She 
was intelligent, good-natured, and quick- 
witted.” Like most American men between 
the ages of 20 and 90, Lambert was also a 
big-time Mary Tyler Moore guy during 
her Mary Tyler Moore Show heyday in the 
70s. She was perky, puppy-eyed, buxom, 
and — prove us wrong — a virgin. But 
when she played a frigid, castrating 

mother in the movie 
Ordinary People, Moore 
lost much of her crush 

capital. 
Indeed, that’s the dan- 
ger of developing crushes

on actors and actresses. They change 
their roles like their underwear. Prime 
example: whereas Glenn Close made a 
nice, older crush magnet in The Big 
Chill, few have given her a second stare 
since Fatal Attraction. 


The crush of reality 

The modern workplace has become 
fertile breeding ground for crushes. It’s 
where we spend most of our time. It’s a 
contained universe. You see the same 
people every day. You’re likely to share 
similar interests and backgrounds. Peo- 
ple grow on you. People grow into 
crushes. They become antidotes to the 
sameness of the workplace. 

In a recent study conducted by the 
University of Michigan, 22 percent of 
managers reported involvement in a 
“sexually energized but strictly working” 
relationship. Respondents claimed that 
the sexual charge unleashed “creative 
energy,” which thus benefited their pro- 
fessional goals.

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Japanese style; hold 
the rock-and-roll sushi

iyako is another small 
restaurant that has 
moved up to bigger 
quarters without los- 
ing its edge. The orig- 
inal Miyako was a little place in Kenmore 
Square that attracted the cognoscenti 
with outstanding sushi and unusual appe- 
tizers. It moved into a postmodern space 
in the now-fashionable western end of 
Newbury Street, and has since competed 
effectively with the established Gyuhama. 
Miyako has the more romantic atmo- 
sphere, shorter hours, less adventurous 
sushi assortments, better tempura, and 
that fascinating list of appetizers. 

Small plates, really, since one can com- 
bine several of these little dishes for typi- 
cally Japanese meals. And some of the 
them are traditionally used at other points 





oshinko ($3.25) is a small 
assortment of five pickled 
vegetables. Japanese pickles 
can be used as an appetizer, 
but they are more often used 
with rice as a light lunch, or 
with green tea as a post- 

meal savory or digestive. Cy 

The current assortment 
comes with two to six 
pieces of five kinds of pick- 
les, most easily sorted by 
color. The yellow half- 
round slices are takuwan, 
slightly sweet-and-salty 
daikon radish pickles. The 
orange things that look like 
carrot cores are carrots in a 
mild sauerkraut-like mode. 
Green rounds of cucumber 
have a hint soy sauce in the 
flavor, but no darkening of 
the color. 

Fresh color is very much to the point in 
Japanese pickles, though no eggplant was 
ever as blue as these salty pickles. The 
alarming magenta-purple color of what 
look like pickled pieces of gourd skin is 
the natural product of the purple form of 
the herb shiso, which is related to coleus. 
Shiso. also lends a hint of its odd, citric 
aroma. You may find it a proof of the 
acerbity of Japanese culture that pickles 
are comfort food, or you may want to try 
the idea out for a meal. 

Or you may want to go the other way, 
and luxuriously appetize with a small or- 
der of tempura ($6). No waiting for your 
fat and cholesterol here! Miyako has some 
of the best tempura in Greater Boston, 
beautifully designed, artfully fried, and 
brought quickly to the table. The appetiz- 
er order is two clubs of shrimp, three 
green beans stuck together like an ike- 
bana arrangement, a slice of squash, a 
mushroom, and a green pepper. 

Another kind of Japanese snack is den- 
gaku, here translated as sweet soybean 
paste, but usually referring specifically to 
grilled tofu with a sweetened miso sauce 
— the Japanese answer to barbecue. 
Miyako has tofu, daikon, and eggplant 
($6.25) in this style. The eggplant was 
three hot, juicy rounds covered with a 
light brown version of the sauce and some 
sesame seeds. I’ve had dengaku more 
overtly grilled, and not so sweet, but these 
were very enjoyable. 

A sashimi appetizer ($6) was cut cubic, 
with two dark fish (the colors of salmon 
and tuna) and two white fish — two 
pieces of each — with a garnish of shred- 
ded ginger. I was also taken by a culinary 
hybrid: “smoked salmon cocktail” 
($7.95). Yes, that’s right, lox, exiled from

bagels and cream cheese, and presented as 
though it were just another form of sashi- 
mi. And very tasty it is in that context. 

The main dish nigiri deluxe ($17) was 
an excellent plank of sushi, but perhaps 
conservative. The most impressive item was 
a slice of really dark-brown tuna that re- 
minded me how rich the best quality of raw 
tuna can be. The other 10 fingers were a 
cooked shrimp, salmon, red tuna, a pink 
fish, a white fish, and couple of flounders. 
Turrets of flying fish eggs and salmon eggs 
were exciting. The garnishes were the usual 
shavings of ginger and a paste of green 
horseradish. The old Miyako put shiso on a 
platter like this, and didn’t pre-butter some 
of the sushis with green horseradish, which 
I consider a chef’s hedge. All the fish were 
in fine condition, but I suspect the restau- 
rant is nudging us toward sushi-by-the- 
piece, of which there are two detailed 
pages, including nine vegetarian items. 

Chicken teriyaki ($11) is a hearty plat- 
ter, with lots of hacked up 
chicken, a nest of yellow 
noodles, well-cooked large 
carrots, beautifully cooked 
broccoli florets, and a bowl 
of sticky rice. It was served 
on an iron platter, but not 
one heated to sizzle and 
overcook the food. It also 
brought a bowl of white 
miso soup, and green tea. 

Gingushi-yaki ($14.50) is 
a skewered seafood combi- 
nation with scallops, sword- 
fish, shrimp, and a couple of 
fishy cubes of salmon. The 
grillwork on mine was more 
effective with the vegetables 
(broccoli, tomatoes, green 
pepper, onion, zucchini) 
than with the seafood. 

Miyako has a few wines, a 
full selection of Japanese 
beers, and one brand of 
sake, Ozeki, which is clear and slightly flo- 
ral with alcohol in the nose at the warm 
temperature at which it is served. Desserts 
are limited to ginger ice cream ($3, 
chunkier than some), green-tea ice cream, 
red-bean ice cream, and an assortment of 
fruit ($6.50). This last is beautifully carved, 
but familiar stuff like a red delicious apple, 
an orange, pineapple, and a not-too-ripe 
green melon. As Japanese pears and apples 
are now in season, this platter could be 
something special with a little thought. The 
green tea is weak and bracing. 

Service at Miyako is still friendly and 
quick, such that you may not notice that 
dishes are served — in the Japanese man- 
ner — as they come out of the kitchen. I 
did notice the omission of the much-loved 
(elsewhere) hot towels. Shouldn’t the 
Clinton health plan include hot towels at 
all restaurants, to reduce stress? 

Traditional costumes stand out in the 
rather neutral, minimalist design of the 
blue-gray rooms. So do pink flowers and 
white tablecloths, and anything you wear 
(i.e., your socks, if you reserve a table on 
the tatami mats). So does the occasional 
gust of pop music, which may be an effort 
to compete with Gyuhama’s image of 
“rock-and-roll sushi.” 

This is silly, as Miyako has many com- 
petitive points of its own, starting with a 
more authentically Japanese tone. Japanese 
culture has many pop aspects, but 
Japanese eating culture almost always 
looks backward. Miyako’s unusual menu 
helps us look farther into Japanese culture, 
or at least farther away from our own, than 
most other Japanese restaurants. At the 
same time, familiar dishes are available as 
anchors on the stormy sea of multi-cultur- 
alism. Q 
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Renée’s Cafe 


People plod along Somerville’s Holland Street each workday, heads 
down and spirits low as they trudge off to the subway. It’s a shame more 
of them don’t stop and smell the roses — or at least get a whiff of the sa- 
vory aromas emanating from Renée’s Café. The morning sun bathes this 
new storefront restaurant (some will recall it as the site of the old 


Gourmet Express) in a warm light, adding to the cozy atmosphere. Ta- 


bles have glass tops and pretty floral cloths, which match the drapery.

The breakfast food and prices 
are pretty comforting, too. 
Egg specials, which come 
with toast, home fries, a choice of breakfast meat, and a very good cup of 
coffee, start as low as $1.95, and there’s a simple and elegant version of 
eggs Benedict for just $3.25. Renée’s also serves lunch, with daily spe- 
cials and a small selection of hot entrees, like chicken marsala ($4.75), 
pasta primavera ($4.25), and several stir-fry dishes. The place closes 
early, and you can order only cold sandwiches and salads after 3 p.m. 
But at these prices, and with this kind of atmosphere, Renée’s is worth 
making time for. 

Renée’s Café, located at 198 Holland Street, Somerville, is open 
Monday through Friday, 6 a.m. to 6 p.m., and on Saturday and Sunday 


from 7 a.m. to 12:30 p.m. Call 623-2727.

Happy Henrik? 


f Samuel Beckett is modern drama’s premier de- 
Bp ess than Henrik Ibsen is its grim tragedian, 

which may explain why his one stab at optimism, 
The Lady from the Sea, is so rarely performed. The ne- 
glect is puzzling, given that Ibsen’s brooding despair 
has been known to wear on audiences’ patience. You’d 
think people would love, for once, to see the play- 
wright’s gloom lifted. They can, in the first profession- 
al Boston production since 1926, at the Huntington 
Theatre beginning next Friday. 

In The Lady from the Sea, Ibsen gave the peanut 
gallery what it wanted — a happy ending; but the play 
wasn’t a hot ticket when it was first produced. Rarely 
revived since, it’s often referred to as a footnote, a 
sweet-tempered prologue to the dark plays about 
haunted individuals that followed. Ibsen had lightened 


up, but there was no payback — he was 
typecast as the prophet of catastrophe. No 
wonder he went back to tragedy with a 
vengeance. 

Written in 1888 (between Rosmersholm 
and Hedda Gabler), The Lady from the Sea is the story 
of Ellida Wangel, one of Ibsen’s magnificently contrary 
heroines, women with a past as well as great spirits 
who can’t get any satisfaction from the common life 
around them. Unlike the pistol-packing Gabler, who 
turns her gat on herself after stumbling into domestic 
triviality, Ellida is split between going off with her de- 
mon lover or staying with her respectable but unexcit- 
ing doctor hubby. Like so many Ibsen protagonists, 
she’s forced to accept social captivity or a possibly de- 
structive call to give it all up. What makes The Lady 
from the Sea more than sophisticated soap opera is Ib- 
sen’s poetic insight into the impulse for freedom, the 
appetite for rebellion as godsend and damnation. The 
Lady from the Sea is about regeneration of the spirit, 
not just the shrinking of the psyche. 

Ellida’s decision to stay with her husband — who 
wins her back by coming to terms with giving her up — 
has always been a sticking point, maybe evetr a’feminist 


lapse. Perhaps that’s why Ellida is a role that only the 
most emotionally expansive of actresses — such as 
Duse and Vanessa Redgrave — have triumphed in. 
Critic Francis Fergusson described Ellida as “a sadly 
beautiful image of everyone’s ineffable pathos”; the 
character is part flesh and blood; part idea. 

Yet in an age as crazy about psychoanalysis as ours, 
The Lady from the Sea is peculiarly relevant, since Elli- 
da’s madness isn’t so much worked through by her as 
suffered through by her doctor husband. Dr. Wangel 
has to face the truth of his flawed assumptions about 
his happy home, the banality of his tidy life. He’s tor- 
tured by his sanity. Instead of an homage to the thera- 
peutic, The Lady from the Sea questions a cure that 
doesn’t include a measure of disillusionment with the 
method that brought it about. Leave it to Ibsen to write 
a drama in which the salvation of the patient lies in her 
physician’s healing himself. 

The Lady from the Sea, under the direction of 
Sharon Ott, from California’s Berkeley Repertory The- 
atre, is staged by the Huntington Theatre from October 
15 through November 14. Tickets are $18 to $38. Call

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Fantasy islands 


David Cronenberg brings a

tark, hopeless, perverse, 
and transcendent, David 
Cronenberg’s M. Butterfly 
is the year’s most roman- 
tic movie. Romantic in the 





| broadest sense of the word — it deals not 


just with love but with the power and limi- 
tations of the human soul, exploring with 
searing honesty the nature of identity and 
artistic expression, of freedom and repres- 
sion, of sacrifice and narcissism. 

Based on a true story of National En- 
quirer luridness and absurdity, Hwang’s

tale with self-reflexive, pseudo-Brechtian 
devices. His movie adaptation, though, is 
as stripped of artifice as his “heroine” is 
stripped of clothing by the end, revealing 
the truth with unnerving, eloquent naked- 
ness. And compared with the rococo 
grotesquerie of his version of William Bur- 
roughs’s Naked Lunch, David Cronen- 
berg’s work here is positively minimalist. 
The extravagance of the story’s premise is 
muted, the opulence of the Beijing and 
Paris settings is dimmed to sordid glum- 
ness, and there’s only one insect in the 
whole movie (a huge, primordial dragon- 
fly). The film passes like a montage of sub- 
lime tableaux, focusing on the pas de deux 
of its central characters, which is per- 
formed with restrained passion and subtle 
nuance by Jeremy Irons and John Lone. 
Irons is René Gallimard, a young ac- 
countant in the French Embassy in Beijing 
in 1964, a man as alienated from his 
countrymen as he is a stranger in a strange 
land. Out of boredom he attends a con- 
sulate party that features an opera singer 


performing an aria from Puccini’s 
Madame Butterfly. The red and gold vivid- 
ness of the singer and stage stand out like 
a dream from the drab Europeans in the 
audience, but it’s “her” voice — as deli- 
cate and beautiful as a butterfly wing — 
that transports Gallimard. As she sings her 
suicide song, a close-up of Irons’s face re- 
veals the look of infatuation that in his last 
film, Damage, was merely fatuous. He’s 
got it bad, and he doesn’t have the slight- 
est idea what it is. 

Later he approaches the singer, Song 
Liling (John Lone), and with awkward 
earnestness expresses his admiration for 
the opera and the performance. She dis- 
misses him with the party line — such a 
pleasing Western fantasy, the submissive 
Oriental woman and the cruel white man. 
He protests, but she turns and struts away, 
snapping open her fan with a defiant 
come-hither. 

It’s a pleasing fantasy, indeed, and an 
empowering one. Gallimard pursues Song, 
first to the exotic rites of the Beijing opera, 
and then to her own courtyard-enclosed 
bower of bliss, where they violate social 
taboo in a kind of Age of Inexperience. He 
calls her his Butterfly, ‘and she submits to 
that role. Formerly a wimpy bean counter 
terrorized by his colleagues, Gallimard now 
becomes the cruel white man, impressing 
his boss, Ambassador Toulon (lan 
Richardson), with his energy and ruthless- 
ness, and getting promoted to vice-consul. 

As Gallimard shapes Song into his fan- 
tasy, though, she molds him into into an 
image useful for the people’s cause. Galli- 
mard’s macho notion of their relationship 
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translates into the West’s political dealings 
with the revolutionary East; Gallimard ad- 
vises the Americans to deal with Indochina 
with haughty force, the cruel white man 
teaching the submissive Asian respect — a 
policy that ensures the tragic outcome of 
the war in Vietnam. Fortunately, Cronen- 
berg tones down the political implications 
of the love story, implications that Hwang 
glibly indulges in the play. A few intrusions 
of the outside world suffice. Song’s exits 
and entrances are marked by ferment in 
the streets. Red Guards parade and burn 
opera finery during the Cultural Revolu- 
tion, leading to Gallimard’s return to Paris 
and her exile to a labor camp. Years later 
students demonstrate in Paris in 1968, 
and Song turns up at Gallimard’s 
doorstep, where she finds him broken but 
still ardent, welcoming her. 

It’s the inner politics, as usual, that con- 
cern Cronenberg, the interplay of masks 
and mirrors between Lone and Irons that 
conceals and reveals their desire and des- 
peration. Like The Fly and Dead Ringers 
and nearly every film Cronenberg has 
done, M. Butterfly comes down to the com- 
pulsion to overcome individual isolation by 
the breakdown of physical differences. The 
film’s real shock comes not with Song’s in- 
evitable disrobing but in a final prison coda 
reminiscent of Beckett or Peter Weiss’s 
Marat/Sade. Serving time for his indiscre- 
tions, Gallimard puts on a show for his fel- 
low prisoners, a grim parody of the aria 
that originally. won his heart. In it, he be- 
comes his beloved, and the agent of his re- 
lease is a mirror. You can’t get more ro- 
mantic, or transcendent, than that. _ Q 











In the dark? 


Cronenberg and Jeremy Irons 
talk about the illusions of love 


ORONTO — Director David Cronen- 
berg’s films, such as The Fly and Naked 
Lunch, are replete with sexual relationships 
between humans and transformative crea- 
tures. So it’s no stretch for him to depict 
M. Butterfly’s relationship between Westerner René Gal- 
limard (Jeremy Irons) and androgynous Beijing opera 
diva Song Liling (John Lone). David Henry Hwang’s 
screenplay, based on his play, is inspired by the true sto- 
ry of a French diplomat who found out years later that 
his Chinese lover was not only a spy but a man. 

“I wanted the couple to be able to be a metaphor for 
what happens in all human relationships,” Cronenberg 
says. “Human sexuality is an invention. It’s long ago 
been separated from any biological absolute. Each cou- 
ple creates its own sexuality. That’s what this couple is 
doing. They’re writing their own opera, their own ver- 
sion of Chinese culture, their own version of sexuality. 
It’s not as simple as one dumb guy being deluded and 
deceived for eight years, or 20 years, as in the real case. 
It’s more complex than that. 

Irons believes Gallimard’s self-deception is akin to what 
we all do. “Life is trouble and mayhem and starvation and 
children torn apart. But we don’t live with that every day 
because we would go mad. We find the perception of life 
which we can exist with. That’s all Gallimard does. 

“You see a different person if you’re in love with some- 








body, and if you carry that to an extreme, then you can 
make the mistake that Gallimard and Boursicot [the real- 
life diplomat] made. He fell in love with China. He had 
an obsession with the eroticism of the East. He fell in love 
with a culture and an image of a subservient woman.” 

But why doesn’t Gallimard suspect something when 
Song refuses to disrobe during sex? “I don’t think sex 
was that important in the relationship,” Irons suggests. 
Still, when they do have sex, wouldn’t Gallimard learn 
Song’s secret? “I think what we’re skirting around is to- 
pography,” Irons deadpans. He notes that Song invents 
certain techniques that render such a question irrele- 
vant. “There have been rare occasions in my life where a 
woman can do such things that you get to a point where 
your cock could be in a teacup and you wouldn’t care.” 

Cronenberg dismisses comparisons to The Crying 
Game (which wasn’t released until he was well into edit- 
ing M. Butterfly), since he is not out to surprise the au- 
dience the way Jaye Davidson did in that film, or for 
that matter, the way B.D. Wong did in the stage version 
of M. Butterfly. “B.D. Wong, I understand, was very ef- 
fective on stage. A lot of people thought he was a wom- 
an. The difference between the play and the movie is the 
reality of close-up. You are seeing these two people face 
to face in a way that you never have to on stage. You’re 
looking at John Lone’s face from the distance that Jere- 
my is. (You might be able to tell that I prefer movies to 





the stage. Film is capable of much greater subtlety.) 
With B.D. Wong, with the first close-up, the movie 
would be dead. It has nothing to do with acting. He’s 
not enough of a woman.” 

Yet Cronenberg didn’t want Lone to be too much of a 
woman, either. “I had to have someone who becomes a 
real man — not a boy, not a transvestite, like in The 
Crying Game, but a man. That is where all the things are 
revealed and illuminated. So I needed someone who was 
not a perfect woman, someone beautiful and female, but 
not quite. There’s a very fine line. The film is not as 
juicy, interesting, or disturbing if you think you’re 
watching a man and a woman kissing. You should feel 
aware that something else is going on. In the film, John 
is not a man or a woman. He’s an invented creature of 
his and Jeremy’s imagination. 

Lone (The Last Emperor) found that his childhood 
training in a Beijing-style opera troupe in his native Hong 
Kong served him well, though he had played only male 
roles. “Most of us are conditioned. I wasn’t. In the opera, 
it’s all about folklore and mythology. It’s not about play- 
ing a boy. So I never grew up as a boy or a man. I was 
born without a birth certificate. I never celebrated my 
birthday or holidays. I had no sense of time. Which I like 
as an artist. It’s to my advantage to be numberless, age- 
less, not trendy. It’s more fun being an actress sometimes. 
You get away with murder. When I wanted something, | 
would moan, ‘David!’ And he would give it to me.” 

Gallimard’s love for Song is tied to his stereotypes 
about the East, which were codified in the story’s name- 
sake, Puccini’s opera Madama Butterfly, and which Irons 
says still persist. “We all have cultural misconceptions 
about China. We all were up in arms about Tiananmen 
Square. Spend a little time in China, a country of one bil- 
lion, self-supporting and peaceful, and look at America, 
which is 250 million, full of poverty, crime, and unhappi- 
ness. And you think, who are we to say that Tiananmen 
Square is wrong? If we lived in China or South Africa for 
10 years, maybe our opinions would become valid.”

ore than four 
hours in length, metic- 
ulously detailed from 
the buttons on the 
countless Civil 
War re-enactors’ uniforms 
to the great sweep of troop 
movements and strategy, 
and boasting meticulous 
performances capturing 
the spirits of great figures 
from the past, Ronald 
F. Maxwell’s Gettys- 
burg lacks one 



































important detail in re-creating the bloodi- 
est battle fought on American soil — the 
blood. It’s not just the unreality of seeing 
charging soldiers shot point blank by ar- 
tillery and falling down dead with barely 
their hair mussed. It’s the way Maxwell 
portrays the nobility and glory of the con- 
flict without depicting the cost. The film 
allows us to enjoy the spectacle of great 
armies clashing over conflicting ideals, but 
it doesn’t evoke much of the sheer horror 
and sinister menace of one of the first ex- 
ercises in modern war- 

fare fought with 
18th-century 
tactics. Nei- 
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ther does it offer more than a glimpse of 
the unthinkable toll in human suffering 
and wasted lives. 

Gettysburg otherwise remains a work- 
manlike, faithful adaptation of Michael 
Shaara’s fine novel, The Killer Angels. 
Which is no mean achievement. Coordi- 
nating all the elements — about 10 major 
characters, several subplots, thousands of 
extras, several major engagements, the 
symphonic coalescing of events into one of 
American history’s greatest turning points, 
and the tending of countless fake beards, 
muttonchops, and moustaches — is a task 
worthy of the most brilliant general. 

Maxwell is thorough but not inspired; 
he tackles Gettysburg not with the finesse 
and genius of a General Lee but with the 
blunt, hamhanded directness of a General 
Grant. He gets the job done, but he hasn’t 
much patience for subtleties, depth, or 
style. He hammers his points home like a 
repeated frontal assault — you'll get weary 
of officers remarking on “the good 
ground” or Lee wondering what happened 
to cavalry commander J.E.B. Stuart long 
before the film’s intermission. 

One point he fails to carry, and it’s cen- 
tral to Shaara’s novel. The title of the book 
comes from one of many philosophical 
heart-to-heart conversations between 
Union colonel Joshua Lawrence Chamber- 
lain (Jeff Daniels), a former professor of 
religions from Bowdoin College who 

would later win the Congressional 
Medal of Honor, and his Victor 
McLaglen-like valet Sergeant Kilrain 
(Kevin Conway), about the 
nature of warfare and 
the human race. 
“How like an an- 
gel,” Chamberlain 
muses about the 
latter, quoting 
Hamlet. A killer 
angel, notes the 
cynical Kilrain, 
adding that in 
his experience

Brandeis looks at the portrayal 
of Jewish women in film

hat can you learn 
about Jewish women 
from watching 
movies? When did 
sympathetic images of 
immigrant wives and mothers turn into 
harridans? How do misogynist stereotypes 
change when women direct films? What 
does it mean to be a Jewish woman in an 
increasingly secular world? These are 
some of the questions posed by “Nice (and 
Not So Nice) Jewish Girls,” a series un- 
spooling over the next six weeks under the 
auspices of Brandeis University’s Wom- 
en’s Studies Program; the Rabb School of 
Summer, Special and Continuing Studies; 
and the National Center for Jewish Film. 
The most pressing question may well be 
“How can you embrace such immense is- 
sues with one tiny film series?” “Nice 
Girls” reaches back to the silent era — 
and to the turn-of-the century immigrant 
experience — with the newly restored 
Hungry Hearts, a Hollywood product 
based on Polish writer Anzia Yezierska’s 
work, as well as Uncle Moses, a Yiddish 
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Art Theater—influenced film. The series 
tackles still-contemporary image issues 
facing Jewish women with Goodbye 
Columbus and celebrates Jewish entertain- 
ers with Funny Girl. Finally, it looks at the 
future of tradition with Joan Micklin Sil- 
ver’s 1988 film Crossing Delancey and 
Half the Kingdom, a Canadian documen- 
tary that looks at the intersection of old- 
time religion and contemporary feminism. 

What do the films reveal? Uncle Moses 
is a political soap opera set in the sweat 
shops of the Lower East Side. Frequently 
cited for the performance of actor Mau- 
rice Schwartz, the film is probably most 
interesting for its portrayal of the com- 
mon fate of women immigrants working 
under a patriarchal shop owner. Hungry 
Hearts, on the other hand, is a unique 
portrait of one woman’s life. The story is 
about a Eastern European family who, 
having faced the usual problems with 
Cossacks and anti-Semitism, trade in the 
shtetl for the tenements. Then, in what’s 
surely the most powerful display of pre- 
feminist anger on film, Hannah, stuck 
with a luftmensch husband and a family to 
feed, becomes so enraged by her land- 
lord’s attempts at eviction that she takes 
an ax to her own kitchen. 

She’s a far cry from Brenda Potemkin, 
Ali MacGraw’s Westchester-bred/Rad- 
cliffe-educated coed, who’s romanced by 
Neil (Richard Benjamin) in Goodbye 
Columbus. True to the Philip Roth novel, 
the film offers not only a spoiled JAP but 
hateful versions of women of every age, 








could use a 
little more of 
Kilrain’s cyni- 
cism; Maxwell 
from Brenda’s bratty kid sister and up- 
tight mother to Neil’s overbearing aunt. 
Popular in 1969, partly for its generous 
glimpses of MacGraw’s skin, the film 
hasn’t aged well. Today you’re left won- 
dering not only why anyone would cast 
MacGraw as a Jew but what her character 
ever saw in the nerdy Benjamin. 

At least Crossing Delancey (not coinci- 
dentally directed by a Jewish woman) of- 
fers two sympathetic Jewish women, in the 
characters of Isabel, a single yuppie, and 
her well-meaning grandmother, who 
wants her to find happiness with a kosher 
pickle dealer. Even Sylvia Miles’s over- 
bearing yenta is something of a stand-in 
for the filmmaker’s ambivalent affection 
for religious traditions. Of course, the 
godmother, so to speak, of Jewish women 
in front of and behind the camera is Bar- 
bra Streisand, whose Funny Girl broke the 
WASP barrier in American films with its 
portrayal of Jewish entertainer Fanny Brice 
by an actress who refused to look anything 
but Jewish. Nearly 25 years after Funny 
Girl, it’s hard to say what’s more appeal- 
ing about Streisand, her embracing of un-

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holds up his heroes for admiration but 
doesn’t touch much on the dark fratricidal 
impulse, or the base political and economi- 
cal motives, that drew them into conflict. 
There’s hardly a character on either side 
who doesn’t act on the highest principles 
and with the best intentions. In one of many 
speeches that clog the film’s narrative, 
Chamberlain exhorts a company of muti- 
nous soldiers to rejoin the cause by pointing 
out that this is the first war in history fought 
to free people; they are won over by this 
heartfelt and generally false platitude and 
embrace their fate as cannon fodder. 


One reason Chamberlain is convincing | 
is the Jimmy Stewart warmth and charm | 


Daniels brings to him. Not only does he 
project the man’s superior qualities, he 
shows the inner struggle needed to achieve 
them. In the film’s finest sequence, the 
Battle of Littke Round Top, Chamberlain’s 
regiment lies.at the end of the Union line. 
If he’s outflanked, the whole army will be 
rolled up. Continuous Confederate as- 
saults compel the colonel to devise in- 
creasingly desperate, ingenious tactics to 
survive; these culminate in one of the most 
thrilling moments in any war film ever 
made. The excitement and suspense are 
due as much to the spectacle of Chamber- 
lain wrestling with problems and solving 
them as to the frantic, panoramic combat 
that explodes around him. 

On the other side, Martin Sheen and 
Tom Berenger bring depth and complexity 
to the roles of General Lee and General 
Longstreet. Sheen’s Lee shimmers with 
charisma, but there’s also an element of 
vanity that only a truly modest man can 
get away with. Berenger’s Longstreet is a 


more modern personality who counsels:a | 
cautiousness and deliberation that some | 


would construe as cowardice. When by the 
third day of the battle the Union force had 


consolidated itself in an unbreachable po- | 


sition, Lee’s vanity prevailed over Long- 


street’s prudence. The result was Pickett’s | 
Charge, a glorious disaster that would be- | 


come known as the high-water mark of 
the Confederate cause. 

In Gettysburg, though, it’s just one more 
impressively choreographed mock clash of 
arms, though on a grander scale. More 
than the blood, what the film lacks is a 
sense of tragedy, of inevitability, of human 
weakness and strength conspiring to form 
a symphony of savagery and valor. For all 
its sound and fury and fine acting, Gettys- 
burg hasn’t the impact of a single Matthew 
Brady photo of the bloated corpses that 
were the battle’s aftermath. o 


abashedly Jewish roles or her determina- | 


tion to be taken seriously as a director in a 
male-dominated industry. 

Because it comprises a mere six films, 
the series is bound to leave some viewers 
thirsting for more and others wishing the 
curators had dug a little deeper among the 
messier issues raised by movies. Carl Rein- 
er’s Where’s Poppa?, for example, is a si- 
multaneously hilarious and tasteless send-

ambivalence toward this legendary figure 
better than any film that comes to mind. 
Personally, I’d like to hear the panel mem- 
bers dissect Private Benjamin, in which 
Goldie Hawn, the producer and its star,

goyim counterparts, may go to their graves 
wondering when they’re going to see com- 
plex portraits of themselves on screen. But 
that doesn’t mean they don’t wish it would 
be next year in Hollywood.

he late sculptor Elbert Wein- 
berg’s cast of characters is a 
scrappy, heroic lot. Wein- 
berg, who taught and 
worked at Boston University 





| for the last decade of his life (he died in 
1991), was a representational artist when 
figuration was déclassé. He nonetheless 
wrenched noble images out of bronze, 
stone, wood, and marble, finding poetry in

the human figure and poignancy in the hu- 
man struggle. His sculptures, often depict- 
ing characters from myth and the Bible, 
colored with his own version of the story, 
suggest that the process of carving a figure 
from stone is also a metaphor for the com- 
ing-to-be of a human. And a fierce and 
lonely process it is. 

The retrospective of Weinberg’s work at 
the Boston University Art Gallery includes 
many of the artist’s sketches, often drawn 
in ink on lined yellow paper; and these let 
us in on the genesis of some of the sculp- 


tures. The initial sketches for Natural His- 
tory IV, for instance, show a spindly- 
legged man bowing under the weight of a 
great fish, five times his own size, that he 
carries on his back. It’s a shocking image, 
mixing Atlas with the world on his shoul- 
ders and Jonah from the Bible, and sug- 
gesting that man must bear the weight of 
his own evolution, from sea creature to 
homo sapiens. 

The actual sculpture Natural History IV, 
executed the year the artist died, portrays 
a man lugging a fish on his back, but the 
fish is roughly the same size as the man. 
The figure is lithe, naked, and wearing a 
determined, angry expression on his face. 
He holds the fish by the head, which juts 
upward over his left shoulder, eyes wide 
and mouth gaping. Its body flops heavily 
over the man’s back, fins flapping on ei- 
ther side, tail limp. The metaphors are the 
same as in the sketch, but the weight the 
man must bear is not as great, the man not 
so daunted by his task as in Weinberg’s 
original vision. 

The sculptor carved a series of works us- 
ing the theme of Pandora, who opened the 
box that let loose all the evils of the world. 
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In Pandora Emerging (1972), we see a se- 
quence of Pandoras rising from the surface 
of a marble box, all ornamented with rib- 
bony striations. The first is merely a dimple 
in the marble; the third is fully realized, 
with nose, chin, and forehead projecting 
from the box. A bust of a fourth Pandora 
stands separate, but the ribbons cover her 
eyes and mouth, as if the box still con- 
tained her. 

In Pandora and the Serpent (1969) and 
Pandora ex Machina (1971), Weinberg 
puts her back in the box. In each, the 
woman’s face projects from the inside lid 
of a container, as if she were forever 
trapped with what she has revealed. Pan- 
dora and the Serpent has a voluptuous 
viper slithering out of the box, the curves 
of its coils a lovely and frightening coun- 
terpoint to the shape of Pandora’s face 
and hair. Pandora ex Machina, carved 
from granite, shows the box in the shape 
of a turbine, with two halves set on metal 
tracks, as if they were meant to fit togeth- 
er. The inside of one half of the turbine is 
filled with cogs; these have left their mark 
on Pandora’s face, which projects from the 
other half. The sculpture gives the face of 
industry a demonic beauty. 


Many of Weinberg’s sculptures couple | 


human and animal figures, suggesting the 
artist’s fascination with the instinctive, 
bestial side of human nature. At the same 
time, the works have a sacred edge to 
them, hinting not just at human nobility 
but at a sort of transcendence, once we ac- 
cept our whole. selves — beast and all. 
Weinberg’s Charon series depicts the 
mythical boatman of the river Styx pad- 
dling the waters of the underworld. 
Charon IV (1966) is a bronze work that 
portrays a man with broad bare feet poised 
on a small boat, holding an oar in either 
hand as Moses would hold a staff. An alli- 
gator rides on his head, its great tail curl- 
ing down the expanse of his back. The 
man is shamanic, hawk-nosed and stern; 
his cloak billows around his shoulders like 
angel’s wings, as he navigates ‘the river 
with a great, sad power. 

Language played an important part in 
many of Weinberg’s efforts. One of his 
sketches seems to be a poem, written over 
and over: “Dog cries in the shrill thorn 
bush.” Nearby, a sculpture depicts the dra- 
ma: Cries in the Shrill Thorn Bush — Erode 
the Sentinel Hills — A Man Listens — 
Lights His Pipe. His Shades from Hell Com- 
mand the Thrones Abandoned on Olympus 
is a small sculpture of a jackal-like dog, 
probably the mythical Cerberus visiting the 
mountain of the gods from the underworld; 
he’s seated on the back of the empty throne 
of Zeus, looking out over a ragged, empty 
landscape. The words of the title are carved 
roughly into the marble of the hill, each let- 
ter the mark of a barren fate. 

“Art was once upon a time a reaching 
upward and now is applauded for being an 
accurate mirror of our downward rush,” 
this artist once wrote. Until the end, Elbert 
Weinberg struggled upward. Q 











Burning Bridges 





Why America is in love 
with Madison County

t could be the premise for a B- 
movie: a tiny manuscript mutates 
under the influence of a mass-mar- 
keting campaign and word-of- 
mouth and becomes The Book That 
Wouldn’t Die. You already know the mon- 
ster — Robert James Waller’s thin title in 





| an unassuming tan dustjacket called The 


Bridges of Madison County (Warner 
Books). It’s the story of writer/photogra- 
pher/“shaman” Robert Kincaid, who 
meets lonely, discontented housewife 
Francesca Johnson while photographing 





covered bridges in Madison County, Iowa. 
The two have a torrid four-day affair and 
then part; they pine for each other the rest 
of their lives. 

Although this is a story that’s been done 
countless times — that of the mystical 
wanderer who reintroduces passion into 
the life of a misunderstood diamond-in- 
the-rough — it has spent 56 weeks on the 
New York Times bestseller list, with 26 
weeks at number one. Bridges was also re- 
cently lampooned by Garry Trudeau in 
Doonesbury, a pop-culture elevation nor- 
mally reserved for heads of state. And now 
with the release of The Ballads of Madison 
County (Atlantic), a CD of folk tunes sung 





by Waller, it’s almost impossible to escape 
his simple, persistent tale. 

What’s perplexing is why this book, a 
romance novel with some new-age philos- 
ophy, has so captivated the country. Ac- 
cording to Diane Ekeblad, associate di- 
rector of publicity at Warner Books, “Ev- 
erybody [at the company] thought it was 
special right off the bat. People just be- 
come very emotional about this book. It 
strikes a chord. It’s not that it’s fabulous 
literature.” 

She’s right. Waller’s prose is often melo- 
dramatic and his dialogue rarely sounds 
natural. (Example: “I sometimes have the 
feeling you’ve been here a long time . . . 
and that you’ve dwelt in private places 
none of the rest of us have even dreamed 
about.”) The author of two books of es- 
says, Waller frequently slips into essay 
mode, letting Kincaid pursue ideas like 
“My contention is that male hormones are 
the ultimate cause of trouble on this plan- 
et” for two full pages — without a break. 

Even so, the book is adored, so I’ve tried 
to figure out why people are so ready to for- 
give its shortcomings. For one, it espouses a 
romantic ideal most everyone wants to be- 
lieve in: that destiny will guide you to your 
true love. As Robert writes to Francesca in a 
letter, “There was a sort of mindless cer- 
tainty humming blithely along beneath our 
ignorance that ensured we would come to- 
gether.” The literary device of starting off 
with a letter that claims the book was writ- 
ten at the request of Francesca’s children 
enhances Waller’s illusion of reality; so does 
the tale’s real-location setting. 

Then too, The Bridges of Madison 
County holds a separate appeal for each 
gender. Francesca’s story is attractive to 





women; hers is an escape from a dull, pas- 
sionless relationship (which has fallen prey 
to “the inertia of protracted custom”) with 
the help of a sexy, mysterious man who 
“came from [the wind]” and embodies the 
duality that, according to Waller, all wom- 
en want: that of the “poet and the driving, 
passionate lover.” Men can live vicariously 
through Kincaid, the self-proclaimed “last 
of the cowboys,” a “peregrine” who holds 
an uncanny power over women. They can 
pretend women are telling them, “You’re 
the best. . . . No competition, nobody even 
close,” after lovemaking, and that women 
grow “wet between the legs just watching” 
them. Of course, the idea of four days of 
steamy romance and sex with no strings 
attached has its own appeal. 

Waller has tried to extend his cash-cow 


appeal with his album. He’s a competent | 


guitarist and songwriter and a weak singer; 
his CD is mainly a collection of tepid origi- 
nals and bland versions of folk standards. 
“The Madison County Waltz” is a sleepy- 
paced retelling of his novel, with harmonica 
solos and a violin accompaniment. Waller’s 
somnolent delivery and lullaby-like key- 
boards make for a lackluster cover of John- 
ny Mercer’s “Tangerine”; his unexpressive 
vocals sap the life out of Bob Dylan’s beau- 
tiful “Girl from the North Country.” 

Even so, if The Ballads of Madison 
County is anything like its literary coun- 
terpart, it will shoot to the top of the 
charts and remain there. If it doesn’t, no 
skin off Waller; he’ll just watch his video 
on VH-1 or daydream about the movie in 
the works. “Don’t leave, Robert Kincaid,” 
Francesca cries as they say goodbye. But 
she doesn’t have to worry. He’s not going 
anywhere. Q

portunity to see for ourselves. 

The circumstances were not, and could 
not, be ideal. Canned music is never a sat- 
isfactory substitute for a live orchestra. 
The key to Balanchine (there are many 
keys to Balanchine) is action and interac- 
tion, not just on the stage but between the 
stage and the pit; at the Shubert, dialogue 





was reduced to monologue. It’s hard, 
moreover, to assess the state of a compa- 
ny, or its repertoire, when you're seeing it 
in bits and pieces, an excerpt here, a pas 
de deux there. Friday’s program offered a 
reasonable overview: Allegro Brillante and 
Tchaikovsky Pas de Deux (classical Balan- 
chine), Agon (neo-classical Balanchine), 
Pavane (commercial Balanchine), and the 
last half of Who Cares? (New York Balan- 
chine). Saturday’s line-up followed Apollo 
with seven duets: the pas de deux from 
Petipa’s Le Corsaire, three pieces by Peter 
Martins, the pas de deux from Rubies and 
Diamonds, and the pas de deux from Stars 
and Stripes. This last was a distinct anticli- 
max; with 10 principals (Nilas Martins 
was out of commission) and 11 other per- 
formers available, you’d think NYCB could 
have put together more of a finale. 

Not that there wasn’t some great danc- 
ing on offer. Damian Woetzel created an 
Apollo of galactic proportions; mere sec- 
onds after the curtain rose he’d already 
outgrown the tiny Shubert stage. In Le 
Corsaire, he seemed a great bird of prey 
with his gravity-defying leaps and dizzy- 
ingly fast tours a la seconde (which 
prompted the loudest cheers of the 
evening). Jock Soto, partnering Melissa 
Podcasy in Allegro Brillante, Heather 
Watts in “The Man I Love” (from Who 
Cares?) and Martins’s Ecstatic Orange, 
and Lourdes Lopez in Stars and Stripes, is 
the kind of guy a girl can rely on to make 
her look good — always an underrated 
contribution. With développés that paused 
for a nanosecond of thought, Kyra Nichols 
brought a radiant serenity to Tchaikovsky 





Pas de Deux and Martins’s Sleeping Beau- 
ty pas de deux; she even rescued Pavane 
(set to the Ravel tearjerker), turning her 
veil of lamentation into angel’s wings. Kel- 
ly Cass and Melinda Roy were dream girls 
in, respectively, “Embraceable You” and 
“Who Cares?” 

But for all the talent and technique that 
you wouldn’t see across the street at the 
Wang, something is missing at NYCB: a 
center that’s physical, metaphysical, and, 
yes, moral. Mr. B’s cosmology, like Mr. 
Eliot’s, describes a circle of divine love 
rather than the straight line of human 
progress. He choreographs on the Big 
Bang model: expansion and contraction, 
dancers exploding into the void and imme- 
diately imploding back into themselves, al- 
ways in a state of energy. (Apollo’s pulsar- 
like opening and closing of his fist is the 
universe blinking, or God winking.) His 
ballets have no transitions, which is to say 
they’re nothing but transition — “still and 
still moving,” Eliot would have called 
them. His faith (he was Russian Orthodox, 
like Stravinsky) is not the kind that prays 
in public and bans books; it’s the kind that 
kicks, bites, and scratches for the truth 
and in the end discovers order. So the 
moral center turns out to be a physical 
one, as his art spirals out to the farthest 
reaches of the universe and simultaneously 
shoots inward to its Logos. 

In 1993, NYCB neither spirals nor 
shoots: it wanders. Balanchine made each 
dancer the center of the universe; it was 
his gift, and his genius, to find that center. 
The NYCB of Peter Martins seems lost in 
space — a space that’s continually closing 


in on the dancers because they have no 
idea how to fill it. In Balanchine’s chore-

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ography, energy circles back to its source | 
(at a speed that makes nonsense of our | 
notions of time); at the Shubert it just dis- | 


sipated, flying off in all directions. Rather 
than being snapped into position by gravi- 
ty (that is, the force of Balanchine’s logic), 
the dancers assumed the right position; 
where they were meant to become the mu- 
sic (Eliot again: “You are the music while 
the music lasts”), they illustrated it. And 
whereas Balanchine is always subjecting 
you to the pull of opposing forces (think 
of Apollo harnessing the Muses), here they 
canceled each other out. The pelvic thrust 
that moves through sex to childbirth and 
parenting before you know it became just 
a pelvic thrust. In other words, dancing for 
people who prefer masturbation to the real 
thing. 

Even during Balanchine’s lifetime, the 
real thing didn’t turn up every evening. 
But what was missing last weekend is evi- 
dent on the few Balanchine videotapes 
commercially available (where oh where is 
PBS’s “Dance in America” series?): 
Davidsbiindlertdnze, his 1980 masterpiece 
of love and death, and “Peter Martins: A 
Dancer,” which includes the pas de deux 
to Agon danced by Martins and Farrell. 
Farrell moves seamlessly, unconsciously; 
in a piece that begins with brass fanfares, 
news bulletins from the Beyond, she might 
be taking dictation from the Great Chore- 
ographer. Next to that, Wendy Whelan 
and Nikolaj Hubbe look like the shadows 
in Plato’s cave. When Whelan slides be- 
tween Hubbe’s legs and then opens her 
own legs, they simply unfold; Farrell, with 
no beginning and no end, seems to be giv- 
ing birth to the universe. 

The comparison with Boston Ballet isn’t 
always flattering either. Our local compa- 
ny has no hero to compare with Woetzel 
in Apollo; not even Patrick Armand can 
match his size, his sense of appropriation, 
the way he tests himself against the other, 
unseen gods. His very extension, the way 
he stretches, implies a center. But his 
Muses suggested three new roommates in 
their first week of freshman-dorm life; 
self-conscious rather than seductive, they 
left me longing for the I’m-dancing- 


for/with-Mr.-B articulation of Kyra Stras- | 


berg’s Calliope in last spring’s Boston Bal- 


let Apollo — not to mention the implaca- | 
ble sexuality Trinidad Sevillano would | 


surely have brought to Terpsichore. Melis- | 


sa Podcasy’s Terpsichore looks to be 
drawing strength from Woetzel — which 
would be fine for Swan Lake but not -for 
Balanchine’s Eternal Feminine. Even the 
moment when the Muses clap their hands 
and Apollo falls asleep seems calculated. 
Last spring it went bang-bang; here it’s as 
if he had to think about it first. 


On balance the NYCB Apollo has it all | 
over Boston Ballet’s — as indeed it | 
should. But can one say the same about | 


Who Cares? Heather Watts, pushing 40 
and perhaps unable to give “The Man I 
Love” its due, still understands what it’s all 
about. Who Cares? is the first ballet Balan- 
chine choreographed after Farrell got mar- 
ried, and you have to dance it as if you 
didn’t care, even though you do. In “Em- 


braceable You,” Kelly Cass remains tanta- | 


lizingly unembraceable; she’s Leslie Caron 
and Audrey Hepburn rolled into one. And 
Melinda Roy is tantalizingly naughty in 
“Who Cares?” Yet the NYCB ladies evoke 
little sense of erotic danger, whereas Bos- 
ton Ballet’s best Bally girls (Sevillano, 
Strasberg, Denise Pons, Karen Scalzitti) 
know what’s at sta! .. When Balanchine 
finishes off his suite with “I’ve Got 
Rhythm,” he’s not just talking about the 
rhythm of sex, he’s talking about the 
rhythm of the universe. He knows that 
Farrell belongs to his choreography in a 
way that she'll never belong to anything — 
or anyone — else. NYCB is still searching 
for the rhythm of sex. 

In her autobiography, Farrell says that 
Diamonds “is about the majesty of service 
and the glory of humility.” Which fits with 
Balanchine’s own statement that “God cre- 
ates. I assemble.” On the evidence of this 
visit, New York City Ballet — still the best 
company in the world, but don’t we want it 
to be the best ever? — is dancing as if Pe- 
ter Martins had lost the assembly instruc- 
tions. Balanchine passed them on (some 
kind of DNA transplant?) to the ego-less 
Farrell; Martins should put his own cre- 
ations aside (Ecstatic Orange is fun but it 
has no service, no humility — and no 


majesty or glory, either) and consider that | 


NYCB’s end may well lie in its beginning. 
If, as Mr. B tried to tell us, reality is circu- 
lar rather than linear, then the founder of 
modern ballet is still with us. NYCB just 
has to figure out where to look. Q

illiam Finn looks less 
| like Woody Allen, 
Harvey Fierstein, or 
Stephen Sondheim 
than like an ad for 
| Dinty Moore Beef Stew. Big, burly, and 
| bearded, he even has an Irish-sounding 
| name. Yet the creator of the hit musical 
| Falsettos (due at Boston’s Colonial The- 
| atre October 12 through 31) is responsible 
for the most memorable Jewish noodges, 
| homosexual love-seekers, and clever song- 
smithery in recent Broadway history. Not 
that he’s let all the adulation, or the two 
1992 Tonys (for Best Book and Best 
Score), go to his head or appearance. In 
town recently to oversee his mom’s hip-re- 
placement surgery and do a few inter- 
views, he was decked out in no-designer 
jeans and a jacket he kept trying, with rea- 
son, to dispense to the emergency en- 
trance of the nearest dry cleaner. 

Finn, a Natick native and Williams Col- 
| lege grad, has lived with the Falsettos 
| characters almost as long as James Joyce 

did with Finnegans Wake — though the 

end result is more accessible. In 1978 he 

introduced the charmingly egocentric 

Marvin, his wife Trina, and his gay love 

Whizzer in the one-act musical In 
| Trousers; March of the Falsettos followed 

in 1981, Falsettoland in 1990. The second 

two shows — in which Marvin leaves Tri- 
na and adolescent son Jason for Whizzer, 
| Trina marries Marvin’s shrink, Whizzer 
gets AIDS, and Jason gets bar-mitzvahed, 

all against a family grid that moves like a 

kaleidoscope — became Falsettos, which 

opened on Broadway in 1992 and ran 15 

months, meaning that, in the fight over 

family values, it outlasted Dan Quayle. 
Says Finn, “I have very strong feelings 
about family and about what a family is. 

There are many people who were not born 

into my family who are my family. My 

family’s great; I love them a lot. But for 
some reason I was thinking family and 
AIDS at the time that I was writing this 
and trying to find a place where they 
would connect.” Asked why he set the mu- 
sicals in the late ’70s/early 80s, just on 
the cusp of the AIDS crisis, he replies, 

“Because I thought the time when people 

didn’t know what was happening, and the 

audience knew more than the characters 
knew, was just an incredibly touching, and 
horrible, time. You know, some people 

have called Falsettos an AIDS play, but I 

think of it as a family play that takes place

in the age of AIDS.” 

With an opening number entitled “Four 
Jews in a Room Bitching,” it’s also a play 
that takes place in the age of Freud and 
Zabar’s. Finn agrees. “I’m very Jewish, so 
I’m comfortable — you know, I’d always 
wanted to write a musical version of Port- 
noy’s Complaint. And when I wrote March 
of the Falsettos, 1 told someone that, and 
they said, ‘Well, in fact, you kind of have.’ 
Which pleased me a lot, though Philip 
Roth, I think, is really a great writer. But 
things that I think are good I think are 
Jewish. I think Long Day’s Journey into 
Night is a great Jewish play. I think Frank 
O’Hara is a great Jewish writer. It’s some- 
thing most people find annoying about me, 
but around Christmas I use a lot of Jewish 
words because I think we’re needing equal 
time.” 

Finn is composer, lyricist, and librettist 
of the Marvin musicals — though he 
shares book credit for Falsettos with direc- 
tor James Lapine (and remarks of the rela- 
tively inchoate In Trousers that it just needs 
to be “Lapinized”). Still, the comparisons 
to Stephen Sondheim bug him. “I don’t 
like being compared to Sondheim,” he says 
wryly, “but I’m sure it’s not half as much as 
he finds the comparison offensive. I’m sure

they mean it in a flattering way, but we’re 
completely different. The fact that we both 
sort of write shows for smart people 
doesn’t mean we’re similar. Also, I’m fun- 
ny, and he’s very witty. With me it’s very 
scattershot; with him it [the humor] is built 
up by inches. My thing is not really witty, 
because I’m basically kind of emotional. I 
think with his shows he’s taking a much 
more ironic view of the world. And I’m a 
little more just straight down the line. I 
know it’s peculiar to say that about these 
shows, because when you describe them 
they don’t sound that way, but they’re real- 
ly very heartfelt and moving.” 

But is Falsettos — with its home-splin- 
tering hero, whose goal is a “tight-knit” (if 
unorthodox) family, and its baseball-playing 
12-year-old, for whom not every domestic 
pitch is right over the base — family fare? 
New York Times critic Frank Rich thought 
so; he took his sons, ages eight and 12, to 
the show and wrote a piece about it. Says 
Finn, “It’s certainly a show about families. 
There’s something cheerful about Falsettos, 
cheerful despite all that happens. There’s 
something cheerful in the writing, in the 
production, in the tone of the whole piece,

There is a tendency to identify Finn with | 


the appealing but somewhat childlike Mar- 
vin, and the author fights it only half- 
heartedly. “I always say that I’m the oldest 
of three children but the least mature.” 
There is, however, a soupgon of W.C. 
Fields in Finn as well. “I'd love to have a 
child,” he says, “if I could. have it for two. 
hours a day, maybe one hour a day. Kids 
love me, and I don’t know why that is. I 
guess it’s because I just have fun with 
them and after an hour I say, ‘It’s time to 
go, kids, great seeing you.’ I mean, I love 
kids, I have a ball with them. But it’s not a 
parental feeling. I just enjoy kids because 
they’re funny. And anyone who amuses 
me, I love to be around.” 

Not that this is a guy with a particularly 
Pollyannal sensibility. The musicals he 
wrote while at Williams included Sizzle, 
“the central metaphor being the sizzling of 
Ethel and Julius Rosenberg,” Rape, “which 
was a retelling of the Venus/Tannhauser 
story,” and Scrambled Eggs. “It was about 
life in a whorehouse, something I knew a 
lot about. It was imaginary, a whorehouse 
like Genet’s but more pleasant.”

| that other musicals only wish for is its 


backstage format. The story, for those of 
you who've been asleep during the last 60 
years of movie and stage musicals in Amer- 
ica, is about people putting on a Broadway 
show called Pretty Lady. This trick allows 
the audience not only to hear such sweet 
noises-off standards as “I Only Have Eyes 
for You” and “About a Quarter to Nine” 
but also to enjoy the unabashed extrava- 
gance of show-within-the-show fare, in- 
cluding the title song and the novelty tunes 
“Shuffle Off to Buffalo” and “Lullaby of 
Broadway.” And if there’s any question 
whether a musical inspired by a Busby 
Berkeley spectacle can fit onto something 
as foreshortened as a theater stage, “We’re 
in the Money” — which indeed features a 
chorus of green-sequined tap-dancers car- 
rying dimes the size of wagon wheels — is 
as pyrotechnical a production number as a 
Cats-bred theatergoer could want.

Tony winner Maryann Plunkett 
parks her career in Harvard Yard

t was probably inevitable that Israel 
Horovitz’s Park Your Car in Har- 
vard Yard would wind up parked in 
Harvard Yard. Sure enough, fol- 
lowing the play’s 1991-’92 detour 
to Broadway and subsequent idlings at 
Connecticut’s Westport Playhouse and the 
Cape Playhouse, it’s to be garaged at Har- 
vard’s Hasty Pudding Theatre, under the 
auspices of the Cambridge Theatre Com- 
pany and Chamber Theatre Productions, 
October 12 through 24. The engagement 
is a homecoming not just for the play but 
for its co-star, Maryann Plunkett. Possibly 
the only Tony winner (Best Actress in a 
Musical, for Me and My Girl) ever to hail 
from Tewksbury, Plunkett is happiest 
when wrapping her thespian chops around 
her New England roots. “I think in my gut 
I’m an Easterner, a Northeasterner. It’s 
the Puritan spirit or something. But these 
New Englanders, their knuckles are red 
from working, and I can understand that. 
I get off the plane in Los Angeles and I 
think, ‘I can’t believe there are so many 
models.’ Everybody’s walking around in 
lycra-spandex leotard suits.” 

Plunkett has done time in Tinseltown, 
guest-starring on TV series and appearing 
in made-for-TV movies. But you can bet 
there will be no lycra-spandex leotard suits 
for Kathleen Hogan, her character in Park 
Your Car, who resembles Catwoman less 
than something the cat dragged in. A wid- 
owed working-class woman of Gloucester, 
she has answered an ad to serve as house- 
keeper to irascible retired schoolteacher 
Jacob Brackish (E.G. Marshall), who, 
among his legendary misdemeanors, 
flunked not only Kathleen but everyone in 
her and her husband’s extended families, 
ruining their college chances and con- 
demning them to the docks of Gloucester. 

But, says Plunkett, “The woman’s got 
guts. She’s complex, uneducated but very 
smart, and without glamor at all. There’s 
nothing, no pretense, on her face. She 
doesn’t hide behind anything. At first she’s 





somewhat of a lump, an insecure, bum- 
bling lump. And in the course of the play 
— she’s a grown woman, verging on mid- 
dle age, but by the end of the play, she’s 
permitted, she permits herself, to grow 
up.” Not, of course, before venting some 
rage at Jacob Brackish, whose hearing aid, 
conveniently, would not pass muster with 
Ralph Nader. 

“It’s a nice journey,” says Plunkett of the 
play she liked well enough to re-learn for 


’ the Cape Cod and Cambridge engage- 


ments, having played it last summer in 
Westport. (The Broadway cast was Jason 
Robards and Judith Ivey.) “I thought, ‘No 
problem, I just did it last year.” Then I 
picked up the script and thought, ‘I don’t 
remember any of this.” Of course I had 
done a few plays in between, one of which 
was St. Joan.” Just as long as Plunkett, who

played the Maid of Orleans six years ago at 
the Huntington Theatre Company, then re- 
peated the role last season with the Nation- 
al Actors Theatre, doesn’t get the charac- 
ters confused. True, both start out small- 
town nobodies, then get their fires lighted. 
But when Joan of Arc says “wicked,” she 
does not mean “wicked mean” or “wicked 
good” or “wicked awesome.” 

Of the appeal of Park Your Car, the ac- 
tress says, “I think it’s just the humanness 
in it. First of all, everyone has a teacher in 
their past who either inspired them or 
stymied them. Either way, even if you feel 
as though you’re a put-together person, 
you think, ‘Why does this person from so 
long ago still bug me?’ So here is someone 
who actually has this opportunity and acts 
on the chance to come into the life of this 
person and try to resolve things. I think 
when she first enters, she has no idea what 
she’s going to do. She knows she has 
anger, but she’s inconsequential, her 
whole life she has been inconsequential.” 

And what does Jacob Brackish offer her, 
besides the opportunity to play Tony 
Perkins, should she so choose, to his Janet 
Leigh? Well, it turns out Brackish and 
Kathleen have, in addition to a history 
more closely entwined than they imagined, 
opportunities to elevate each other. “I 
think self-esteem is a major thing for all of 
us. Lack of self-esteem prohibits us from 
learning. I was very shy when I was little. I

illed with song, dance, and 
shouts of sexual empower- 
ment, S.J.N.G. — Silence Is 
Never Golden isn’t so much a 
play as a politically correct 





compendium of the cultural gripes and 
erotic joys of black lesbians. It should come 
as no surprise that the angry-young-wom- 
an element of the show, mixed in with con- 
fessional melodrama, renders the piece dra- 
matically inert. Each performer gets short 
(three-to-four-minute) chances to vent her 


| anger and humiliation at society’s hostility, 
| but these brief bits of pain are too fleeting 





to make much of an impression beyond the 
liberal kneejerk. What’s surprising is that 





the evening doesn’t completely sink under 
the weight of the ideological albatross 
around its neck. Given the sweet voices of 
its six-woman cast and the script’s relish of 
sexuality, S.J.N.G. supplies more than the 
predictable tears and scolding — there are 
some moments of joy. 

S.I.N.G’s high spirits spring from its 
undisguised enthusiasm for sexuality, a zest 
for the physical that standard feminist dra- 
ma eschews. In the latter, patriarchal power 
relationships sabotage sensuality in the 
bedroom — women and men suffer 
through unliberated sex. In S.I.N.G., no 
excuses are made for glandular admiration, 
which might be a particular trademark of 
lesbian drama. Performance artist Holly 
Hughes spends five minutes on the shape 
of her lover’s breasts in her latest mono- 
logue, Clit Notes. S.I.N.G.’s opening 
sketch, “Playground,” does little more than 
show that adolescent women are attracted 
to one another’s bodies. A comic bit enti- 
tled “Butch/Femme” amusingly switches 
sexual stereotypes — a femaie couple, one 
in overalls, the other in a dress, switch roles 





when they change their garments. One seg- 
ment, set in a dance club, includes a bizarre 
ode to the “fuck fart.” Another sketch re- 
veals the torrid thoughts of two lesbians at- 
tracted to each other on a bus. 


The point isn’t that sex sells but that the 


form the Women’s Theatre Project has cho- 





sen — a series of short sketches and person- 
al confessions — accommodates the humor- 
ously seductive better than it does the politi- 
cally ambitious. When the group self-righ- 
teously intones the problems of being black 
and bi-sexual in “Am I Black Enough,” or 
pretentiously celebrates the magic in their 
souls in “Spirituality” (at the end of which 
the women remove their robes and stand 
naked), S.I.N.G. loses irony and — because 
the women’s short stories start sounding like 
fodder for Oprah — poignance. 

The program claims that the production 
is about “exploring African American les- 
bian lives,” but the evening is really about 
proclamation rather than exploration. Such 
issues as black females dating white men or 
women, getting breast cancer, and consid- 
ering suicide are brought up and then 
tossed off. S.I.N.G. is an example of a 
growing form of didactic dramatics that 
thinks it’s done its liberationist duty if it 
puts potentially significant fragments of

She has neither become a ma- 
jor Broadway-musical star nor been type- 
cast as the spunky, tap-dancing soubrette 
she played in Me and My Girl. She spent 
the last two seasons acting with the Na- 
tional Actors Theatre, which Tony Randall 
capitalized for Broadway. Although she 
plans to give that a pass next season, it 
seems she’s got Randall in her bones. Here 
she is playing another red-knuckled New 
Englander, as she did in NAT’s The Cru- 
cible. And she’s half of an odd couple. QO

personal experience, culled from interviews | 
or the actors’ lives, “in your face.” Since | 


documenting prejudice or injustice or pain 


is supposed to be enough, playwrights give | 


up at the moment when the hard work of 
turning raw material into art should start. 


Still, S..N.G. has the merit of being la- | 


conic (it runs about an hour and 15 min- 
utes). What’s more, all the women are at- 
tractive, move with grace, and speak clear- 
ly, which partly compensates for the vari- 
able acting skills in a cast made up of pro- 
fessionals and amateurs. And when the ac- 
tresses warble, S.J.N.G. strikes some truly 
thrilling notes: a choral arrangement of the 
show’s theme song, “Silence Is Never 
Golden,” hammers home its feisty message, 
as do other bluesy tunes spread through the 
show. The cast is apparently ecstatic at the 
chance to sing (and speak) about the lives 
of black lesbians. The problem with 
S.I.N.G. is that talk — in drama as in life 
— isn’t enough. g

Celebrating the art and heart 
of singer Sam McClain

magine concocting a blend of these 
four voices. Start with the high, gen- 
tle strain of the Reverend Al Green 
joined to the crushed-stone ferocity 
of Howling Wolf. Throw in the free- 
wheeling shotgun joy of James Brown and 
the straightforward, this-is-how-it-is timbre 
of Muddy Waters. Stir gently, let it sit, and 
now think of what blues great Willie Dixon 
said about superior blues singing: “One day 
a man can have the blues because his girl- 
friend left him, and the next day he can 
have the blues because she came back. 
The blues vary in many ways, so, in 
singing the blues, the best blues are sung 
according to the way you feel at the time.” 
Now spoon into our concoction this 
(Andre Dubus III is the author of the 
novel Bluesman, which was recently pub- 
| lished by Faber and Faber, and The Cage 
| Keeper, a collection of short stories.) 


Dixon truth, fry it on a black iron skillet, 
and you are beginning to approach the 
quality of sound one singer was already 
born with in Monroe, Louisiana, in 1943. 
That singer is Mighty Sam McClain, and 
his new compact disc is Give It Up to 
Love, on the AudioQuest label. 

In the opening lines of the first number, 
the title track, you hear McClain sing 
plaintively of staring at the river, his voice 
steady but already bunched with emotion, 
and you know instantly you’re in good 
hands, that this is no slick studio record- 
ing obligation but a naked and true ex- 
pression of what lies within the man as the 
song moves through him. 

The late Virginia Satir defined intimacy 
as “My own ability to share with you my 
truth.” This seems as accurate a definition 
as any, and it certainly reflects the rela- 
tionship that builds between Sam McClain 
and his listeners: intimate, warm, confes-

sional. Halfway through “Give It Up to 
Love,” only the first number on this fine 
collection of songs, you feel yourself be- 
ginning to do what the rest of the album 
further encourages: give it up to Sam Mc- 
Clain as he sings in a controlled but rock- 
steady range of “sitting and thinking with 
my head in my hands. I don’t want to do 
no wrong; I just want to be a man.” 

You feel you and he are sitting across 
from each other in the kitchen, your chair 
legs touching; the coffee’s cold and there’s 
cigarette smoke in the air, and Sam is 
telling you how it’s been and how it is. 
He’s trusting you with his story, and so 
you begin to trust him. He tells of his tri- 
als, of her leaving when he wanted her to 
stay, how he’s learned to give it up to love 
and let love lead him on. 

But this soon becomes more than a one- 
dimensional testimony to hard-earned and 
enduring hope. With his band — the 
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song’s co-writer, Kevin Barry, on guitar, 
Michael Rivard on bass, Bruce Katz on 
Hammond B-3 organ, and co-writer and 
co-producer Lorne Entress on drums — 
accompanying him like quiet angels on his 
shoulder, their music seems to urge him to 
a more genuine personal truth, one that, | 
throughout this album, McClain reveals 
repeatedly, With Katz’s organ shooting us 
over the bridge, Sam breaks down and lets 
out an anguished howl of his own gospel, 
his voice as squeezed as a man trying to 
hold back long overdue tears: “I don’t 
want to do what’s wrong, Lord, but it’s 
kind of hard to do what’s right.” Here his 
voice hits new peaks, as he sings of trying, 
trying, Lord, to hold on and stand up like a 
man. And it is through McClain’s willing- 
ness to expose himself to the lyrics as that 
you find yourself in the presence of a man 
hanging by his fingertips to the worn and 
slippery edges of his own faith. 

Perhaps you wonder whether he can 
maintain this degree of integrity through- 
out the entire album, stay this open to 
what moves through him, continue to sur- 
render to it with that full and seasoned 
voice. The answer is a resounding yes. As 
one number leads into the next, Mighty 
Sam McClain steps out of the kitchen and 
into the dark blues room of his own soul, 
but he never forgets to take you with him. 
Whether it’s the hard-thumping, bottle- 
throwing blues of his “What You Want Me 
To Do?” or the heavily acoustic love bal- 
lad “Here I Go Falling in Love Again,” he 
includes everyone by not forgetting to in- 
clude himself. He has said that in order to 
sing the way he does, “I got to get the 
right attitude, to get the right feeling. 
Honesty. From the heart. To be as true to 
myself as I can possibly be. And simple 
things are the hard things to do some- 
times. Like honesty.” 

But McClain pulls it off every time. 
Nowhere is this more evident than in two 
of the album’s most moving tracks, Car- | 
lene Carter’s “Too Proud” and the Mc- | 
Clain/Barry/Entress “Tired of These 
Blues.” If before you were in a kitchen, | 
now you're sitting in the dark on the front | 
stoop long after midnight, the beer fin- | 
ished, your elbows on your knees as Sam | 
sings low and bitterly of fools in love being. | 
all the same, too proud. With the low and | 
steady back-up of his band behind him, he | 
takes his disillusioned time building to the 
chorus — which, when it arrives, is an all-_ | 
out pained confession of his own failing. 
In “Tired of These Blues,” with exception- 
ally rousing guitar and organ work from | 
Barry and Katz, McClain is lying flat on | 
his emotional back, singing from a point | 
so low his voice comes from an almost 
desperate place in his body, his register 
twisting and writhing to accommodate the 
power of what he’s feeling. And his voice 
does accommodate it, gracefully, deliver- | 
ing precisely that: grace. 

But this is not a one-note album. Just 
when you feel Mighty Sam has taken you | 
as downhearted as it gets, he follows | 
“Tired of These Blues” with the jackham- | 
mer-driving dance cover “I Feel Good.” 
True to Dixon’s words about the best 
blues being sung in accordance with how 
the singer feels in the moment, McClain 
delivers, once again, his truth — a joyful 
one this time, as utterly believable and | 
moving as the rest. 

To call Mighty Sam simply a bluesman, 
or a soul man, or a singer of gospel, R&B, 
or funk would be misleading. The 11 
songs on this CD make it clear he can do | 
all of the above. He was born with that | 
singing voice, something for which he | 
takes no credit: “I’ve always allowed God | 
the credit. I’ve tried to keep God in every- | 
thing I do.” But there is something he can | 
take credit for, and that is the surrender | 
you hear in his voice every time he sings, | 
his stepping out of the way to yield to his 
own deepest truth of the moment. That 
kind of emotional courage in a performing 
artist is rare today, and it deserves a far | 
wider audience than McClain has so far 
received. 

The final cut in Give It Up to Love is a 
stripped-down up-tempo piece called 
“Lonesome Road.” The sun’s coming up 
over the back streets now, and Mighty 
Sam’s on his feet, walking into the ‘early | 
light. Over Kevin Barry’s syncopated 
chops on rhythm guitar we hear McClain | 
sing high and soulful about heading down 
that lonesome road: 

Gets hard sometimes, 

but I really believe it’s fair. 

I don’t know where I’m going, 

But I know I’m going somewhere. 

Mighty Sam McClain is not only going 
somewhere, he’s going somewhere private 
and special. And the good news is, we’re 
all invited. Q

small factory make big business 
out of unrequited love

h, the pain of unrequited 
love. Oh, the misery 
and the heartbreak. Oh, 
the endless opportuni- 
ties to write cool pop 





songs about it. ; 

Make no mistake, that’s a lot of what 
drives small factory (they prefer the lower 
case), a Providence trio who’ve won a mod- 
est national following through a string of 
indie singles, and who have released their 
first full album, J Do Not Love You (on 
SpinArt), along with non-LP singles on the 
Sonic Bubblegum and Simple Machines la- 
bels. True, romantic tangles have been 
pop’s natural territory since day one. But 
seldom since the Smithereens’ Pat DiNizio 
sang “In a world of pain, I have no peers” 
— or at least since American Music Club’s 
Mark Eitzel obsessed all over Mercury — 
has anyone been quite this upfront about it. 

A few lyric examples, drawn from the al- 
bum’s first few songs: “This letter here is 
just to say that I still don’t feel okay, even 
though I tried to let you go...” (Sigh. . .) 
“She said that I would always be her best 
friend/She said I was the saddest boy she 
ever met...” (Sigh...) “Now you’re 
leaving, and I’m afraid to ask you not to 
go. Hey, what’s the problem?” (Sigh. . . ) 
Bassist Alex Kemp has exactly the plaintive 
voice you’d expect to hear singing those 
lyrics; drummer Phoebe Summersquash 
harmonizes in sympathy; and guitarist 
Dave Auchenbach provides the encourage- 
ment, often counteracting Kemp’s most 
miserable moments with big, uplifting fuzz 
chords. There’s always a real thin line be- 
tween vulnerably resonant songs and 
whiny self-pity; small factory have a solid 
sense of popcraft that keeps them securely 
on the right side. 

Kemp says that the feelings in the songs 
are real, but he comes off in conversation 
less like a romantic casualty and more like 
a serious songwriter with the nerve to lay 
it all out (most of the lyrics are his; the 
music is a three-way collaboration). “It 
was a complicated situation. I was having 
one of those experiences, but I’d also been 
having a hard time communicating with 


| my friends, and it [his break-up] was the 


icing on the cake. But that’s why it’s worth 
writing love songs. In a way they’re encap- 
sulations. A love relationship is really how 
close you can come to another person, and 
if that fucks up . . . but who can keep a re- 
lationship together that long? I was really 
unhappy, and it just took over and kind of 
forced us into this arena.” 

It also redirected the band, whose early 
stuff (they formed in 1991) was boppier 
and more upbeat. “Regardless of how we 
may challenge ourselves intellectually, 
there’s a way we’re really feeling; and 


| that’s what we’re trying to stay on top of. 


It felt more right, more the place to go.” 
And he’s got no qualms about revealing 
himself in the lyrics. “I think of a band like 
Pavement, who came out and admitted 
they were trying to be enigmatic. And that 
can be totally beautiful, since it leaves 
room for people to project. But in a way 
that’s more like some James Dean swagger 
than it is somebody telling you what 
they’re about. For me, the point where 
people project and miscommunicate is ev- 
erywhere. I’m trying to come as close as | 
can, to find out where that disjuncture oc- 
curs. I know that sounds totally fuckin’ 
artsy, but I really do think that way.” 

The most vulnerable song, though, isn’t 
on the album. It’s small factory’s contribu- 
tion to the Simple Machines series of 
“Working Holiday” singles. The label, run 
by the Arlington (Virginia) band Tsunami, 


has been issuing monthly singles all year, 
each featuring two different bands doing 
songs about real or imagined holidays that 
fall within the month. (The February edi- 
tion, for example, includes back-to-back 
songs about the birthdays of Abraham Lin- 
coln and James Brown.) They were on the 
August volume, where an enigmatic 
Tsunami song was backed with small fac- 
tory’s “If You Hurt Me,” whose chorus — 
“If you break my heart, I'll smash your 
car!” — could have been funny, except he 
doesn’t seem to be kidding. And the holi- 
day, as noted on the sleeve, was “the first 
anniversary of Alex’s broken heart.” 

“I didn’t even know they were going to 
say that. We couldn’t think of a holiday, so 
we just sent them the song; then they re- 
membered that it had been a year since the 
break-up it was about. What can you do? 
Just giggle about it, thank God. It’s good 
to remember not to take yourself too seri- 
ously, since that’s what people say I run 
the risk of doing.” 

The various Simple Machines releases 
(and an earlier SpinArt compilation, One 
Last Kiss) also bring together a loose com- 
munity of poppish groups — ranging from 
noisy bands like Seattle’s Velocity Girl and 
Boston’s Swirlies (whose own “Working 
Holiday” is forthcoming) to folk-pop 
groups like Virginia’s Scrawl to eclectics 
like California’s Mommyheads and Noth- 
ing Painted Blue. What these bands have 
in common is a distrust of the studio pol- 
ish that a big-time producer would likely 
give to a melodic band. That’s evident on 
small factory’s album, where the catchiest 
tunes are done with the roughest arrange- 
ments and a first-take spontaneity. 

“It’s one of those synchronized discov- 
eries — everybody’s getting into the theo- 
ry of the fucked-up mix,” Kemp explains. 
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“You record a song, and you throw in 
something out of whack to quirk it up. I 
went to school for painting, and for me it’s 
just the same — you move parts around 
until it feels right.” 

small factory’s next project is to record 
their earlier, happier songs for an album 
they’ll release later this year. But where the 
band are really going can be heard in the 
current album’s last track (well, almost the 
last track: the CD adds nine minutes of 
club ambiance recorded between sets at 
one of their New York appearances). 
“Junkie on a Good Day” begins as the al- 
bum’s moodiest number, then erupts into a 
liberating, high-feedback guitar solo. It 
suggests that inside this small factory, there 
may be a Crazy Horse kicking to get out. 

Think of all the noise bands who refined 
their sound once they learned to write pop 
songs; here we have a pop group headed 
in the other direction. “Writing pop songs 
can be a challenge, but not after you’ve 
done it for two and a half years,” Kemp 
says. “ ‘Junkie’ was a real breakthrough 
piece for us; it made us put our talent 
where our mouth is to open up and play in 
a jazz-like way. It gives us something to 
fuckin’ go for.”

KNOTS & CROSSES SIGNED. Score 
one for the good guys: one of Boston’s 
more eclectic bands, the folk/pop/coun- 
try/rock band Knots & Crosses, have been 
signed to Island Records. Pre-production 
work begins this month on the band’s ma- 
jor-label debut (after two indie releases), 
which is likely to take them in some sur- 
prising directions. 

“The label felt that everything we've 
done so far has been a little subdued,” 
singer Carol Noonan says. “They want to 
bring out more of the rock end of things, 
as well as the folk side.” So the nucleus of 
the group — Noonan, singer/key- 
boardist/guitarist Alan Williams, and gui- 
tarist Rick Harris — are heading to 
Lafayette, Louisiana, at the end of the 
month to work with musicians from that 
area; and after that they’ll do another ses- 
sion in Alabama’s legendary soul studio, 
Muscle Shoals. Different producers and 
rhythm sections will be considered for the 
final product, which will combine redone 
material from the indie albums with a 
handful of new songs. 

Although Island didn’t do too well with 
its last Boston band (Heretix got dropped 
after one album), this seems like a match 
that could work— and it’s even the former 
home of one of the group’s main influ- 
ences, Richard & Linda Thompson. “Some 
of the labels we talked to wanted to push 
us into Adult Contemporary, and others 
wanted us to go alternative,” Noonan says. 
“I always saw us as more of a mainstream 
thing, and I think Island realizes that. In 
Boston we have a BOS audience because 
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that’s the only station that’s played us, but 
I think it can be wider than that. 

“It’s been such a long haul for us that it 
didn’t even feel that eventful when we fi- 
nally signed. I remember signing the con- 
tract and thinking, ‘Whew. Is that it?’ ” 
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ODDS & ENDS. Rumors abound about 
the current state of NRBQ, among them 
that guitarist “Big Al” Anderson has left the 
group, and that bassist Joey Spampinato is 
replacing Bill Wyman in the Rolling 
Stones. But their current label, Rhinc, says 
the group are intact and will finally release 
a new studio album in February. (Although 
the Stones rumor has been reported as 
fact, a Rhino publicist says that Spampina- 
to is “Keith’s choice” whereas Mick Jagger 
wants Howie Epstein of Tom Petty’s 
Heartbreakers, so the outcome is still un- 
certain.) . . . Local R&B band Evil Gal, 
having recently won the Harpers Ferry 
Battle of the Blues Bands, have gone on to 
win the 10th Annual Amateur Blues Talent 
Competition in Memphis; guitarist Joe 
Craig Jones also won an “Albert King 
Award” for most promising guitarist . . . 
And if you happen to be in Japan and des- 
perately need to hear some Boston music, 
the Heavy Metal Horns song “Pepperpot” 
has been adopted as the theme for the 
noontime variety show Warrate Litomo.

Mark Eitzel of American Music Club, does | 
a rare acoustic set at the Causeway tonight 
(Thursday).

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| THE OCEAN BLUE: 


NICE GUYS FINISH FIRST 


The Ocean Blue are not trendy: com- 
pared with much of the music cur- 
rently available on charts, radio, and 


| MTV, they come as a refreshing 
| smack in the face. Rather than imi- 


tate their American contemporaries 
with distortion pedals and unintelligi- 
ble lyrics, this foursome from Her- 


| shey, Pennsylvania, write songs that 


are cool, crisp, and Beatles-esque. 
“Everything these days is noisy, or 
loud, or dance-oriented, and we’re 
not about that,” singer/lyricist David 
Schelzel explains over breakfast in 


| Harvard Square. “We think it’s inter- 
| esting, a band from Hershey sound- 
| ing as if they were from Liverpool.” 


With their third album, Beneath 
Rhythm and Sound (Sire), the Ocean 
Blue’s gentle sound is beginning to 
coalesce into guitar pop of the purest 
order — sweet melodies meeting 
wry, often nostalgic, winsome lyrics, 
resembling British pop more often 
than American rock. Heck, the 
Ocean Blue even have a synthesizer 
player (Steve Lau, plus Rob Minnig 
on drums and Bobby Mittan on 
bass). On Rhythm, songs can be 
bouncy, with cozy strumming and 
simple harmonies (“Either/Or” and 
the current single, “Sublime”), or 
they can convey smooth atmospheric 
wanderings (“Crash”). But they all 
have one thing in common: they 
sound catchy. 

Schelzel points out, “We grew up 
listening to post-punk, English power 
pop music, early U2. Punk was early 
Elvis Costello. I didn’t grow up lis- 
tening to Hendrix or Zeppelin. A lot 
of the bands I’m influenced by were 
influenced by those artists, but we 
took our cues from a second genera- 
tion. Somebody said we reminded 
him of the Byrds, but that doesn’t 
have meaning for us. Heresy, I 
know.’ 

Having known one another since 


| they were dragged to the same 
| church by their parents, the members 
| of the Ocean Blue started playing for 
| fun in one another’s basements, but 


they never recorded anything until 


| 1987, when Schelzel says he fell in 


love with being in the studio. “We 


| made a goal that year to be signed, 


because we didn’t want to play for 


| years and years without being no- 


ticed, like a politician on the cam- 


| paign trail. There is nothing more de- 


pressing than to play to people who 
don’t know your music.” 

They hired a manager who had a 
friend at SBK and suddenly found 
themselves with a a big-league pub- 
lishing deal. Their new contact gen- 
erated interest in the small-town 


| band, who by then had started play- 


| ing sporadically around Hershey. Ac- 
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cording to Schelzel, “10 labels came 
to see us one night, and we were of- 
fered six contracts. We were lucky to 
have so many choices.” 

Two years later came their 
homonymous debut, and in 1991 
they had a minor hit on the follow- 
up, Cerulean, called “Ballerina out of 
Control,” a lightly tripping, vague- 
lyrics tune that was pushed by a tele- 
vision commercial featuring the 
video. “We figured if MTV wasn’t 
going to play it, we’d just buy loads 
of ad space.” 

The Ocean Blue many never be 
fashionable. They certainly aren’t 
ever going to fit the myth of a rock- 
and-roll band who annoy your par- 
ents and rattle your speakers. They’re 
nice people making nice music — 
and that doesn’t bother them at all. 
As Schelzel admits, “We’re not a 
rock-and-roll band in the sense of, 
say, Aerosmith. When we first set out 
I wanted critical acclaim more than I 
wanted album sales, but that’s 
changed. Playing for years with no 
recognition would never have 
worked; I’d have gotten too de- 
pressed, so we never worked at get- 
ting any grass-roots support. Most 
people in Hershey don’t know who 
we are, and that’s okay. We’ve moved 
on from there.”

ANGEL “PAPO” VAZQUEZ: 
BREAKING OUT 


To judge by Angel “Papo” Vazquez’s 
opening set at Scullers last Thursday, 
you’d never guess at the spark and 
discipline that informs his debut CD 
as a leader, Breakout (Timeless). The 
35-year-old, Philadelphia-born trom- 
bonist has become a familiar voice to 
fans of Latin jazz and pop, for both 
his technical prowess and his emo- 
tional warmth. But at Scullers he was 
working with an under-rehearsed 
sextet; the result was a disorderly set 
that gave only hints of his natural vi- 
tality and wit. All the more reason to 
look for Breakout. 

Vazquez has played with the best 
Latin jazz bands today, from cutting- 
edge ensembles like Eddie Palmieri, 
Conjunto Libre, the Fort Apache 
Band, and Puerto Rico’s Batacumbele 
to established greats like Tito Puente, 
as well as pop stars Rubén Blades and 
Willie Colén. With his speed and 
smooth technique (jazz trombonist 
J.J. Johnson was an early influence), 
he handles even the most difficult 
charts with aplomb. And his attractive 
sound — he puts a little growl in the 
background to darken its fruity 
warmth — enhances any ensemble. 
Like the best of his generation, he 
knows jazz as well as he knows Afro- 
Caribbean music, and he blends and 
contrasts both within his own person-

al concept. The new CD embraces 
Vazquez’s Caribbean and jazz her- 
itage in a strong program of originals 
and covers that synchs with the slap 
of palm on conga as easily as the clip- 
clip of stick on hi-hat. 

On the title track, Vazquez’s as- 
sured pacing results in a nicely uni- 
fied solo that’s supple and surprising, 
both gutbucket funky and bebop or- 
nate. On “Chango y Yemeya,” his 
sleek lines are sheathed in a burred 


tone that adds emotional depth to | 


this technical facility. His ballad fea- 
ture, Van Heusen and Mercer’s “I 
Thought About You,” reveals a ten- 
der, lyrical side. 

The powerhouse rhythm section 
— conga player Milton Cardona, 
drummer Steve Berrios, guitarist 
Edgardo Miranda, bassist Andy Gon- 
zalez or Lincoln Goines, and pianist 
Bill O’Connell or Larry Willis — 
keeps the music both fluid and tight. 
It has the requisite flexibility to 
switch from Puerto Rican bomba to 
jazz shuffle, or from Afro-Cuban 
rumba to bop ballad. 

Tenor saxophonist Mario Rivera, a 
steely-toned veteran of virtually every 
important Latin band, jazz or other- 
wise, of the past 30 years, joins 
Vazquez in the front line. Rivera is 
one of the unsung masters of his in- 
strument, and perhaps now that Latin 
jazz is emerging as a major force in 
the mainstream, he’ll get his due. His 
solo on “Bomba Voulez” in particular 
is one of the album’s highlights, with 
his bop proclivities shaped by an in- 
grained sense of clavé rhythm that 
seems to come as naturally to him as 
breathing. 

In the Scullers set, Gonzalez and 
Berrios again joined Vazquez, but 
Cardona, called home by a death in 
the family, was replaced by George 
Delgado. Saxophonist Peter Brainen 
subbed for Rivera and Ronnie Math- 
ews sat in the piano chair. For the 
most part, they couldn’t rise to the de- 
mands of the Vazquez charts. Delgado 
often seemed uninvolved, and Brainen, 
obviously new to the mysteries of the 
clavé, confined himself to tentative 
Coltrane licks that often ignored or 
warred with the rhythm section. 

Although new to the band, the ex- 
perienced Mathews worked himself 
into the music quickly, and his blues- 
drenched solo on the second tune of 
the night, a folk danz6n, was among 
the set’s highlights. Given the level of 
musicianship on stage, there were 


some good moments. Berrios and | 


Gonzalez are always worth hearing, 
and Vazquez played well, but this was 
a band in need of practice and a take- 
charge guy. Perhaps given time and 
































experience, Vazquez’s ability as a | 
leader will match his distinctive voice | 


as composer and soloist.

that’s really up to the Cars’ standard), and, 
just maybe, the start of a comeback. But in- 
terviewed backstage at Bill’s Bar, Ocasek 
— who lives in New York since a well-pub- 
licized celebrity marriage — seems to be 
taking the whole thing in stride. “I don’t 
need to get back in the ring. I’ve been in the 
ring. As an artist I just want to keep making 
records. I don’t have any ambition to return 
to the mega-stage and get back to what the 
Cars were.” 

The album, Quick Change World, has a 
tangled history. The first version, then 
called Negative Theater, was set for release 
last spring. Although often brilliant, the 
heavily electronic album verged on com- 
mercial suicide — or a more commercial 
Suicide, given Ocasek’s longstanding love 
for that New York synth duo. The second 
version is a compromise, retaining Negative 
Theater’s more accessible moments (as the 





experience has convinced him that the Cars sound is still viable. 


new album’s second half or “right side”) 
but adding a stretch of poppier, Cars-ish 
material (as the “left side”). The result is 
less adventurous, but more fun; and it’s the 
first time in years that he’s done the Cars 
sound right. The best of the added songs 
(“Hard Times” and “Don’t Let Go”) bring 
back the radio hooks and emotional tangles 
of old. He’s obsessing over unattainable 
women again, and all’s right with the world. 

The Cars’ decline began on the heels of 
their biggest record, Heartbeat City. Its fol- 
low-up, Door to Door, was a surprising flop 
that toned down the high-tech sheen in favor 
of acoustic guitars, four-part harmonies, and 
rougher-than-usual rockers; though re- 
spectable as a whole, it lacked the usual 
knockout singles. Ocasek’s first solo records 
(Beatitude and This Side of Paradise) came 
out while the band were still together; they 
sounded like Cars albums with a few key el- 
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ements (mostly Elliot Easton’s guitar) miss- 
ing. His post-Cars debut, Fireball Zone, was 
also his low point — a swing to the middle 
of the road and another flop to boot. 

“That was my inspiration not to do the | 
same thing again. I thought, well, I did a 
pretty poppy record and it didn’t do shit, so 
fuck it. I’m just gonna do an ‘entirely new 
thing.” Although he admits his record label 
was relieved when he added the Cars-ish 
material to the new album, he emphasizes 
that that isn’t why he did it. “I was initially 
going for more of a conceptual poetry 
record. But then I started rehearsing the 
new songs with the band and I thought, 
well, why not put on these songs that every- 
body loves? There’s always people who 
think that if I want to be more adventurous, 
I shouldn’t do Cars-like things. But that’s 
always been what I write; it’s self-defeating 
to stay away from it. If ‘Don’t Let Go’ 
sounds a lot like the Cars, it’s because I 
wrote the Cars things.” 

Besides, Ocasek’s experience with the 
younger bands he’s produced — most re- 
cently, Mercury Rev and Black 47 — has 
convinced him that the Cars sound is still 
viable. “I’ve just been producing a band 
called Wheezer, from LA. They’ve got the 
heavy guitars, a pretty grungy sound, and 
they told me they used to play ‘Just What I 
Needed’ live. My engineer for this record 
was doing Soul Asylum, and he said they 
used to play the whole second side of the 
[first] Cars album. It’s good to hear about 
things like that.” 

On stage at the ’FNX gig, Ocasek did 
right by a set of greatest hits, new songs 
and solo obscurities, backed by a°Cars-ish 
band including original keyboardist Greg 
Hawkes and ex-Dark guitarist Roger 
Greenwalt, whose flashy licks were a match 
for the ones Easton used to play. But unlike 
the Cars, whose concerts relied heavily on 
tapes and programming, ‘this group played 
everything live and didn’t feel obliged to re- 
create the records. So Ocasek avoided clas- 
sic-rock paralysis by putting a fresh spin on 
“Since You’re Gone” (slower and moodier 
than the original) and “Drive” (with acous- 
tic guitar replacing the layers of synths). 
And he showed he had more where those 
came from, as the new “Come Alive” and 
“Don’t Let Go” stood up to the oldies. As I 
said, all’s right with the world.

THE BEDROOM TAPES suggest why these albums are not merely the sound of an angry young man. 


he new Rykodisc reissues of 
the first three Elvis Costello 
albums, My Aim Is True, 
This Year’s Model, and 
Armed Forces (the beginning 
of their projected reissue of his entire 
Columbia catalogue), isn’t merely a 
scheme to capture your CD bucks. The re- 
mastering alone puts the Columbia bud- 
get-line CDs to shame: the sound is 
crisper and has more punch. Listening to 
these albums (which I bled white in their 
original vinyl), I’ve heard things I never 
heard before, especially the way Steve 
Nieve’s keyboards, veering from giddy to 
queasy to purely menacing in the course of 
a few bars, work as a sort of trampoline 
for Costello and the other Attractions. 
Nieve lays down a backdrop that adds an 
almost physical sense of scope and depth 
to the band’s sound. 
These reissues have been generously 
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SLIDE ON LIVE 
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crammed with bonus tracks, many of them 
the singles that were collected in this 
country on Taking Liberties. But there are 
also unreleased demos and, the gems of 
the bunch, several tapes made by Elvis in 
his bedroom in the mid ’70s. It’s those 
numbers, songs like the amazing “Imagi- 
nation (Is a Powerful Deceiver),” “Cheap 
Reward,” and “Poison Moon,” that give 
some clue as to why his anger rang so true 
and has worn so well, why, though he was 
only 22 in 1977, when My Aim Is True 
was released, these albums are not merely 
the sound of an angry young man. 
Costello says in his liner notes that his 
vocal models in the mid ’70s were the likes 
of John Prine, Randy Newman, Robbie 
Robertson, and Hoagy Carmichael, mod- 
els he later abandoned for a more visceral 
(and fashionable) approach. It may ‘have 
taken a while for those influences to creep 
back into his singing (as they did on King 


















































of America), but-their sensibility was al- 
ready there, in the pop songcraft of his 
writing, in the thematic sense of history as 
a living presence, in the sobriety of the 
anger and guilt that the albums wallowed 
in. Costello moves from the closed doors 
of bedrooms to the closed doors of gov- 
ernment offices, sometimes conflating the 
two in the course of a line, searching for 
the link between private betrayal and pub- 
lic hypocrisy, realizing that a refusal to be 
shocked doesn’t concede an unwillingness 
to be appalled. His vocals combine the fa- 
talism of country with the rawness of the 
most bitter rock. 

If writers like Prine, Robertson, and 
Newman drew from North American his- 
tory, Costello drew from a specifically En- 
glish background — the gloom that post- 
war optimism never quite cleared away, 
and which seemed danker than ever in the 
England of the ’70s, caught between 
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Thatcher’s economic savagery on the one | 
hand and the attempts by fascist groups 
like the National Front to enlist the young 
by denying history. This perhaps is why all 
three CDs are full of wartime imagery, 
particularly of the concentration camp. 

There’s nothing opportunistic about 
Costello’s use of that imagery, though 
there is something startlingly new. 
Dozens of writers, artists, and historians 
had used the camps as the image of what 
people are capable of doing to one anoth- 
er. What interested Costello was how 
people chose to make sure they weren’t 
the victims next time. There are some 
pretty horrible ways to protect yourself, 
and the young man writing home to his 
mother and father in Armed Forces’ 
“Goon Squad” seems to have found one. 
“They'll never get to make a lampshade 
out of me,” he warns. But to make sure 
they won’t, he’s joined God knows what 
thuggish outfit. Costello has written so 
suggestively, so obliquely, it could be the 
National Front or a Fortune 500 training 
program for young execs. 

Heard together now, Costello’s first 
three records seem part of one large sto- 
ry; emotionally, each flows out of the pre- 
vious one. The clamped-down anger of 
My Aim Is True gives way to the pure re- 
lease of This Year’s Model (a vitriolic au- 
topsy on sex and romance), and that in | 
turn to Armed Forces (along with King of | 
America, his best album), a flawless 
melding of the personal and the political. 

Rykodisc is also releasing the legendary 
bootleg Live at El Mocambo, which cap- 
tures what Costello and the Attractions 
were capable of live (it’s available with | 
the other three CDs beginning October 
19 as part of the boxed set 2 1/2 Years, 
or free to those who buy the three reis- 
sues, collect the coupons included, and 
mail them to Rykodisc). Seeing the band 
live in those days was the equivalent of 
watching a film noir on speed; paranoia 
and toughness flew off the stage at a 
breathless clip. El Mocambo builds to 
such a fury with “Lipstick Vogue” and 
“Watching the Detectives” that by the 
time Costello gets to “You Belong to 
Me,” it sounds like his legitimate claim to 
the crowd. And as if there were no place 
they wouldn’t be willing to follow him. Q

incenzo Bellini, whose sub- 
lime melodies Chopin 
learned from and imitated, 
wrote 11 operas in his brief 
34 years. Three of them — 
Norma, La sonnambula, and his last 
opera, I Puritani — have remained in the 
standard repertory, interest in them blos- 
soming whenever there appears on the 
scene a singer who can combine the tech- 
nical perfection the music demands 
(seamlessly spun-out legato lines and phe- 
nomenal, effortless coloratura brilliance) 
with an intuitive sympathy for the special 
tenderness of the early-Romantic style. 
Bellini said that “the object of opera 
should be to weep in song.” 

Three very different mid-century sopra- 
nos — Maria Callas, Joan Sutherland, and 
Beverly Sills — achieved some of their 
major successes in Bellini. In 1964, 
Sutherland made her Boston debut in 
Sarah Caldwell’s production of I Puritani. 
As Elvira, the Puritan maiden who goes 
mad when her Royalist lover seems to run 
off with another woman (in fact, he’s res- 
cuing the widow of the beheaded Charles I 
from certain execution), Sutherland made 





what was arguably the most brilliant oper- 
atic debut in the history of this city. J Puri- 
tani hasn’t turned up here since. 

So we have to be grateful to the Boston 
Lyric Opera for restoring to us the young 
Bellini’s autumnal masterpiece (final per- 
formances October 8 and 10), and in an 
unfamiliar version — the first American 
performance of an only recently rediscov- 
ered version Bellini made for a production 
in Naples with the legendary mezzo-sopra- 
no Maria Malibran (who never lived to 
sing it). Besides transposing down the 
heroine’s part, Bellini transferred to her 
the final big tenor solo, gave the baritone- 
rival part to another tenor, cut the crowd- 
pleasing but politically inflammatory bari- 
tone/bass duet, “Suoni la tromba,” and re- 
duced the three acts to two. 

The Lyric kindly supplied the press with 
an audio tape of the televised 1986 world 
premiere of this version, in Bari, Italy. It 
invited Philip Gossett, the distinguished 
University of Chicago musicologist who 
brought this version to light, to keep an 
eye on the production. And we have to ad- 
mire the Lyric’s courage in presenting a 
cast of young singers with no box-office 
clout. In fact, these singers did more cred- 
itable vocalizing — even with both tenors 
suffering from colds on opening night — 
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than the international stars on the tape. 

How I would love to report, then, that 
this was a successful production. But the 
Lyric has once again undermined some 
talented performers with a misconceived 
and misguided operation. 

I Puritani has a lot in common with 
Shakespeare’s mysterious late “ro- 
mances,” or late Jane Austen (Persuasion 
was written when Bellini was 15). These 
works abandon strict realism, and their 
happy endings come after real suffering 
and loss. This final joy is perhaps unjusti- 
fied in naturalistic terms but nevertheless 
seems earned through the intercession of 
some power of universal benevolence. In J 
Puritani, music itself embodies that sub- 
lime and healing bestowal of grace. 

Nicholas Muni, however, the Lyric’s 
stage director, aided and abetted by set de- 
signer John Conklin and lighting designer 
Christopher Akerlind, has attempted to ex- 
plain away the Romantic implausibilities of 
Carlo Pepoli’s eloquent though weakly or- 
ganized libretto by translating them into a 
trendy and confusing theater-of-cruelty 
that presents the action largely as the 
nightmare fantasy of the heroine’s de- 
ranged mind. 

Pepoli’s picturesque English fortress has 
become the lobby of London’s King’s The- 
atre, which looks like the inside of the 
Colosseum, with a gigantic slashed por- 
trait of Charles I and walls dripping with 
blood. The rival lover is 4 gore-splattered 
headsman. Elvira gets pushed around right 
in front of her chief-justice father, who is 
later brutally stabbed in her presence 
(Bellini seems deliberately evasive about 
his fate). She does her mad scene in a 
straitjacket. At the last minute, the hero is 
not reprieved but gets beheaded on stage 
| (in a blackout that includes one loud 
| chopping noise not in the score). 

Stage images betray the music at every 
turn. The menacing ax-wielding headsman 
paces menacingly across the stage to the 
tune of one of Bellini’s most charming 
| dances. The chorus, in gray Puritan drag,

sits monolithically at the side of the stage, 
completely disengaged from the action. 
Wildly overcomplicated and artsy lighting 
keeps the very singers you want to see com- 
pletely in the dark. Poor D’Anna Fortunato, 
who sings Queen Henrietta, is stuck on top 
of a wooden scaffolding for almost an en- 
tire act, unidentified and distracting, long 
before her entrance is indicated in the 
score. And since Elvira here is evidently 


| mad throughout, no distinction is made be- 
| tween the music Bellini wrote for her mad- 


ness and the music of her recovery. 
Stephen Lord’s conducting is efficient 
but misses the subtle expansions of musi- 
cal phrasing that are the central factor of 
bel canto style — to allow the singer’s own 


| breathing to shape a lyrical phrase or line. 





Which means the singers themselves are 
getting no help. 
Mika Shigematsu (Elvira), whom the 


| Lyric is pushing as the next Marilyn Horne 


or Cecilia Bartoli, has a soft, warm, flan- 
nel-textured mezzo sound, with unusual 
coloratura flexibility. It gets shrill at the 
top, where it is not always smack on pitch, 
and a little lost at the bottom. She tries to 
act, and in the final scene she works up a 
real head of steam. But there’s none of the 


| inwardness of the famous Elviras — 


though she might have had an easier time 
revealing personal feeling if she weren’t 
forced to sing reclining on the staircase of 
the scaffold or lying down or (in the love 
duet) kneeling on a table top. 

Both tenors — Paul Groves as the Royal- 
ist Arturo (his hair in a thick Mark Morris 
pony tail) and Paul Hartfield as the jealous 
Riccardo — have solid, ringing voices that

rose above their opening-night colds and 
tore into Bellini’s fiendish high notes dead 
on. But only D’Anna Fortunato showed a 
glimmer of true bel canto refinement. 

Last season, the Lyric ruined Puccini’s 
foolproof pathos at the end of La Bohéme 
by turning it into social satire. The year 
before, Rossini’s Cinderella tended her 
hearth fire on board a ship. What’s so 
frustrating about these Lyric productions 
is how thoroughly they fail — or refuse — 
to understand the composers’ intentions. 
It could be 30 years before we get another 
crack at I Puritani. Lorraine Hunt is 
singing her first Carmen in January — will 
she be a union organizer for tobacco 
workers? 

One might pray for but can’t demand 
operatic genius, and Boston has already 
had its share. But is it too much to ask the 
Lyric Opera for good taste and a little 
more common sense?

The Boston Symphony Orchestra has 
just begun its 113th season, and its 20th 
under Seiji Ozawa, still a controversial 
and enigmatic figure after all these years. 
Opening night was devoted to Berlioz, a 
composer Ozawa has a good reputation 
for in some quarters. Why eludes me. I 
hear an externalized brilliance in loud and 
fast passages, but little character or sense 
of the function of Berlioz’s idiomatic or- 
chestral colors. The Gala event had vigor- 
ous but unsubtle performances of the 
Benvenuto Cellini Overture and the 
Rakoczy March (you’d never know it’s 
based on a Hungarian folk song), the final 
two movements from the Symphonie fan- 
tastique, and the gorgeous duet from 
Beatrice and Benedict beautifully vocal- 
ized by soprano Sylvia McNair and ex- 
pressively sung by mezzo-soprano Freder- 
ica von Stade, but sentimentalized in Oza- 
wa’s languid tempo. 

In the last act of The Damnation of 
Faust, Stade was very moving in Mar- 
guerite’s great lament, “D’amour I’ardente 
flamme,” tenor Jerry Hadley was a some- 
times eloquent Faust, and bari- 
tone Benjamin Luxon, even 
with a voice much reduced 
from its past splendors, was a 
vibrantly realized Mephisto- 
pheles. The Tanglewood Festi- 
val Chorus on stage and the 
American Boychoir in the sec- 
ond balcony contributed 
strongly. I didn’t perceive the 
large arch of this astonishing 
score, but from moment to 
moment it was impressive. 

The BSO’s famous wind 
section is now lacking a per- 
manent principal flute, clarinet, 
and English horn, and the 
principal oboist, Alfred Gen- 
ovese, is out with an injury. 
The first subscription concert 
of the season, Friday after- 
noon, began with a moving 
though perhaps too funereal 
performance of the second 
movement of Schubert’s Un- 
finished Symphony (this was 
only the sixth time in 20 years that Ozawa 
has played Schubert), in memory of the 
late BSO clarinettist, Harold Wright, who 
died suddenly August 11. Thomas Martin 
played the great clarinet solo straight, with- 
out stooping to imitate the master’s uncan- 
ny phrasing. Fenwick Smith, acting assis- 
tant principal flute, shone as usual. 

Both Ozawa and the orchestra rose to 
the most significant event of the opening 
week; the world premiere of Hans Werner 
Henze’s Symphony No. 8, which was 
commissioned by the BSO. This is an ex- 
traordinarily engaging and atmospheric 
piece, its three movements inspired by in- 
cidents in A Midsummer Night’s Dream. 

The first movement, Allegro moderato, 
flutters, circles, and sweeps rhapsodically 
through the air with Puck, as he “puts a 
girdle round the earth” in search of the 
magic flower. The second movement, Bal- 
labile (“danceable”), is both more rhyth- 
mic (sometimes even in 3/4 time) and 
more singing. The lyrical violins are the in- 
fatuated Titania; the brazen, galumphing 
trombones, the ass-headed Bottom. Ev- 
erett Firth played a coruscating timpani 
solo, then the movement ended with a 
twitter and a bang. 

Henze says the final Adagio “has some- 
thing to do with the peaceful and gentle 
and lovely epilogue of the play: ‘If we shad- 
ows have offended ...’” Elegiac yet playful, 
tender yet ominous, it’s like walking into a 
cobweb: all gossamer, but you can’t brush 
it away — that delicate creepiness sticks to 
your skin. There’s another sweeping cli- 
max, then on sustained chords the music 
fades, and it too stays with you. Q

et Shop Boys were disco 
when disco wasn’t cool. 
Long before pop stars were 
remaking old hits by Barry 
| White and Chaka Khan to 
| cash in on the recent ’70s revival, the 
| British duo of Neil Tennant and Chris 
| Lowe were reveling in a moldy genre. 
| Their 1985 debut, Please, and the appro- 
| priately titled remix album, Disco, em- 
| ployed the tools of the disco trade — 
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overproduction, synthesized orchestras, 
and hyperactive dance beats. And 1988’s 
Introspective was a full-fledged leap into 
Travolta territory, including a glitzy and 
unequaled version of Elvis’s “Always on 
My Mind.” Not surprisingly, PSB’s neo- 
disco was met with a lukewarm reception, 
and they returned in 1990 with the subtler, 
less dance-oriented Behavior. Now that 
the world has become dance-friendly once 
again, Tennant and Lowe have taken the 
disco ball and run with it on their latest. 
Although Very (EMI/ERG) is almost ex- 
clusively a dance album, Pet Shop Boys

have not sacrificed their wry, sophisticated 
wit, or their ability to mix complex human 
emotions with slick dance tracks. Case in 
point is the first single, “Can You Forgive 
Her?”, which combines the bravado of an 
electronic brass-and-strings orchestra and 
a commanding dance beat with the bitter- 
sweet reflections of a henpecked boyfriend 
who denies his homosexuality: “Remember 
when you were more easily led/Behind the 
cricket pavilion and the bicycle shed/ 
Trembling as your dreams came true.” 
The dynamic “Yesterday, When I Was 
Mad” goes from soaring synthesizers to a 
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rapid-fire techno beat, punctuated by Ten- 
nant’s distorted vocals, which convey 
anger, disillusionment, and insecurity all at 
once. “To Speak Is a Sin” radiates loneli- 
ness with its spare keyboards and Ten- 
nant’s melancholy delivery of lines like 
“Looking for love and getting/Nothing 
that’s worth regretting.” The disco-with- 
depth idea doesn’t work as well in “The 
Theatre,” a tribute to England’s runaways 
that lacks the sting of earlier PSB attempts 
at social commentary, like 1985’s brutal 
“Suburbia” or their first number one hit, 
“West End Girls.” 

Appearing stone-faced and terse on al- 
bum covers and in videos, Tennant and 
Lowe are every bit the model for the 
stereotypically stiff-upper-lipped British, 
but the pair never miss a chance to turn 
that stereotype on its ear. “Dreaming of the 
Queen” depicts Tennant’s fantasy tea party 
with Queen Elizabeth, Princess Diana, and 
himself. With its slow tempo and mournful 
melody line, it’s surprisingly poignant, 
reminiscent of the nostalgia of Behavior’s 
“This Must Be the Place I Waited Years To 
Leave.” It also offers cheerfully irreverent 
lyrics like “Diana dried her eyes/And 
looked surprised/For I was in the nude/ 
The old Queen disapproved.” The teasing 
title of “Young Offender” mocks the idea 
of gays as social deviants at the same time 
the song taps universal fears of nonconfor- 
mity (“I'll put down my book and start 
falling in love/Or isn’t that done?”). 

Some tracks do succumb to the fluff 
factor. Whereas PSB are still one of the 
few culturally literate pop groups around 
(“I feel like taking all my clothes 
off/Dancing to The Rite of Spring”), “Lib- 
eration,” “A Different Point of View,” and 
“One and One Make Five” are catchy but 
vacuous, solid dance tunes whose silly 
rhymes may leave diehard PSB fans long- 
ing for sardonic gems like “I love you/You 
pay my rent” and “I’ve got the brains, 
you've got the looks/Let’s make lots of 
money.” Very compensates, however, with 
an exuberant take on the Village People’s 
“Go West.” The theatrical tone and exhila- 
ration of a 16-person choir matched with 
Tennant’s staid, mellow crooning makes 
for a ridiculous but undeniably cool tribute 
to the then-kings of disco by those who 
currently hold the crown. Q

atty Larkin may not be a 
rock-and-roller, but with 
her new release, Angels 
Running (High Street/ 
Windham Hill), she’s 
hoping to move out of the realm of un- 
commercial folkdom and closer to the 
rockier, more radio-friendly terrain of ma- 
ture, singer/songwriter pop. Like the Sto- 
ry and Melissa Ferrick, two other Boston- 
area acts that have been thriving on the 
fertile acoustic front of New England and 
are now making the leap to a larger, na- 
tional market, Larkin attempted to flesh 
out her sound on her new disc, with ar- 
rangements that rely more on the tradi- 





tional rock elements: electric guitar, bass, 
and drums. “The people at my label were 
straightforward about the fact that they 
liked the songs, but they also knew that we 
wouldn’t get them on any radio stations if 
they didn’t have a little more production. 
They told me that if I could do that taste- 
fully, so that it didn’t offend my own sen- 
sibility, it would be better for us.” 

The result, produced by Ben Wisch and 
producer/guitarist John Leventhal, is cer- 
tainly her most polished work. The first 
three tracks — “Who Holds Your Hand,” 
“Do Not Disturb,” and “Good Thing” — 
showcase some of her best, most 
forthright songwriting, with moving vocal 


performances and nimble guitar playing; 
and all have enough hooks to be hits. She 
proves her mettle as a guitarist on an in- 
strumental that cops the first few bars of 
Richard Thompson’s “Banish Misfortune” 
before launching into her own “Open 
Hand,” using rapidly picked bass notes to 
anchor deft melodic runs. 

Larkin’s folk spirit is still intact on 
“Winter Wind,” a spare, mostly acoustic 
reminiscence that uses images of winter 
and a sad, lilting melody to reflect melan- 
choly emotions. “I Told Him That My 
Dog Wouldn’t Run” and “Helen” paint 
subtle portraits of different kinds of loss 
against a restrained backdrop that keeps 
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Larkin’s emotional vogals and acoustic 
guitar up front. She ggts cynical about 
politics on “Pundits and Poets” and reli- 
gion on “Ain’t That As Good”; yet she 
never succumbs to self-righteousness, and 
unlike a lot of serious folksingers, she re- 
tains her sense of humor even when she’s 
bitter. “Video,” which she says was written 
“after jogging too long with a walkperson 
on,” condemns the typically sexist depic- 
tion of women in rock videos, but it’s sung 
from the perspective of one who under- 
stands the lure of television glamor (“If I 
had a motorcycle I could be Jane Dean”). 

Now that Larkin’s been on the front 
page of Billboard, she may soon be watch- 
ing herself in videos. “There’s definitely a 
new interest and buzz about music that’s 
alternative but that isn’t alternative rock. 
The industry has new formats like PAR, 
which I think stands for Progressive Adult 
Radio. It includes well-known people like 
John Hiatt and Melissa Etheridge, but 
some of it is people like me, the Story, and 
John Gorka — people who are coming out 
of the singer/songwriter scene and have 
been playing for a few years on the acous- 
tic circuit. 

“There’s no real name for what’s going 
on. You can call it adult alternative, album 
alternative, neo-folk, or urban folk, but I 
think that folk is still kind of the F word in 
the business. It’s a real grass-roots thing 
and there are a lot of new writers coming. 
It’s on the coffeehouse level, the concert 
level. And now even the major labels are 
getting involved.” 

Aside.from giving her the urge to go out 
and buy a bunch of new guitars, working 
on a bigger studio project has afforded 
Larkin more insight into the musical pos- 
sibilities of her numbers. “As it turned out, 
the song ‘Do Not Disturb,’ which is prob- 
ably the most produced one on the album, 
is easily my favorite. I think there are four 
or five others that really benefitted from 
more production, and the rest are very 
similar to the things P’ve done before. 
There’s a little more color on them but, 
compared to a pop record, they are 
stripped down. It’s also nice, after making 
a few albums, to see people getting excited 
about my new release. It’s not like a 
Madonna record, I don’t have a book yet, 
but it seems to be doing well.” Q

LITTLE LIGHT OF MINE (Red). 
Bobby Watson's tone is clean and 
piercing, his lines sleek. But the 
most impressive thing about this 
solo sax album is the way his alto 
implies the rhythm without a bass 
line or backbeat. On some of the 
tracks, like Joe Henderson’s 
Spanish-tinged “Recorda Me,” you 
can imagine a whole rhythm sec- 
tion underneath the melody. The 
title track (the spiritual made 
famous by Ray Charles) is another 
standout. Otherwise, he tackles 
some of the toughest numbers in 
the bop and post-bop repertoire: 
Charlie Parker's “Donna Lee,” 
Coltrane’s “Giant Steps,” Monk’s 
“Misterioso.” 

As his work with the Jazz Mes- 
sengers and the 29th Street 
Saxophone Quartet has shown, 
Watson's strong suits are melody 
and velocity. It’s his dexterity that 
strikes first. Yet what saves the 
record from impeccably academic 
dryness is the exuberance of his 
playing, his crystalline tone, the 
way his alto screams upward to 
the high notes to recall the whole 
history of the instrument from 
Benny Carter to Bird to Ornette 
Coleman.

** Horace Silver, IT’S GOT TO 
BE FUNKY (Columbia). Pianist 
Silver is a true original, as singular 
a stylist as Monk or Bud Powell or 
any of the Pantheon players. Even 
though it sometimes seems he’s 
been playing variations on the 
same solo for about 40 years, at 
least it’s clichés of his own devis- 
ing that he shuffles and re-deals 
— with, on the evidence of this 
set, as much energy as ever. 
Unfortunately his horn section, the 
Silver/Brass Ensemble, is a drag 
on his ebullience, sounding big 
and sluggish when it should be 
bright and punchy. Even a reprise 
of “Song for My Father” fails to 
make any impact. 

Four of the songs have words, 
and though they’re more whimsi- 
cal than Silver's previous moral- 
instruction ditties, he continues to 
use vocalist Andy Bey, who some- 
how manages to sound simultane- 
ously enthusiastic and bland. 
Three guest sax players popping 
up at various points heip a little: 
Red Holloway, sounding gutbucket 
funky on tenor, Bird-like on alto; 
Eddie Harris, all bluesy airiness; 
and Branford Marsalis, a model of 
post-bop anonymity. Too much 


| icing, then, of an indistinct flavor. 
Hopefully the next outing will be 


more stripped down.

***x Squeeze, SOME FANTAS- 
TIC PLACE (A&M). A pox on any- 
one who claims that Squeeze 
haven't done anything great since 
the days of East Side Story. True, 
they hit a major slump during the 


mid '80s, but their last two studio 
albums — the simple and upbeat 
Frank and the lovely and depres- 
sive Play — were gems. And so’s 
this one, which falls moodwise 
between the previous two. A cou- 
ple of personnel changes have 
returned the band to an unclut- 
tered sound: Paul Carrack’s 
Hammond organ is a welcome re- 
addition, even if his one lead 
vocal, the soul ballad “Loving You 
Tonight,” sounds like part of a dif- 
ferent album. 

Squeeze really specialize in 
tearjerkers nowadays; even the 
ultra-catchy UK and US singles 
(the twangy “Third Rail” and the 
Brit-R&B strut “Everything in the 
World”) deal with messed-up situa- 
tions. The best moments come 
when they slow down and let the 
misery flow. The title track about a 
deceased friend, the lovelorn 
“Cold Shoulder,” and the drunken 
waltz “Jolly Comes Home” are ail 
memorable tunes. If the band’s old 
sense of humor is gone, it’s a fair 
exchange for their newfound 


depth.

*x*x* Will Downing, LOVE’S 
THE PLACE TO BE (Mercury). 
Following 1991's critically ac- 
claimed but commercially over- 
looked A Dream Fulfilled, 29-year- 
old Brooklyn native Downing 
returns with a session of love 
songs that should set-a new stan- 
dard for R&B singers with jazz 
aspirations (see Anita Baker). 

Love is a seamless, stylish 
recording of romantic ballads for 
adults, blending equal parts jazz 
and R&B without the former’s 
aching pretension or the latter’s 
adolescent lyrics. Backed by 
young turks like drummer Omar 
Hakim, bassist Victor Bailey, gui- 
tarist Kevin Eubanks, saxman 
Gerald Albright, and guest har- 
monica soloist Stevie Wonder 
(among others), Downing’s warm 
baritone has a refreshing, unself- 
conscious honesty that moves 
easily through complex chord 
changes and distinctive melodies. 

Standout tracks like the delicate 
title song, the dramatic soulful 
duet “Nothing Has Ever Feit like 
This” (with Rachelle Ferrell), the 
silky smooth “Sailing on a Dream,” 
and choice covers of Freddie 
Scott’s “Hey Girl” and the Stylis- 
tics’ “Break Up To Make Up” cap- 
ture Downing’s discreet essence 
without Mariah/Whitney overkill. 
Even on filler like the standard 
“That's All” or the up-tempo 
“Everything to Me,” he manages to 
placate commercial radio while 
retaining his dignity.

**1/2 Tar, TOAST (Touch and 
Go). Chicago’s Tar bring a tuneful- 
ness to bass-laden, testosterone- 
drenched heavy rock like no band 
this side of Seaweed. “Barry 
White” opens with a repeated gui- 
tar lick that teases the ear into a 
hard but melodious chorus. The 
vocals are mixed low throughout in 
favor of drums and guitar that 
goad each other on to new heights 
of aggression.

** Lisa Keith, WALKIN’ IN THE 
SUN (Perspective/A&M). It’s hard 
to feel-strongly about songs in 
which the music and the singing 
share the same tone and texture, 
and Keith’s solo debut is no 
exception. How much tension can 
there be when Keith sings pleas- 
antly tuneful scores like “Better 
Than You” pleasantly and tuneful- 
ly, or when the heavyhanded 
orchestration of “Days like These” 
(by Jimmy Jam and Terry Lewis) 
overwhelms Keith’s supple, sultry 
warmth? Because Keith struggles 
to dramatize the Mariah Careyish 
“World of Joy” and “Love Is Alive 
and Well” and barely manages to 
bop the freestylish disco beat of 
“I’m in Love” and “Sunshine Day- 
dreamin’,” you might conclude that 
Jam and Lewis are right to have 
their former chief session singer 
avoid give and take and let the 
music do the hard work. You’d be 
wrong. Keith’s low-risk melisma 
and gently melodic sighing require 
high-risk spare arrangements, 
Europop streamlining, even the 
kind of a cappella Whitney Hous- 
ton exploited for “I'll Always Love 
You.” It’s her loss that her big-rep- 
utation producers don’t see the 
point.

*x*x*x Buckwheat Zydeco, 
MENAGERIE: THE ESSENTIAL 
ZYDECO COLLECTION (isiand). 
Zydeco, the lively accordion-driven 
dance music of Southwestern 
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Louisiana’s black, French-speaking 
Creoles, is not for everyone. But if 
it’s for you, this guy’s the best. 
Here Stanley “Buckwheat” Dural, 
Jr. takes you through 11 of his 
greatest songs culled from three 
previous Island Records feleases. 
The tracks employ a variety of 
different musicians with varying 
levels of success. The standouts 
include “Hot Tamale Baby,” written 
by the father of zydeco, Clifton 
Chenier; a schmaltzy version of 
Hank Williams’s “Hey, Good 
Lookin’ ” with vocals by Dwight 
Yoakam; and the shuffle “Pour 
Tout Queiqu’un,” with Los Lobos’ 
Dave Hidalgo on guitar, vocals, 
and drums. The music itself is a 
classic Louisiana concoction: a 
touch of R&B, a little bit of soul, 
some German wursthaus with 
jazzy moments, and a little Hee- 
Haw. And yes, his nickname 
comes from the character in the 
Little Rascals.

***1/2 Muzsikas, MARA- 
MAROS: THE LOST JEWISH 
MUSIC OF TRANSYLVANIA 
(Hannibal). Virtually all the klez- 
mer musicians who played in 
Hungary before World War II died 
in the Holocaust; a centuries-old 
tradition was wiped out in the 
space of a few years. But a few 
Gypsy players who occasionally 
joined Jewish bands survive to this 
day. The Budapest-based tradi- 
tional group Muzsikas were lucky 
enough to meet two of these: vio- 
linist Gheorghe Covaci and cim- 
balom player Arpad Toni. Covaci 
and Toni helped reconstruct these 
14 pieces, and they play on the 
album as well. 

Through their efforts, we now 
know that Transylvanian klezmer 
had several unique features — 
tango-like rhythms, for example, 
and stripped-down violin/drum 
arrangements like “Ane Maamin,” 
one of the most stirring tracks. 
Although Covaci and Toni are no 
spring chickens, they play their 
hearts out (check Toni’s chromatic 
runs on “Hat a Jid a Wejbele”). 
With this album, Muzsikas have 
given us a sense of the richness 
that was lost.

*1/2 STIGMATA A GO GO (Pow 
Wow). These punk-inflected 
power-popsters are the progeny of 
a long and distinguished line of 
like-minded bands including the 
Replacements, the Ramones, 
R.E.M., and Soul Asylum, and as 
such they can be quite engaging 
when they hit their stride.

Challenged by the multiple 
points of view and numerous story 
lines of Amy Tan’s novel, the film- 
makers use eight narrators, plus a 
dizzying array of flashbacks, to tell 
tales spreading over two conti- 
nents, eight decades, and three 
generations. What results is an 
uneven stew of clichés and occa- 
sional epiphanies — and the 
unique and sometimes exhilarat- 
ing achievement of a feature film 
exclusively about Asian-American 
women.
